INTRODUCTION. 

THE  human  body  is  fo  conftruded,  that  by  the  appli- 
cation of  morbid  caufes,  the  nervous  power,  or  living 
principle,  is  excited  into  more  vigorous  and  frequent 
adion,  by  which  thefe  caufes  are  removed,  the  vitiated 
Rate  of  the  fluids  corrected,  and  obftrudions  of  the 
vifcera  or  other  organs  refolved.  Difeafes  are  then  faid 
to  be  cured  by  nature,  or  the  fpontaneous  efforts  of  the 
animal  eeconomy.

PATHOLOGY. 

The  efforts  of  the  living  principle  are  either  univerfal 
or  particular. 

Universal,  when  the  whole  vafcular  fyflem  is  excited 
into  encreafed  adtion  by  a general  irritation. 

Particular,  when  the  irritation  is  flight,  and  con- 
fined to  a part. 

Regular  and  fucceflive  efforts  are  neceffary  for  the  cure 
of  many  difeafes,  and  when  not  interrupted,  require  a 
given  time  for  that  purpofe. 
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PATHOLOGY. 


The  powers  of  nature  are  chiefly  deficient  In  the  cure 
of  chronic  difeafes,  as  Palfy,  Dropfy,  Hypochondriacal 
complaints,  &c.  &c.  In  fuch  difeafes,  the  efforts  of  the 
animal  ceconomy  are  too  weak  and  languid. 

In  fome  difeafes  the  encreafed  a6Hon  of  the  body  is 
even  hurtful,  and  may  require  to  be  moderated ; as  in 
calculous  cafes,  in  inflammation  of  the  ftomach  and  in- 
teftines,  &c. 

Hence  a judicious  phyfician  is  not  always  to  be  con- 
lidered  as  the  fervant  of  nature,  but  frequently  as  her 
eounfellor,  and  fliould  employ  his  art  to  fupply  and  cor- 
reft  her  defeats. 

A knowledge  of  fuch  principles  as  dlred  to  the  mofl 
fuccefsful  indications  in  the  cure  of  difeafes,  are  derived 
from, 

1.  An  accurate  inveftigation  of  the  proximate  and 
remote  caufes  of  difeafe. 

2.  From  general  experience,  the  hiftory  of  difeafes, 
and  the  fuccefs  of  particular  remedies,  even  though  their 
operation  or  mode  of  adlon  cannot  be  explained  from 
any  known  laws  of  the  animal  ceconomy. 

In  order  to  cure  a difeafe,  it  becomes  fometimes  ne- 
ceflary  for  the  phyfician  to  know  the  conftitution,  or 
peculiar  temperament  of  his  patient. 

Such  parts  of  the  body  as  are  naturally  weak,  require 
particular  attention  in  the  courfe  of  a difeafe. 

A phyfician  frequently  does  more  good  by  quieting 
fymptoms,  than  by  exciting  violent  movements  in  the 
body. 

The  art  of  obferving  confifts  In  attending  to  the  time, 
and  fucceflfion  of  the  efforts  of  nature,  efpecially  in  acute 
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dileafes ; in  chronic,  to  the  operation  of  remedies,  and 
in  diftinguifhing  between  the  effects  of  the  difeafe,  and 
the  remedies  employed. 

The  cure  of  a difeafe  fhould  be  chiefly  attempted 
either  in  its  beginning,  periods  of  remlflion,  or  intermlf- 
lion,  and  not  in  the  paroxyfm,  unlefs  with  a view  to  pal- 
liate urgent  fymptoms. 

Remedies  fliould  be  always  adapted  to  the  ft  ate  of  the 
patient ; gentle  means  are  to  be  ufed  in  weak  habits ; 
more  powerful  and  adtive  remedies  in  ftronger  habits  : 
nothing  is  to  be  attempted  by  fudden  and  violent  means, 
which  may,  with  equal  fafety,  be  affedted  by  milder  re- 
medies ; but  in  defperate  cafes,  defperate  remedies  are  to 
be  employed. 

A few  adlive  remedies,  the  efficacy  of  which  has  been 
eftabliftied  by  experience,  are  to  be  preferred  to  the 
more  doubtful  and  compounded:  and  in  chronic  diforders, 
remedies  of  approved  efficacy,  are  not  to  be  frequently 
changed,  unlefs  fome  new  indications  of  cure  occur  from 
an  alteration  in  the  ftate  of  the  difeafe. 

The  fame  difeafe,  in  different  perfons,  cannot  always 
be  cured  by  the  fame  remedy.  The  venereal  difeafe, 
though  attended  with  the  fame  fymptoms  in  different 
perfons,  will  not  yield  to  the  fame  preparation  of  mer- 
cury ; hence  arifes  the  neceffity  of  trying  new  remedies, 
and  of  employing  even  different  preparations  of  the  fame 
remedy. 

In  the  application  of  remedies  the  feafon  of  the  year  Is 
to  be  attended  to. 

In  fpring  and  fummer,  vlfceral  obftrudions,  and  many 
other  chronic  affeftlons,  are  more  eafily  removed,  than 
in  autumn  and  winter. 
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It  is  the  duty  of  a phyfician  to  divert  the  force  of  .i 
difeafe  from  the  vital  organs,  to  parts  lefs  neceffary  to 
life. 

There  are  certain  periods  of  difeafe  when  evacuations 
are  mofl:  fuccefsfully  excited,  either  by  nature  or  art ; 
profufe  and  early  fweating  in  fevers  gives  no  relief,  but 
moderate  fweating  in  a more  advanced  flage  of  the  dif- 
eafe, often  promotes  recovery : hence  is  founded  the  idea 
of  concodion,  fo  much  talked  of  by  Sydenham. 

It  becomes  frequently  neceffary  to  quiet  urgent  fyinp- 
toms,  though  the  remedies  employed  Ihould  be  contra- 
indicated by  the  caufe  of  the  difeafe ; in  Inflammatory 
cafes,  this  often  prevents  difficulties  in  the  ufe  of  opium. 

Critical  evacuations  are  not  to  be  checked  nor  inter- 
rupted, nor  are  remedies  to  be  employed,  which  may  ex- 
cite other  movements  in  the  body  at  fuch  critical  periods. 

In  acute  diforders,  or  during  much  pain,  food  is  in 
general  to  be  avoided,  becaufe  it  rather  degenerates  into 
a corrupted  ftate  than  affords  nouriffiment. 

The  more  the  ffrength  of  the  body  is  impaired,  the 
lighter  fliould  be  the  food,  and  of  more  eafy  digeftion  ; it 
fhould  be  taken  frequently,  and  in  fmall  quantities  ; on 
the  contrary,  the  more  ftrength  the  patient  has,  he  may 
indulge  with  the  greater  fafety  in  the  ufe  of  folid  and 
more  nutritious  aliment. 

A difeafe  is  the  impeded  afHon  of  any  fundion  of 
the  body. 

The  pra£lice  of  medicine  may  be  diftingulffied  into 
Pathology,  and  Therapeutics. 

Pathology,  includes  a knowledge  of  the  caufes  of 
difeafes,  their  fymptoms,  feat,  crifis,  diagnofis,  and 
prognofis. 
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Therapeutics  comprehends  the  admlniftratlon  of 
remedies  for  their  cure. 

The  caufes*  of  difeafe  are  predifpofing,  exciting,  and 
proximate. 


OF  PREDISPOSING  CAUSES. 

1.  Debility,  by  whatever  means  induced. 

2.  The  difeafed  conformation  or  figure  of  the  body. 

3.  The  increafed  or  diminifhed  elafticity  of  the  fimple 
folids. 

4.  The  more  or  lefs  irritable  ftate  of  the  nervous  fyflem, 

5.  The  qualities  of  the  blood,  and  other  fluids  of  the 
body. 

6.  The  hereditary  ftate  of  the  body,  favouring  particu- 
lar difeafes  in  different  periods  of  its  growth. 

7.  The  nature  of  preceding  diforders. 

8.  The  period  of  life,  whether  that  of  an  infant,  the 
adult,  &c.  &c. 

9.  The  fex  of  the  patient. 


OF  EXCITING  CAUSES. 

1.  Violent  paflions  of  the  mind,  fuch  as  anger,  love, 
grief,  fear,  fhame,  envy,  joy. 

2.  A ftudious  and  anxious  life,  watchfulnefs,  &c.  &c. 

3.  Poifons,  or  the  abufe  of  violent  and  adlive  re- 
medies. 

4.  Different  qualities  in  the  atmofphere,  either  fenfible 
or  latent  j Miasmata  or  Contagion. 
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5.  A defeat,  or  fuppreflion  of  natural  evacuations. 

6.  Errors  in  diet,  either  from  the  quantity  or  quality 
of  our  food. 

7.  Mechanical  injuries. 

Thefe  have  been  alfo  called  remote  or  occafional 
caufes. 


OF  PROXIMATE  CAUSES. 

By  the  proximate  caufe  is  meant  the  real  (late  of  the 
difeafed  organ. 

A knowledge  of  this  fub]e6l  can  only  be  derived  from 

1.  An  invefligation  of  the  nature  and  powers  of  the 
more  remote  caufes. 

2.  A careful  attention  to  the  fymptoms,  and  the  order 
of  fucceffion  in  which  they  occur  in  difeafes. 

3.  The  effects  of  the  remedies  employed. 

4.  .The  diffedlion  of  morbid  bodies. 

In  this  lafl:  cafe  we  fliould  carefully  diftingullh  between 
the  effedls  and  caufe  of  the  difeafe. 

The  invefligation  of  proximate  caufes  Is  niofl  difficult, 
and  the  fcience  of  medicine  is,  in  this  refpe^t,  extremely 
imperfefl. 


OF  THE  SYMPTOMS  OF  DISEASE. 

The  praeternatural  phasnomena  which  occur  during  a 
difeafe,  are  called  fymptoms. 

Thefe  are  either  felt  by  the  patient,  or  obferved  by  the 
phyficlan. 

The  effefts  which  immediately  arlfe  from  moibid 
caufes,  are  called  the  fymptoms  of  the  caufe^. 
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Thefe  fymptoms  may  produce  others,  which  are  called 
the  fymptoms  of  the  fymptoms. 

Every  fymptom  points  out  a difeafed  (late  of  fome  of 
the  fundlions,  either  the  vitalj  natural  or  animal. 

The  fymptoms  of  difeafes,  in  the  order  they  appear,  and 
the  circumftances  which  may  operate  in  the  animal  oeco- 
nomy,  in  diverfifying  their  appearance,  or  rendering  them 
anomalous,  fhould  be  carefully  obferved. 

All  fymptoms  are  to  be  explained  from  the  adlion  of  the 
proximate  caufe,  or  the  re-adlion  of  the  living  principle 
in  the  animal  ceconomy,  excited  with  a view  of  expelling 
or  deftroying  whatever  is  inimical  to  the  body. 

Many  fymptoms  of  difeafes  arp  to  be  explained  by  the 
law  of  fympathy. 

OF  THE  CRISIS  OF  DISEASE. 

By  the  crifis  of  a difeafe  is  meant  a hidden  change, 
either  into  health,  or  death! 

A crifis  is  more  perceptible  in  acute  than  in  chronic 
difeafes. 

In  acute  difeafes,  an  exacerbation  of  fymptoms  fre- 
quently precede  the  moll  favourable  crifis,  terminating  in 
fome  fenfible  evacuations,  which  procure  relief  to  the 
patient. 

Evacuations,  which  are  accompanied,  or  immediately 
followed,  by  a relief  of  fymptoms,  are  favourable  and 
critical,  but  not  otherwife. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  Hippocrates,  and  is  now 
that  of  many  learned  and  judicious  phyficlans,  that 
critical  days  or  periods  may  be  accurately  marked 
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pathology. 


from  their  regular  and  periodical  returns,  efpecially  in 
acute  difeafes,  and  even  in  the  fevers  of  our  own 
country. 

The  critical  days  of  continued  fevers,  are  the  3d,  5th, 
7th,  9th,  nth,  14th,  17th,  20th. 

This  do<flrine  is  confirmed  by  the  united  teftimony  of 
De  Haen  and  Cullen. 

The  regular  courfe  of  nature  may  be  interrupted,  acce- 
lerated or  retarded,  by  various  circumftances  in  the 
animal  oeconomy,  as  well  as  by  the  injudicious  practice 
of  the  phyfician. 


OF  THE  DIAGNOSIS. 

The  Diagnofis  is  that  part  of  pathology  which  treats 
of  the  fpecific  agreement,  or  difagreement  of  fymptoms, 
by  which  difeafes  may  bed:  be  dilUnguilhed  from  one 
another. 

This  is  of  the  utmoft  importance,  and  fuppofes  an  in- 
timate knowledge  of  the  leading  and  charafteriftic  fymp- 
toms of  all  difeafes. 


OF  THE  PROGNOSIS. 

This  is  the  fcience  of  figns,  by  which  we  may  foretel 
the  event,  or  ilTue  of  a difeafe. 

This  fuppofes  long  experience,  and  contributes  much 
to  the  reputation  of  the  phyfician. 

In  this  branch  of  pathology,  Hippocrates  and  thC-. 
ancients  ac(^uired  great  reputation.

The  prognofis  is  by  no  means  conje<5tural,  when 
founded  on  accurate  obfervation  and  experience. 

In  forming  an  accurate  prognofis,  we  muft  recollect: 
our  former  obfervatlons  in  fimifar  dlforders;  the  effedl 
of  the  difeafe  In  the  fame  perfon  at  a former  period; 
the  degree  of  vis  vitas  remaining;  the  Importance  of  the 
organ  affetfled  to  the  life  of  the  patient. 

It  Is  alfo  of  confequence  to  attend  to  the  patient’s  age 
and  fex,  together  with  his  former  ftate  of  health  ; to  the 
influence  of  climate,  or  prevailing  contagion,  and  the 
period  of  the  diforder,  as  the  fame  fymptoms  occurring 
at  different  periods,  are  accompanied  with  more  or  lefs 
danger. 

Symptoms  of  danger  are  more  fallacious  in  acute 
than  in  chronic  dlforders. 

The  nature  of  critical  dlfcharges,  and  the  fymptoms 
ufually  preceding  them,  deferve  our  notice.

OF  THE  * 

GENERAL  DOCTRINE  OF  FEVER. 

In  every  fever  there  is  feme  degree  of  chillinefs,  in- 
increafe  of  heat,  frequency  of  pulfe,  and  diminution  of 
ftrength  in  the  animal  functions. 

The  pheenomena  in  common  to  all  fevers,  which 
direft  to  an  inveftigation  of  their  caufes,  are  beft 
illuRrated  by  obferving  the  paroxyfm  of  an  intermittent 
fever. 


SYMPTOMS  OF  THE  COLD  STAGE. 

Languor  and  fenfe  of  debility;  palenefs  in  the  face  and 
extremities ; a contradlion  of  the  fltin  and  veflels  on  the 
furface  of  the  body;  a fenfe  of  coldnefs  in  the  back,  dif- 
fufed  into  different  parts  of  the  body ; a tremor  terminat- 
ing in  rigor;  great  infenfibility ; drynefs  of  the  mouth; 
pale  urine ; coftivenefs  ; a diminution  of  the  ufual  fecre- 
tions;  a fmall  irregular  pulfe;  anxiety;  oppreflion  at  the 
prscordia;  fometimes  cough  and  dyfpnoea;  often  drowfl- 
nefs  and  ftupor. 

The  intelledual  functions  are  frequently  Impeded. 

The  fymptoms  of  the  cold  flage  conftitute  the  effence 
of  the  difeafe ; they  are  the  effects  arifing  more  imme- 
diately from  the  action  of  the  proximate  caufe ; and  they 
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SYMPTOMS  OF  THE  HOT  STAGE. 
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are  the  means  of  producing  that  re-aflion  of  the  fyflem 
which  terminates  in  the  lucceeding  ftage  of  the  pa- 
roxyfm. 

SYMPTOMS  OF  THE  HOT  STAGE. 

The  fenfe  of  cold  becomes  lefs  violent ; a heat  greater 
than  natural  prevails,  and  arifing  from  the  praecordia,  is 
diffufed  over  the  whole  body,  at  lirfl  irregularly  by  al- 
ternating fluHies,  becoming  more  intenfe  and  permanent ; 
the  colour  of  the  fkin  returns,  with  tenfion  and  rednefs  ; 
the  features  of  the  face,  and  other  parts  of  the  body,  re- 
cover their  ufual  fize  ; head-ach  ; a pain  in  the  back,  and 
often  in  the  extremities  ; urine  high  coloured,  with  a 
flrong  hard  pulfe. 

The  fymptoms  of  the  hot  ftage  terminate  in  the  crifis, 
refolution  of  the  fever,  or  fweating  ftage. 


THE  SWEATING  STAGE. 

The  pulfe  becomes  free  and  large  ; the  organs  of  fe- 
cretion  are  relaxed  ; the  circulation  is  free  and  pervious 
on  the  fldn,  producing  foftnefs,  and  moifture  ; the  urine 
depolits  a fediment ; the  belly  is  open  ; the  funftions  of 
the  mind  and  the  fenfibility  of  the  body  are  reftored. 

Though  we  have  pointed  out  the  ordinary  courfe  of 
fymptoms  which  occur  in  the  parox^Tm  of  an  intermit- 
tent fever,  yet  it  is  feldom  that  all  thefe  fymptoms  are 
prefent  in  the  fame  perfon,  and  circumftances  frequently 
happen  which  pervert  the  order  of  them,  and  render  them 
anomalous. 
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THE  REMOTE  CAUSES  OF  FEVER. 


In  continued  fevers,  there  is  a difpofition  to  regular 
paroxyfms,  but  they  are  feldoni  fo  complete  as  to  termi- 
nate ir  pel  fedl  intermiilions  ; they  generally  however  af- 
fume  remitting  appearances,  and  the  periods  of  remiflion 
are  often  regular  and  fteady. 

This  has  given  rife  to  the  diftribution  of  fever  into 
continued,  remittent,  and  intermittent. 


THE  REMOTE  CAUSES  OF  FEVER. 

They  are  fuch,  as  in  confequence  of  afting  on  the 
moving  powers,  induce  the  cold  fit. 

Of  thefe  are  Miasmata  and  Contagion  : of  the 
firft,  are  the  effluvia  of  marfliy  and  moift  grounds  ; 
chiefly  occurring  in  wanner  climates,  in  a degree  how- 
ever in  all  countries,  and  producing  the  fame  fevers,  only 
differyig  in  their  degree  of  violence. 

The  number  of  contagions  is  fmall,  each  retains  the 
fame  charaifter  in  all  countries,  and  is  of  one  f]iecific  na- 
ture, producing  a variety  of  effedls,  only  when  influenced 
by  feafon,  climate,  the  habit  of  body  and  other  accidental 
caufes. 

The  variolous  and  morbillous  matter  are  to  be  referred 
to  the  head  of  contagion,  and  probably  the  effluvia,  of  the 
human  body  in  gaols  and  confined  fituations. 

Contagions  are  moft  adlive  when  applied  dlreftly  from 
their  fources  or  fomites,  the  atmofphepe  afliftlng  greatly 
to  deftroy  or  render  them  inoffenfive. 

Another  frequent  remote  caufe  of  fever  is  Cold. 

It  ads  by  inducing  fpafm  on  the  furface  of  the  body,

p.uticularly  in  thofe,  the  vigour  of  wliofe  circulation  has 
been  conllderably  weakened. 

According  to  the  flute  of  the  habit  to  'which  it  is  ap- 
plied, it  is  capable  of  producing  inflammatory  diathefis,  as 
in  the  cafe  of  iheumatifm,  in  others  it  produces  catarrh, 
and  in  many  continued  fever. 

When  applied  in  an  extreme  degree,  fo  as  to  exert  its 
fedatlve  powers,  it  extinguifhes  life,  and  produces  gan- 
grene. 

Other  remote  caufes  of  fever,  are  the  fedative  paflions 
©f  fear,  grief,  and  anxiety. 

Intemperance  in  drinking  and  venery  aflifl  in  produ- 
cing fever,  efpeclally  when  favoured  by  the  concurrence 
of  mlafmata,  contagion,  and  the  adiion  of  other  fedative 
powers. 

Retenfion  of  putrid  and  acrid  matter  in  the  prima 
viay  from  indlgeflible  or  corrupted  food,  or  fscces  in  the 
inteflines,  concur  in  the  produdHon  of  fever. 

Dlre£l  flimulants,  though  they  increafe  the  pulfc,  and 
animal  heat,  are  fcldom  capable  of  producing  fever. 


OF  THE  PROXIMATE  CAUSE  OF  FEVER. 

In  attending  to  the  fymptoms  of  languor  and  debility 
preceding  the  cold  fit,  and  to  the  fucceflion  of  the  three 
flages  of  an  entire  paroxyfm,  we  may  fuppofe  that  caufe 
and  effefl  arc  in  the  fame  order,  viz  ; that  the  debility 
induced,  favours  the  fpafm  on  the  fl<ln,  which  is  pro- 
ducTtive  of  the  cold  fit ; that  the  cold  fit  is  the  caufe,  by 
its  efFed  on  the  heart  and  arteries,  of  promoting  that 
excitement,  or  greater  adion  of  the  val'cular  lyftem, 
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£4  OF  THE  PROGNOSIS  IN  FEVER. 

which  is  prodiidive  of  the  hot  fit,  and  that  the  refidance 
is  overcome  by  the  hot  fit,  which  terminates  In  the  re- 
dora'don  of  fecretion,  both  on  the  furface  of  the  body, 
and  the  other  organs  of  fecretion  in  the  fydem. 

It  therefore  appears  that  the  mofl:  frequent  occafional 
caufes  of  fever  produce  primarily  a fedative  effedl,  and 
that  that  efFe(5l  becomes  a dimulus  in  the  fyftem,  exciting* 
mere  addion  In  the  heart  and  arteries. 

We  fuppofe,  therefore,  that  in  every  fever  there  is  a 
power  applied  to  the  body,  which  has  a tendency  to 
dedroy  it;  but  tliat  the  Vis  Medicatrix  Natur.!e  is 
roufed  to  obviate  fuch  noxious  powers,  or  to  corredl  and 
remove  them  ; fo  that  in  fevers  it  may  be  faid  that  there 
are  two  powers  afling,  the  one  of  a fedative  nature,  the 
other  ftimulant. 

In  every  fever  there  is  a tendency  to  certain  regular 
cr  periodical  movements,  attended  with  obfeure  marks 
of  remilTion  and  exacerbation,  even  in  the  mod  con- 
tinued. Thcfe  remifiions  differ  in  the  frequency  of 
their  return,  producing  the  variety  of  quotidian,  ter- 
tian, or  quartan  periods,  according  to  the  intervals  of 
paroxyfms. 


OF  THE  PROGNOSIS  IN  FEVER. 

This  will  depend  on  the  prevalence  of  morbid  or 
falutary  fymptoms ; how  far  the  excitement  in  the  fydem 
is  adequate  to  remove  the  noxious  power,  or  how  far  it  is 
properly  direded  to  that  part  of  the  body,  by  the  adlion 
of  which  the  refolution  of  the  difeafe  is  bed  effedted. 

If  Uie  excitement,  or  ce-aftion,  be  too  violent,  as  in 
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inflammatory  fever,  it  often  deflroys  the  vital  power 
and  organization  of  the  part ; this  is  a frequent  caufe  of 
death,  efpecially  affe<5ling  the  brain  in  continued  fevers. 

The  action  of  the  fcdative  power,  particularly  in  the 
cafe  of  contagion,  tends  to  extinguifh  the  vital  principle, 
by  adling  on  the  nerves,  and  inducing  fymptoms  of  de- 
bility. 

In  fuch  cafes  as  are  denominated  putrid,  the  alteration 
of  the  texture  of  the  blood,  and  weaknefs  of  its  veflels, 
are  produdive  of  profufe  hsemorrhage,  effufions  under 
the  fldn,  petechias,  and  other  malignant  eruptions,  accom-<- 
panied  by  a difpofition  to  gangrene. 

The  fymptoms  which  evidently  point  out  the^  pre- 
valence of  danger,  compared  with  the  falutary  fyrap- 
toms,  will  be  confidered  in  treating  of  particular  fevers. 

In  forming  a judgment  of  the  event  of  a difeafe, 
attention  Ihould  be  paid  to  the  remiffions,  the  regular 
movements,  and  the  critical  days,  which  in  moil  cafes 
are  accompanied  with  fome  fenfible  change  in  the 
fecretions,  the  pulfe,  or  the  ftate  of  the  head. 

An  exacerbation  of  fymptoms  frequently  precedes  a 
falutary  and  happy  crifis. 


OF  THE  GENERAL  CURE  OF  FEVER. 

In  the  cure  of  fever,  our  attention  Ihould  be  lird  di- 
redted  towards  moderating  any  irritation,  which  may 
increafe  the  difeafc,  or  difturb  the  regular  and  falutary 
periods. 

I.  All  difagreeablc  and  violent  imprelTions  on  the 
mind  are  to  be  avoided.

2.  The  flimulus  of  external  heat  is  to  be  removed, 
as  well  by  keeping  the  patient  in  a large  and  airy  room,  ’ 
as  by  diminifliing  the  cjuantity  of  bed-clothes. 

3.  The  exercife  of  the  body,  or  the  exertion  of  muf- 
enlar  power,  as  in  fpeaking ; even  tlie  flimulus  of  light, ' 
is  to  be  avoided,  as  they  increafe  debility  in  weak 
habits. 

4.  The  food  fhould  be  vegetable,  afcefcent,  and  of 
the  eafleft  digeflion  ; the  beft  drink  is  water  acidulated  ; 
and,  in  general,  all  fermented  liquors,  except  fmall 
beer,  fliould  be  forbidden. 

The  ufual  fymptoms  of  fever  are  encreafed  by  the  in- 
trodudHon  of  food  or  nourifliment  into  the  body,  efpeci- 
ally  of  animal  food ; therefore  the  anxiety  generally  ex- 
prefled  on  that  occafion  is  ill  founded. 

5.  When  the  prm£  •vice  are  preternaturally  loaded 
with  corrupted  matter,  or  accumulated  fasces,  the  flo- 
mach  and  inteflines  are  to  be  em.ptied  by  the  ufc  of 
FormuL  BehEl.  No.  174.  An  early  attention  to  this  par- 
ticular will  not  only  remove  fuch  morbid  and  irritating  ^ 
matter,  but  likewife  moderate  the  inflammatory  diathefis 
of  the  fyflem,  and  render  bleeding  and  other  evacuations 
lefs  neceffary. 

In  the  general  cure  of  fevers  we  fhould  be  regulated 
by  an  attention  to  the  fymptoms  of  violent  adlion,  de- 
bility, and  tendency  to  putrefcency  in  the  animal  fluids. 

The  fymptoms  of  violent  aftion  are  increafed  force  ; 
hardnefs,  and  frequency  in  the  pulfe,  which  often  parti- 
cularly determines  to  the  brain,  lungs,  and  other  im- 
portant vifeera,  producing  a fenfe  of  local  pain  and  con- 
gcflion  ; the  fecretions  are  generally  very  high  coloured. 
Such  fymptoms  have  coinjnonly  been  preceded  by  a 
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fevere  cold  fit,  and  point  out  the  inflammatory  diathefis 
of  the  habit. 

The  fymptoms  of  debility  are  a weaknefs  and  irre- 
gularity of  the  voluntary  motions,  as  fubfultus  tendinum, 
as  well  as  of  fenfations  and  inteiledtual  operations ; 
weaknefs  of  the  pulfe  ; coldnefs  of  the  extremities ; a 
tendency  to  fainting  in  an  erefl  pcfluie,  and  a fghing 
in  refpiration  ; involuntary  difcharges,  and  difficult  de- 
glutition. 

The  fymptoms  Indicating  a tendency  to  putrefatdicn  arc, 
a loathing  of  animal  food,  great  third,  and  a defire  for 
acids;  the  blood  loofe  in  its  texture ; haemorrhage  from  the 
organs  of  fecretlon,  without  marks  of  great  excitement; 
effufions  under  the  fldn  or  cuticle,  producing  petechial 
and  livid  eruptions;  frequent  loofe  and  foetid  ftools,  with 
little  relief ; foetid  urine,  and  a cadaverous  fmell  of  the 
whole  body. 

The  fymptoms  of  violent  action  are  bed  nroderated  by 
llood-letiir.g. 

The  effe'dl  of  bleeding  is  more  immediately  felt,  in  redu- 
cing the  Inflammatory  adtion,  than  any  other  evacuation. 

It  requires  much  flcill  to  determine  in  what  cafes  it 
may  always  be  fuccefsfully  employed. 

It  ought  chiefly  to  be  had  recourfe  to  in  the  early  dag.e 
of  fever. 

The  young,  the  vigorous,  and  plethoric,  bear  it  bed 

The  fpring  and  winter  feafons  demand  it  mod 

The  Inflammatory  diathefis  is  more  prevalent  in  cold 
than  in  warm  climates ; this  however  is  not  altogether  a 
general  rule,  for  in  the  warmed  countries,  local  inflam- 
mation, efpecially  of  the  liver,  is  more  frequent  and 
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acute  than  in  cold  countries,  and  gives  way,  chiefly,  to 
early  bleeding. 

In  epidemic  and  contagious  difeafes  much  caution  is 
iiecelTary  in  the  ufe  of  the  lancet. 

Attention  fhould  be  paid  to  the  former  difeafes  and 
habits  of  the  patient. 

The  appearance  of  the  blood,  and  the  effeifls  of  blood- 
letting, which  may  have  been  already  pradifed,  ought 
likewife  to  regulate  our  condud. 

A fudden  and  large  evacuation  often  anfwers  bed, 
efpecially  when  made  In  a relaxed  or  fupine  pollure. 

Evacuation  by  f.ool  likewife  moderates  the  violent 
adion  of  the  fyftem. 

The  effed  of  purging  is  not  only  that  of  emptying  the 
inteftines,  but  likewife  the  vafcular  fyftem  dlftributed  upon 
them. 

This  evacuation  does  not  fo  fuddenly  weaken  the 
fyftem,  nor  reduce  the  inflammatory  diathefis  as  blood- 
letting ; it  has  however  frequently  its  advantage,  efpeci- 
ally in  doubtful  cafes  of  increafed  adion. 

In  the  more  advanced  ftage  of  fever,  purging  may  not 
only  be  ufeful,  in  fo  far  as  it  empties  the  intelHnes,  and 
removes  the  putrefcent  and  irritating  matter  of  the 
bow'^els ; but  when  employed  in  the  beginning  may  do 
good  by  moderating  the  general  adion  of  the  fyllem. 

Symptoms  of  violent  adion  are  moderated  by  plentiful 
dilution,  efpecially  of  watery  fluids,  acidulated  or  accom- 
panied with  fome  of  the  neutral  falts. 

Snvsaiing  frequently  tends  to  moderate  the  violent 
adion  of  fever,  when  produced  by  gentle  and  relaxing 
means,  in  oppofition  to  external  heat  and  powerful 
llimulants. 
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This  evacuation  Is  frequently  fpontaneous  and  mode- 
rate, producing  the  folutlon  of  the  difcafe,  and  is  often 
fuccefsfully  excited  by  art. 

In  many  cafes  where  it  is  early  and  profufe,  it  protrads 
the  difeafe,  and  exhaults  the  patient’s  llrength.  This 
is  frequently  perceived  to  be  the  cafe  In  rheumatic 
fevers. 

If  it  does  not  relieve  in  twenty-four  hours,  It  feldom 
does  good. 

A relaxed  foft  ficin,  oppofed  to  a dry  burning  heat,  b 
more  favourable  than  a copious  difcharge. 

Partial  fweating  b always  liurtful. 

In  cafe  of  violent  adtion,  fweating  Is  mod  fafely 
Induced  by  naufeating  dofes  of  emetics,  efpecially  the 
antimonial. 

For  this  purpofe  tartarifed  antimony  fliould  be  em- 
ployed in  fmail  and  divided  dofes  in  folutlon. 

This,  in  general,  will  likewife  prove  gently  laxative, 
which  renders  the  practice  of  fweating  much  fafer  in 
many  doubtful  Ciifes  of  inflammatory  diathef.s.  Other 
preparations  of  antimony  may  likewife  be  employed, 
which,  by  tbeir  flow  folabity  in  the  ftomach,  are  lefs  apt 
to  excite  vomiting.  Of  thefe  are  all  the  calcined  prepa- 
rations of  antimony,  in  imitation  of  Dr.  James’s  powder. 

In  the  early  flages  of  fever,  great  advantages  are 
derived  from  the  combination  of  antimonial  with  purga- 
tive remedies. — Vide  Formul.  Schn,  No.  173. 

When  tartarifed  antimony  is  given  in  folution,  it  ought 
to  be  diflblved  in  wine. 

During  the  ufe  of  the  calcined  preparations  of  antimo* 
ny,  acids  fhould  be  avoided,  which  might  render  their 
operation  too  violent. 
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Under  the  naufeating  operation  of  antimonial  prepara- 
tions, the  febrile  anxiety,  and  even  delirium,  is  often 
encreafed,  until  fome  fenfible  evacuation  is  induced, 
^ which  removes  thofe  fypmtoms,  and  brings  on  a crifis  of 
s,the  difeafe. 

The  genera!  a<5tion  of  the  fyftem  is  encreafed  by  llifiersy 
though  the  violent  aflion  of  a particular  and  deeply  feated 
part  is  leflened  by  them.  They  feem  to  a6l  more  from 
their  power  of  ftimulating  than  their  power  of  evacuating. 

They  are  chiefly  indicated  in  cafe  of  local  pain  and 
congdHon  in  the  beginning  of  fevers ; and  in  the  later 
flages  they  may  be  more  freely  employed  to  keep  up  the 
‘VIS  nsita  of  the  patient. 

Slnapifms  and  rubefacients  feem  to  adl:  upon  the  fame 
principles. 

Fomentations  to  the  lower  extremities,  frequently  re- 
lieve the  head  in  cafes  of  greater  adlion,  and  by  deter- 
mining to  the  fkin,  remove  the  refinance  and  fpafin  upon 
the  farface.-of  the  body. 

The  fymptoms  of  debility^  the  moft  frequent  catife  af 
which  is  contagion  applied  to  the  body,  are  bed  coun- 
, teradled  by  the  free  acoefs  ot  cold  air,  which  correds 
and  even,  dedroys  its  adion. 

In  fome  cafes,,  cold  water  has  even  been  faccefsfully 
applied  for  this  purpofe.. 

Debility  is  greatly  moderated  by  the  adion  of  tonic 
and  ftimulating  remedies.  To  this  head  belongs  the  ufe 
of  bark,  ferpentaria,  and  wine. — Vide  Formul.  Seletl, 
Pag.  15,  16,  41. 

Bark  ought  chiefly  to  be  employed  in  cafes  of  remif- 
' flon,  with  a foft  fldn,  where  the  fecretions,  at  lead  once 
Ln  twenty-four  hours,  are  fomewhat  more  liberal.— In 
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jafes  of  violent  heat,  a drynefs  of  the  flcin,  a very  quick 
puife,  and  fymptoms  of  local  congelHon,  it  flxould  not 
be  employed. 

The  ferpentaria,  or  contrayerva  v/ill  often  fupport  the 
vis  -viu  in  lov/  fevers,  and  rather  promote  the  natural 
crilis  of  the  difeafe. 

In  cafes  of  extreme  debility,  with  unequal  and  irregu- 
lar heat,  a low  quick  pulfc,  and  much  watchfulnefs,  wine 
may  be  employed  with  great  advantages  : and  fleep,  in 
all  cafes  of  low  fever,  flrould  be  procured  by  opiates. 

In  all  cafes  of  debility,  much  evacuation  by  ftool  is 
to  bo  avoided. 

The  crifis  of  a low  fever  is  generally  bed  effedled  by 
found  fleep,  or  fpontaneous  falivation. 

The  fymptoms  indicating  a tendency  to  putridity  are 
obviated  by  removing  the  patient  from  putrid  or  cor- 
rupted air. 

By  a frequent  change  of  bed-clothes  and  linen. 

By  vegetable  and  afeefeent  food. 

By  evacuating  the  contents  of  the  bowels  by  cooling 
and  afeefeent  purgatives,  fuch  as  cryflals  of  tartar  and 
tamarinds,  which  likewife,  by  their  antifeptic  and 
diluent  effect,  correfl  the  general  date  of  the  animal 
fluids. 

When  fymptoms  of  putrefadion  are  accompanied  with 
fymptoms  of  great  debility,  then  bark  and  other  tonics 
may  be  employed  with  advantage. 

' Bark  is  too  a(flive  a remedy  to  be  employed  with 
fafety  in  all  cafes  of  continued  fever  ; it  flrould  never 
be  given  in  cafes  of  inflammatory  diathefis  ; even  in 
other  fevers  its  good  effedts  are  chiefly  perceived  in  cafes 
of  rcmifilon,  as  before  obferved. 
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In  the  general  cure  of  fever  we  have  rather  fpoken 
of  general  indications  than  of  the  application  of  particu- 
lar remedies. 
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OF  THE  GENERAL  DIVISION  OF  FEVERS. 

Notwithftanding  that  in  all  fevers  there  is  a difpofitlon 
to  periodical  returns  and  occafional  exacerbation  ; yet  in 
fome  they  are  fcarcely  obvious,  in  others  more  apparent^ 
and  in  Intermittent  fever,  perfedl  and  compleat. 

This  has  given  rife  to  a divifion  of  fevers  into  con- 
tinued, remittent,  and  intermittent. 

The  continued  are  either  injlammatory^  accompanied 
with  violent  adtion  ; nervous^  attended  with  debility  j or 
•malignant^  attended  with  appearances  of  putrefcency. 

In  general,  however,  they  are  not  fo  diftindtly  marked, 
and  in  common  pradice  we  find  them  of  a mixed  nature, 
and  changing  into  one  another,  except  when  fome  parti- 
cular contagion  has  operated.  But  as  in  all  fevers  the 
plan  of  cure  mull  be  adapted  to  the  date  of  increafed 
apiion,  debility^  or  putrefcency^  we  fhall  admit  this  divifion 
of  continued  fevers  into  injlammatoryy  nervous,  and  ma- 
lignant. 


OF  THE  INFLAMMATORY  FEVER. 

The  fymptoms  of  the  inflammatory  fev’cr  are,  a fenfe 
of  lallltude,  debility,  and  pam,  univerfally  felt  in  the 
bones  ; chllllnefs  and  heat  alternating  with  one  another ; 
the  pain  becomes  more  feverely  felt  in  the  flioulders, 
back,  knees,  and  head  j the  heat  becomes  intenfe,  witE

rednefs  of  the  flLin,  efpeclally  of  the  eyes  and  face ; 
watchfulnefs  ; anxiety  ; a white  tongue  ; dry  flcin  ; high 
coloured  urine  ; and  inflamed  blood ; collivenefs,  and 
delirium. 

This  fever  generally  attacks  thofe  who  are  of  a flrong 
plethoric  habit  of  body  ; feldom  the  weak  and  relaxed  : 
it  feizes  men  more  frequently  than  women. 

Its  occafional  caufes  are  the  fudden  application  of 
cold  to  a heated  body  ; violent  exercife,  while  expofed 
to  the  burning  rays  of  the  fun  ; intemperance  in  eating, 
and  in  drinking  vinous  and  fpirituous  liquors. 

It  generally  kills,  by  inducing  inflammation  and  gan- 
grene on  internal  parts. 

By  bad  management,  efpeclally  the  negledl  of  evacua- 
tions, and  the  too  early  ufe  of  ftimulants,  it  often  dege- 
nerates into  low  or  maligisant  fever. 

The  fymptoms  of  danger  are  deliriufn,  difficult  rcfjpi- 
ration,  fymptomatlc  eruptions,  Intenfe  heat,  a very  quick 
pulfe,  and  involuntary  evacuations  ; which  may  be  op- 
pofed  to  a foftnefs  of  the  ikin,  moderate  heat,  and  fever, 
and  a regular  freedom  of  the  fecretions,  neither  obftruded 
cn  the  one  hand,  nor  profufe  or  colliquative  on  the  other. 

The  cure  of  thl?  difeafe  is  beft  effected, 

!.  By  blood  letting,  proportioned  to  the  (late  of  the 
pulfe  and  ftrength  of  the  patient. 

2.  By  the  means  already  laid  down  in  order  to  mo- 
derate violent  a<5tion,  viz  ; the  ufe  of  diluents,  with 
acids  and  the  neutral  falts  ; evacuating  the  pri/nce  vla^ 
and  determining  to  the  flein  by  antimonials  In  emetic  or 
naufeating  dofes,  or  joined  with  purgatives  ; abftinence 
from'  animal  food,  .and  the  application  of  bliflers  to 
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relieve  local  pain  and  congeftion. — Vide  Furmul.  Scfe3. 
No.  26,  27,  1 15,  173. 

Symptoms  of  debility,  or  putrefadlion,  occurring  in 
the  latter  periods  of  inflammatory  fever,  are  to  be  treated 
as  hereafter  direded  on  the  fubjefts  of  the  nervous  and 
putrid  or  malignant  fever. 


OF  THE  NERVOUS  FEVER. 

In  this  fever,  the  fymptoms  of  dehility  are  chiefly  pre- 
valent ; deje<5Hon  and  terror  of  mind ; lofs  of  appetite  ; 
o])preflion;  watchfulnefs ; flghing;  great  laflitude;  alter- 
nate chilllnefs  and  flufliing  ; in  a few  days  giddinefs 
and  pain  in  the  head ; naufea,  and  vomiting  of  an 
infipid  pituitous  matter  ; prollration  of  ftrength  ; fainting 
■on  fitting  in  the  ere^l  polture  ; frequent,  weak  and  often 
intermittent  pulfe,  with  little  heat  and  third  ; a moifl 
tongue,  with  a white  mucus  on  it ; pale  watery  urine  ; 
oppreflron  of  the  prtecordia  ; unequal  dldribution  of 
blood  to  different  parts  of  the  body ; a coldnefs  in  the 
extremities  ; a flight  delirium,  without  fury  ; a difpofi- 
tlon  to  immoderate  fweating,  or  diarrhoea ; infenflbility 
to  external  objedls  ; a tremor  of  the  tongue  ; with  fuhjul- 
liis  tcndinum y coniay  involuntary  difcharges  by  urine  and 
flool,  convulfions,  and  death. 

A more  favourable  termination  takes  place  when  there 
is  an  early  difjiolition  to  fahvation,  and  fonietimes  a 
gentle  moifture  on  the  flelir  ; or  diarrhoea  comes  on, 
which  relieves  the  head,  renders  the  pulfe  more  fleady, 
and  proves  a cnffs  to  the  difeafe.  Dcafnefs  is  a favour- 
able fymptom,  which  is  generally  accompanied  with  pro- 
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found  flecplng,  and  which  is  cafily  diftlnguiflied  from 
coma.  Scabby,  angry  eruptions,  and  tumours,  always  re- 
lieve ; while  miliary  eruptions,  which  generally  attend 
profufe  fweating,  are  only  fymptomatic. 

The  Dangerous  fympto7us  arc, 

Delirium  with  profufe  evacuations,  partial  fweating 
about  the  bread:  and  head,  with  cold  extremities;  fubfultus 
tend'inum  ; great  watchfulnefs ; quick,  low  pulfe  ; tremu- 
lous motions  of  the  lips,  tongue,  and  other  parts,  with 
impeded  deglutition. 

The  remote  canfes  of  this  fever  are,  a relaxed,  weak, 
and  irritable  nervous  fyftem  ; profufe  evacuations ; 
anxiety  ; watchfulnefs  ; fatigue  ; debility,  induced  by 
former  difeafes,  increafed  by  coldnefs  and  moiflure,  and 
in  fome  cafes  the  action  of  fedative  poifons,  miafmata  and 
contagion. 

From  what  has  been  faid  on  the  proximate  caufe  of 
fever  in  general,  and  the  Hate  of  weaker  adlion  in  the 
moving  powers,  an  explanation  of  the  fymptoms  of  this 
fever  is  eafy. 

It  is  eafily  diftingulflied  from  the  inflammatory  fever, 
which  is  accompanied  with  more  violent  a<flion,  and  the 
injlammatory  diathejis. 


OF  THE  CURE  OF  TIi£  NERVOUS  FEVER. 

In  the  cure  of  this  fev^r,  all  violent  evacuations  are 
to  be  avoided,  while  a chief  attention  is  to  be  paid  in 
fupporting  the  vis  vita  through  the  courfe  of  the  difeafe. 

c; 
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In  the  beginning,  It  Is  proper  to  give  a vomit  of  Ipeca- 
cuanha, or  tartarifed  antimony.  Patients  bear  vomiting 
better  than  purging  in  this  difeafe:  A few  grains  of  rhubarb 
and  magnefia  will  be  fufficlent  to  keep  the  body  foluble, 
or  emollient  clyllers  given  from  time  to  time. 

In  this  fever,  wine  is  one  of  the  belt  cordials : it  may 
be  given  either  by  Itfelf,  diluted  with  water,  or  made 
into  whey  ; it  is  moll  grateful  when  cold  ; It  renders 
the  pulfe  flower  and  fuller,  procures  fleep,  takes  off  deli- 
rium, and  fupports  the  patient  under  profufe  fweats  and 
fymptomatic  eruptions. 

The  ferpentarla  and  contrayervaare  powerful  cordials, 
efpecially  the  former,  and  determine  gently  to  the  fldn 
in  this  difeafe. — Vide  Formul.  No.  177. 

In  cafes  of  much  anxiety  and  oppreffion  at  the  pracor- 
dia,  which  frequently  accompany  and  precede  miliary 
eruptions,  advantage  may  be  derived  from  camphor. — 

Vide  Formul.  Sele£f.  No.  46,  47»  4^’ 

In  the  early  flage  of  this  difeafe,  and  through  the 
whole  courfe  of  it,  blilters  may  be  applied  with  great  ad- 
vantage, efpecially  to  the  extremities ; and  the  Hate  of 
the  vis  vit(Z  may  be  known  by  attending  to  the  degree 
of  inflammation  which  Is  produced  from  their  Itimulus, 

In  the  delirium  of  this  fever,  with  fubfultus  tendimnn, 
the  Mi/l.  Mofch.  Ph.  Loud,  may  be  ufed  witli  advantage, 
efpecially  when  joined  to  fmall  dofes  of  Tinbl  Opii. — 
Vide  Formul.  SeleEt.  No.  130,  13 1. 

In  cafes  of  watchfulnefs,  with,  or  without  delirium, 
the  Tina.  Opii  in  the  dofe  of  ten  or  twenty  drops,  may 
be  given  to  procure  fleep. 

Sleep  and  perfpiratlon  are  procured  by  fomentations 
with  vinegar  and  water,  applied  to  the  lower  extremities.

In  cafes  of  remlffion,  the  bark  may  be  given. — Vide 
Formul.  Seled.  No.  65,  66,  67,  &c. 

In  fymptomatic  and  collitpaative  diariiicea,  a few  drops 
of  the  TinB.  Opii  may  be  added  to  each  dofe  of  the  bark, 
or  a grain  of  ipecacuanha  to  ten  or  fifteen  grains  of  rhu- 
barb.— ^\^ide  Formul.  SelcB.  No.  116. 

In  cafe  of  extreme  lownefs  and  dejedion,  the  volatile 
alkali  may  be  given  with  the  aramutic  confedlion. — 
Vide  Formul.  SeleB.  No.  14. 

Cador  and  valerian  will  be  found  to  relieve  from  the 
fighing,  terror,  and  anxiety,  which,  in  delicate  and 
irritcible  habits  occur  in  a high  degree  in  this  fever. 


OF  THE  MALIGNANT,  PETECHIAL,  OR 
PUTRID  FEVER. 

This  fever  has  acquired  its  name  from  Its  malignant 
nature,  the  putrefeent  date  of  the  fecretions,  and  the  livid 
eruptions  which  condantly  attend  it. 

The  Symptoms  are  an  intenfe  heat,  alternating  with 
chillinefs,  with  fome  remiflion  ; a hard,  fmall,  frequent, 
and  irregular  pulfe';  a violent  pulfation  of  the  temporal 
and  carotid  arteries  ; great  prodratlon  of  drength  ; 
anxiety  and  dejeedion  of  fpirits  ; naufea  and  bilious  vo- 
miting ; pain  in  the  head ; inflamed  eyes  ; tinnitus 
curium  ; a difficult,  laborious  refpiration,  with  frequent 
fighing,  and  foetid  breath  ; univerfal  pain  ; great  redleff- 
nefs ; delirium ; a foul  tongue,  with  foetid  fordes  about 
the  teeth  ; great  third  ; the  tongue  fometimes  black  and 
dry  without  tliird;  The  urine  varies  much,  fometimes 
when  there  is  a delirium,  it  is  pale  ; in  general,  however 
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it  Is  foetid  and  high  coloured,  and  all  the  other  fecretions 
arc  in  the  lame  date  ; involuntary  evacuations ; haemor- 
ihages  with  diffolved  blood,  and  univerfal  livid  and  pe- 
techial eruptions,  with  gangrenous  aphtha  in  the  mouth 
and  throat. 

This  difeafe  alTuines  a great  variety  of  appearances ; 
Sometimes  the  fymptoms  are  Inflammatory  in  the  begin- 
ning, In  which  cafe,  there  is  rigor,  followed  by  encreafed 
adion  ; in  other  cafes,  the  difeafe  more  early  affeds  the 
'■  nerves,  refembling  the  nervous  fever  above  deferibed  ; in 
general  there  is  much  debility  In  the  beginning,  which 
prevails  more  or  lefs  with  the  fymptoms  of  putridity 
already  deferibed. 

The  remote  caufes  of  this  difeafe  are  ; 

1.  The  application  of  putrid  and  contagious  matte?  to 
the  body. 

2.  The  too  free  ufe  of  animal  food,  efpecially  if  ac- 
companied with  bad  water.  * 

3.  Predlfpofitlon  from  debility  and  anxiety  of  mind. 

4.  The  too  free  ufe  of  alkaline  and  feptic  fubftances. 

The  proximate  caufe  appears  to  confift  either  in  the 

fedative  power  of  contagion,  adting  immediately  on  the 
nervous  fyflem,  or  difpofing  the  fluids  to  putrefcency. 


OF  THE  PROGNOSIS. 

A diarrhoea,  or  perfpiration,  frequently  relieves  and 
takes  off  the  delirium. 

The  eruptions  becoming  more  red  and  Inflamed,  is 
favourable. 
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OF  THE  CURE  OF  THE  PUTRID  FEVER.

Numerous  livid,  petechial  eruptions ; black  and  gan- 
grenous aphtha  ; dry,  black  tongue,  with  delirium;  pluck- 
ing the  bed-clothes  ; no  third  ; difficult  refpiration  ; ten- 
lion  of  the  abdomen,  with  foetid  and  involuntary  ftools  ; 
partial  and  clammy  fweats ; cold  extremities  ; a quick, 
weak,  and  irregular  pulfe,  are  extremely  final  fymptoms. 


OF  THE  CURE  OF  THE  PUTRID  FEVER. 

In  cafes  of  plethora,  with  much  increafed  adlion  in 
the  beginning,  it  may  be  proper  to  take  away  a fev/ 
ounces  of  blood  ; this  evacuation  Ihould  however  be 
managed  with  the  greatefl  caution,  and  in  no  cafes 
Ihould  it  be  repeated.  The  head  may  be  relieved  with 
more  fafety  by  the  application  of  leeches,  or  cupplng- 
glalTes. 

The  prima  •via  are  to  be  evacuated  by  the  early  ufe 
of  cathartics,  with  or  without  antimony  ; and  if  in  the 
courfe  of  the  difeafe  there  is  much  tenfion,  and  deter- 
mination on  the  bowels,  a preference  flrould  be  given  to 
the  neutral  and  afeefeent  purgatives. 

Emollient  clyfters,  either  of  warm  water,  or  of  the 
JDecoEl,  pro  Enemat.  tend  greatly  to  dilute  the  acrimony 
and  foetor  of  the  contents  of  the  large  Inteftines.  They 
obviate  that  dangerous  tenfion  of  the  abdomen  which 
occurs  in  tliis  diforder. 

A determination  on  the  flvin  fliould  be  kept  up  by  the 
ufe  of  camphor  mixture,  with  the  vegetable  acids,  which 
are  preferable  to  the  folfil. 
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* The' cordial  and  antifeptic  pradlice  fliould  be  united; 
-^this  will  lead  to  the  ufe  of  wine,  bark,  and  acids. 

. ■•Rhenifh  wine,  or  old  hock,  is  the  moft  pleafant. 

The  cravings  of  the  patient  Ihould  be  attended  to  in 
the  ufe  of , food  and  drink  ; they  will  always  dived;  to 
the  afgefcerjt.  and  antifeptic.  • ■ ■ ■ r..  J.  ^ 

In  this,  as  in  other  fevers,  bark  Ihould  only  be  given 
in  fuch  cafes  as  point  out  fome  obfcure  remiflion,  and 
where  there  is  no  local  congeftion  on  the  internal  vif- 
cera.  It  often  relieves  from  profufe  and  fymptomatic 
fweatings ; its'purgative  effed  is  beft  correded  by  fmall 
dofes  of  the  TinB.  Optif  and  in  cafe  of  codivenefs  it 
■fhould  be  accompanied  with  fmall  dofes  of  rhubarb. 
''■■'Bark  ig'much  faferin  its  operation  when  accompanied 
‘ vt'ith  acids ; in  cafes  where  a determination  on  the  fldn  is 
‘defired,  Aq.' Ammon,  acct.  may  be  given  along 
-with' it.  • ' ■ 

■ ' ' Symptomatic  diarrhoea  may  be  moderated  either  by 
opiates  alone,  or  united  with  aromatics. — Vide  Formuh 
SehA.  No.  141,  143. 

■ ' In  the  diarrhoea  of  a malignant  fever,  the  Infuf.  Rofa^ 
"and  the  Julep  falin.  in  an  effervefcing  date  may  be  ufeful, 
from  their  correding  the  putrid  matter  of  the  bowels. 

Eliders  are  only  ufeful  in  fupporting  the  vis  vita  in 
the  decline  of  this  difeafe. 

In  cafes  of  aphihie,  the  BecoQ.  commun.  gently  aci- 
dulated, is  frequently  proper  as  a gargle. 

The  epidemic  and  remitting  fevers  of  warm  climates, 
are  chiefly  of  the  malignant  kind,  but  in  the  beginning 
are  fometimes  accompanied  with  fo  much  encrealed 
adion  as  to  render  it  neceflary  to  take  away  a few  ounces 
of  blood.

They  differ  chiefly  from  the  putrid  fevers  of  this  coun- 
try, in  having  more  oppreflion  on  the  praecordia,  a fenfe 
of  greater  pain  in  the  region  of  the  flomach  and  liver, 
‘ with  early  vomiting  of  a very  acrid  and  ofl'cnfive  bile. 
The  fl<in  is  generally  tinged  of  a yellow  colour  ; hence 
the  difeafe  has  been  called  the  bilious,  or  yellow  fever. 

In  the  Eafl:  Indies,  where  perfons  are  expofed  not  only 
to  intenfe  heat,  but  likewifc  to  the  putrid  effluvia  of  wet 
mud,  the  fymptoms  of  debility  are  greater,  and  the  pro- 
grefs  of  the  difeafe  is  more  rapid  and  fatal. 

The  cure  cortfids  chiefly  in  early  evacuations  by  the 
prima  vlje,  as  above  diredled,  and  in  cafes  of  early  re- 
miflion,  the  bark  with  acids,  and  other  antifeptics,  Ihould 
be  given  with  freedom. — Vide  FormuL  Seleii.  No.  67. 

' In  comparing  the  different  accounts  of  practical  writers 
on  the  fubjecl  of  fevers  of  different  countries,  and  more 
■particularly  on  the  bilious  and  remitting  fevers  of  warm 
climates,  it  appears  that  they  do  not  differ  effentially  from 
‘ the  foregoing;  but  as  varieties,  influenced  by  climate  and 
the  general  date  of  the  atmofphere,  and  different  tem- 
peraments, or  conftitutions;  and  that  the  continued,  and 
remitting  fevers  are  the  fame,  requiring  a method  of  cure 
fuited  to  the  date  of  reaBioriy  debility^  or  tendency  to  pu- 
tridity^ the  prevalence  of  bile,  and  the  degree  of  remijficn. 

Remiflions  are  bed  effe(ded  by  affiding  to  carry  off 
bilious  accumulations  by  the  united  operation  of  tar- 
tarifed  antimony,  the  neutral  falts,  or  afeefeent  laxa- 
tives. 
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OF  INTERMITTENT  FEVERS. 

The  fymptoms  of  thefe  have  been  already  defcribed 
under  the  title  of  general  fevers^  in  the  various  ftages 
of  the  paroxyfm. 

They  are  diflinguinted  by  Sydenham  into  vernal  and 
autumnal,  the  former  frec^uently  accompanied  with  in- 
flammatory diathefis,  the  latter  wkh  the  putrid. 

They  are  diflingullhable  according  to  the  frequency 
and  duration  of  the  interval,  into  Angle  quotidians,  ter- 
tians, or  quartans,  or  into  the  duplicate  quotidians,  ter- 
tians, or  quartans,  and  perhaps  on  certain  occafions  they 
may  be  ftill  more  anomalous.  ‘ ' 

They  generally  arife  from  the  exhalation  of  marfhy 
and  low  fltuations. 

The  predifpof.tion  is  relaxation  and  weaknefs,  either 
induced  by  former  difeafe,  or  by  a thin  watery  and  ve- 
getable diet. 

Between  the  paroxyfms  there  is  a tendency  to  fweat- 
ing,  and  an  impaired  appetite. 


• OF  THE  PROGNOSIS. 

ITe  duration  of  the  difeafe  depends  much  on  the  cha- 
racter of  the  prevailing  epidemic. 

The  more  regular  the  return  of  paroxyfms  the  more 
favourable  is  the  difeafe. 

Epidemic  intermittcnts  are  of  more  diflicult  cure  than 
Iporadic  ones  ; quartans,  than  tertians  j autumnal,  than 
^vernal. 
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(^otidian  Intermittents  have  by  fomc  been  thought  to 
terminate  in  continued  fevers. 

Appearances  of  jaundice  and  dropfy  point  out  difeafeJ 
vifeera,  which  require  a particular  method  of  cure. 


OF  THE  CURE  OF  INTERMITTENTS.. 


In  the  cure  of  intermittent  fever,  an  attention  fliould 
be  paid  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  paioxyfms,  and  to 
conduct  them  in  fuch  a manner  as  to  render  the  folutioD 
of  the  difeafe  perfect. 

The  recurrence  of  paroxyfms  is  bell  prevented,  or  their 
violence  moderated, 

1.  By  the  exhibition  of  an  emetic,  fo  that  its  opera- 
tion be  nearly  over  before  the  accefion  of  the  cold  fit. 

2.  By  the  ufe  of  tonics,  of  which  there  is  great  va- 
riety, either  allringents  alone,  bitters  alone,  aftringents 
and  bitters  united,  altringents  and  aromatics,  metallic 
preparations,  and  opiates. 

The  tone  of  the  fyftem  may  be  further  kept  up  by  oc- 
::afional  flimulants,  a generous  diet,  the  ufe  of  wine, 
employed  efpecially  in  the  period  of  intermifiion. 

Of  all  tonic  remedies,  the  Peruvian  bark  is  judly  ♦ 

ifleemed  the  mofl:  clFedual. 

It  may  be  employed  with  great  fiifety  in  any  period 
)f  intermittent  fever,  provided  there  be  neither  inflamma- 

uon,  nor  appearances  of  obdru^ftion  in  the  abdominal 
^ifeera. 


I Obftnudions  of  the  liver,  dropfies,  and  other  cOnfe- 
(fences  of  intermittents,  which  have  been  commonly 
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attributed  to  the  bark,  take  their  rife  from  the  recurrence 
of  paroxyfms,  from  the  neglcft  of  bark  in  the  beginning, 
or  from  not  ufing  it  In  fufficient  quantity. 

In  the  iniermittents  of  fome  climates,  accompanying 
particular  epidemics,  the  intermiflion  is  not  always  per- 
fea  ; however,  the  bark  fhould  be  given  largely  to  ob- 
viate the  danger  arifing  from  exacerbations,  and  the 
recurrericc  of  paroxyfms. 

The  bark  fliould  l>e  given  largely,  efpecially  as  near 
the  acceffion  of  the  paroxyfm  as  poffible. 

It  fliould  be  continued  until  the  patient  has  miffed 
feveral  paroxyfms,  and  afterwards  the  quantity  diminifhed 
by  flow  degrees. 

Opiates  given  in  the  hot  fit,  fliorten  its  duration,  and 
render  the  folution  of  the  dlfeafe  more  perfea  and  com- 
plete— Opiates,  when  given  in  the  cold  ftage,  though  lefs 
effedual,  than  in  the  hot  flage,  will  fliorten  the  parox- 

yfni The  coflivenefs  induced  by  them  is  befl  removed 

by  the  PiluL  Myrrh,  cum  Aloe,  which  may  accompany 
their  ufe. 

Notwithftar.ding  evacuations  have  no  tendency  to 
cure  agues,  and  when  ufed  too  freely  rathei  difpofe  tlicm 
to  return,  yet  accumulations  in  the  prima  via  fliould  be 
removed  in  fome  conflitutions  by  vitiioiaucd  kali  and 
rhubarb,  in  others  by  the  warmeft  laxatives  of  aloes  and 
myrrh.— Vide  Formul.  Select.  No.  8,  9» 

If  it  fhould  be  found  impoffible  to  give  the  bark  by 
the  mouth,  it  has  been  propofed  to  giv'^e  it  largely  in  the 
form  of  a clyfler. 

The  tonic  plan  of  cure,  afliflcd  by  regular  exercife  in 
a good  air,  fhould  be  perfevered  in,  to  obviate  a relapfe, 
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)to  which  patients  labouring  under  interniittents  are  ex- 
jtremely  fubjedt. 


OF  INFLAMMATION  IN  GENERAL. 

In  all  cafes  of  inflammation,  there  is  rednefs,  tumour, 
land  increafed  adlion  of  the  veflels,  either  of  the  inflamed 
ipart  alone,  or  of  the  whole  fyflem  ; tenfion,  pain,  greater 
i irritability,  and  an  impaired  adlion  of  the  organ  affedled. 
In  general,  the  blood  taken  from  the  arm  remains  longer 
iin  a fluid  ftate,  and  in  cooling  fliews  a glutinous  fepara- 
ition  on  the  furface,  commonly  called  the  inflammatory 
buff. 

Inflammation  has  acquired  diiferent  names,  according 
to  its  feat,  as  Phlegmon^  Eryjipelas ^ Ifjc. 

It  is  mod;  commonly  produced  by  illmulants  diredtiy 
applied  to  the  part  affedlcd,  but  it  is  frequently  alfo 
formed  in  the  hot  fit  of  a fever,  by  the  violent  adtion  of 
the  arterial  fyflem  producing  an  unequal  dlflribution  of 
blood  ; in  this  cafe  particular  organs  fuffer  from  a larger 
quantity  of  blood  dlredtcd  upon  them.  The  general 
fyflem  being  affedted,  an  injlammatory  dlatlnjis  prevails, 
and  the  cold  flage  of  a febrile  paroxyfm  commonly  pre- 
cedes the  difeafe. 

The  proximate  caufe  of  Inflammation  and  fever  is 
frequently  the  fame,  both  formed  by  the  niis  medicatrix 
natura  excited  by  the  fpafra  or  reliflence  on  the  furface 
either  of  a particular  part,  or  of  the  whole  body. 

The  increafed  heat,  rednefs  and  adtion  of  the  veffels, 
and  the  effufion  i-nto  the  furrounding  parts,  evidently 
prove  an  accelerated  circulation  and  a pervious  flate  of 
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the  veflels.  The  phgenomena  of  bliflers,  and  the  efiedls  of 
diredf  fHmulants,  clearly  point  out  that  obftrudUon  is  not 
the  caufe  of  inflammation.  _The  idea  of  Icntor  and  error 
Joel  taking  place  in  inflammation  is  ill  grounded,  in- 
flamed blood  being  thinner  tlian  other  blood,  and 
coagulating  with  more  difficulty. 

The  remote  caufes  of  inflammation  are, 

1.  External  fHmulants. 

2.  Mechanical  violence. 

3.  Cold  applied  under  certain  circumflances. 

4.  The  peculiar  aftion  of  contagion. 

Inflammation  terminates  in  refolutio}i,  ftippuratiorty  gan- 
grene^ or  effufion^  fometimes  of  red  blood,  and  frequently 
of  gluten,  producing  adheflons  cfpecially  of  membranous 
parts. 

Inflammation  is  faid  to  terminate  by  refohitton,  when 
the  fypmtoms  gradually  abate,  the  texture  and  organiza- 
tion of  the  part  remain  entire,  and  the  fluids  effufed 
under  the  moderate  adtion  of  velTels  are  abforbed  and 
received  into  the  habit. 

Suppuration  takes  place  when  the  adllon  of  the  veffels 
of  the  part,  and  the  inflammatory  diathefis  continuing 
violent,  the  effufion  and  accumulation  of  gluten  become 
confiderable,  efpecially  in  yielding  cellular  membrane, 
and  the  veffels  acquire  a pov/er  of  fecreting  pus,  or  the 
effufed  fluid  by  ffagnation  undergoes  a change  affedting 
the  furrounding  parts,  and  producing  a cavity  for  itfelf, 
frequently  bounded  by  adheflons ; this  cavity  is  called 
an  abfeefs. 

The  fymptoms  fuppuratlon  are,  firff,  an  encreafe  of 
tumor  and  pain,  a fenfe  of  weight  and  throbbing  in  the 
organ,  the  tumor  becoming  more  foft  and  pointed ; in 
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C.1&S  of  inflammation,  accompanied  with  injammator, 

alternate  chillinefs,  frequently 
a tended  with  fevere  rigors,  are  perceived*  the  pZ 

abates,  and  m parts  fubjeaed  to  our  view  a fenfe  of  Lc 
tuation  IS  felf.

orbed  into  the  habit  without  fymptoms  of  ieSic  fiver, 

aciated  habit ; irreplar  and  returning  rigors,  and  a 
great  tendency  to  colliquative  fweats. 

The  fymptoms  of  toi  /ever  (hould  be  carefully 
marked  and  diftinguifted  from  thofe  of  !n/ermlle,>/.  ^ 
The  Charaaer  of  an  aifiefi,  and  its  difpofition  to  heal 
or  become  phagedenic,  will  depend.inuch  on  the  hate  of 

the  fluid  effufed,  and  the  degree  of  adlion  in  the  veifels 
of  the  part.  ^ 

In  the  cafe  of  the  matter  effufed  becomes 

pmrid,  communicating  its  poifonous  and  deftruaive 
effeas  to  the  integuments  and  cellular  membrane  ; fome- 
. times,  as  vofphacelus,  deftroying  blood-veflels  and  mufcles. 
e ymptoms  of  gangrene  are,  a fudden  lofs  of  pain 

Ibfs  or’it-  • ; a foftnefs  and 

iconi  ■ ''elides  on  the  furface  of  the  part 

icmtaimng  an  ichorous  and  olfenfive  fluid ; a livid  ol 

'b  ack  appearance,  with  a cadaverous  fmcll,  a quick 
(pulfe,  and  a diminution  of  flrength.  ^ 

It  has  been  ufual  to  conflder  fiirrhus  as  one  effea  of 
rnmation,  though  I believe  it  may  exift  independ- 
of  It,  and  feems  to  be  an  indolent  tumour  of  a glan^ 
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which  from  its  ftrudlure  has  favoured  the  ftagnation  of  a 
fluid  in  it. 

In  inflammation  of  the  lungs,  blood  is  often  effufed  into 
their  cells,  and  produces  a fenfe  of  fuflPocation,  and  fome- 
times  immediate  death. 

In  the  inflammation  of  membranous  parts,  as  the 
pleura  and  peritoneum,  there  is  frequently  produced  ad- 
hefions  through  the  medium  of  coagulable  lymph;  and 
it  is  not  uncommon  to  find  pus  effufed  from  the  furface 
of  membranes,  and  colleded  In  internal  cavities,  accom- 
panied with  frequent  rigors,  and  the  ufual  fymptoms  of 
hedlic  fever,  without  any  appearance  of  ulceration  or  ab- 
fcefs  on  diffedlon. 


OF  THE  GENERAL  CURE  OF 
INFLAMMATION. 

In  the  firft  ftage  of  inflammation,  the  cure  fhould  be 
attempted  by  promoting  refolution,  which  is  effefted  by, 

1.  Removing  fuch  remote  caufes,  as  are  obvious,  and 

continue  to  operate. 

2.  By  diminlfhing  the  quantity  of  blood  either  in  the 
whole  lyftem,  or  as  direded  to  a peculiar  organ. 

3.  By  relaxing  the  whole  fyftem,  or  diminiftiing  the 

tone  of  a particular  part. 

4.  By  increafing  the  neighbouring  fecretlons. 

All  thefe  latter  indications  are  fulfilled  by  blood 

letting,  either  general  or  topical. 

By  the  ufe  of  purgatives,  efj^ecially  the  cooling  and 

antiphlogiftic. 
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By  relaxing  the  fldn  by  antimonials  and  tepid  diluents. 

By  fomentations,  or  the  vapou^bath,  direded  on  the. 
parts  affeded.  ^ 

The  violent  a<5tion  of  the  veflels  of  an  inflamed  part 
may  be  ■diminilhed  by  external  fedatives  ; fuch  as  the 
preparations  of  lead,  zinc,  copper,  and  mercury,  when 
applied  in  a very  diluted  ftate. 

Refolution  is  frequently  promoted  by  bliflers,  rube- 
facients, or  other  means  of  exciting  greater  adlon  on  the 
velTels  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  inflamed  part. 

There  are  many  cafes  of  inflammation  depending  on 
the  relaxed,  weakened,  and  paflive  ftate  of  the  organ, 
beft  removed  by  tonic  remedies,  and  more  a<ftive  prepa- 
rations of  the  metallic  bodies.  There  are  llkewife  cafes 
of  inflammation,  kept  up  by  the  aftion  of  a peculiar 
acrimony,  beft  cured  by  alterative  remedies  ; fuch  as  tlie 
preparations  of  mercury  and  antimony.  Of  the  firft 
kind  are  chronic  and  fcrophulous  ephthabnU.  Of  the 
fecond  are  inflammations  depending  on  a venereal  caufe, 
and  affe(5lions  of  the  fkin,  not  accompanied  with  any 
. '"ammatory  diathefis  in  the  general  habit. 

In  circumftances  where  fuppuration  is  unavoidable,  and 
probably  in  fome  it  may  be  defirable,  it  becomes  necef- 
fary  to  haften  the  procefs,  and  to  foften  the  integuments 
and  furrounding  parts,  fo  as  to  promote  the  moft  favour- 
able direction  of  the  purulent  matter. 

The  means  employed  to  promote  refolution  are  to  be 
omitted  on  the  one  hand,  while  we  fhould,  on  the  other, 
guard  againfl  exciting  too  much  the  inflammatory  dia- 
thefis of  the  habit. 

Suppuration  is  beft  promoted  by  the  application  of 
warm  cataplafms  and  plaifters,  which  by  foftening  the 
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integuments,  and  keeping  the  part  mold,  promote  the 
general  view  in  fuppuration. 

The  proper  period  for  the  evacuation  of  the  pus,  and 
the  mofl:  eligible  means  of  doing  it,  are  confiderations 
which  belong  to  the  furgeon. 

In  cafes  of  abfcefs,  pus  is  frequently  Improved  and 
corrected  by  good  air,  a milk  diet,  the  iife  of  bark,  and 
other  tonics.  In  many  cafes  of  relaxation  and  dimi- 
cifhed  inflammation,  external  ftimulants  and  efcharotics 
are  often  applied  with  advantage,  efpecially  the  prepa- 
rations of  mercury  and  copper. 

Pus  is  likewife  correded  by  means  which  diminilh 
pain  and  irritation ; hence  arifes  the  ufe  of  opium, 
cicuta,  and  perhaps  many  others  of  the  fedative  clafs  of 
remedies. 

Inflammation  frequently  fhews  a tendency  to  gangrene^ 
which  Ihould  be  difcouraged  by  every  proper  means. 

Gangrene,  in  its  early  ftage,  may  be  obviated  by  dimi- 
nifhing  tire  inflammatory  diathefis  as  directed  above. 

When  it  has  already  come  on,  every  poflible  means 
fliould  be  ufed  to  prevent  its  fpreading,  by  exciting  a 
fuppuratory  inflammation  in  the  neighbouring  parts. 

The  internal  ufe  of  bark  in  gangrene  with  atonia, 
fhould  be  freely  employed  ; warm  and  antifeptic  fomen- 
tations and  cataplafms  may  be  directed  with  advantage. 

Opium  has  lately  been  recommended  as  a fpecilrc,  in 
a particular  fpecies  of  gangrene. 

In  cafes  of  feirrhus,  the  cure  may  be  attempted  by 
fmall  dofes  of  the  neutral  falts,  fea-water,  and  alkaline 
remedies.  In  fome  cafes  cicuta,  mercury,  and  antimony, 
promote  the  refolution  of  feirrhus. 

If  a feirrhus  be  large,  increaflng,  loofe  and  detached. 
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it  fliould  be  extirpated  by  the  knife,  or  deftroyed  by 
cauflics. 

The  eledric  fluid  has  been  of  late  fuccefsfuUy  directed, 
in  difcufling  hard  and  indolent  tumours. 

The  pain  and  irritation  of  a cancer  may  be  greatly 
relieved  by  opiates  and  cicuta,  which,  together  with  bark 
and  mercury,  frequently  correct  the  nature  of  the  dis- 
charge ; to  which  may  be  added  a milk  and  vegetable 
diet. 

The  external  application  of  carrots,  and  other  fer- 
mentable cataplafms,  remove  the  offenflve  foetor  of  the 
difcharge. 

Arfenic  and  other  cauflics  deflroy  the  inequalities  and 
fungous  appearances  on  the  furface. 

The  early  ufe  of  the  knife,  where  it  can  be  fafely  em- 
ployed, fliould  be  preferred,  before  the  habit  has  fuffered 
much  from  the  Symptomatic  hedlic. 

In  cafes  of  purulent  effiifion  on  internal  parts,  accom- 
panied with  the  fymptoms  of  he6tlc  fever,  above  related, 
myrrh,  in  fmall  dofes,  has  been  found  ufeful.  Sarfapa- 
rilla  and  a milk  diet,  corre<51:  the  ftimulus  and  acrimony 
of  pus. 

It  feems  probable  that  cauftics,  or  fetons  in  the  integu- 
ments, dlminlfli  effufion,  and  relieve  the  fenfe  of  weight 
and  congeftion  on  internal  organs. 


OF  PHRENITIS. 

This  is  an  Inflammation  of  the  brain  or  its  membranes, 
attended  with  an  acute  fever,  much  head-ach,  and  early 
delirium.

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or  PHRENITIS, 


It  Is  either  idiopathic,  or  fymptomatic ; the  former 
feldom  occurs  in  this  country ; but  frequently  in  warm 
climates,  in  perfons  much  expofed  to  the  heat  of  the  fun. 

It  begins  with  rigors,  fuceeded  by  heat ; pain  in  the 
head ; great  pulfation  of  the  arteries ; inflamed  eyes ; 
difturbed  fleep  ; tinnitus  aurlum;  great  irritability ; dry 
tongue  ; delirium  with  fury,  terminating  in  ftupor  and 
infenfibility. 

Symptomatic  phrenitis  has  been  defcribed  on  the  fub- 
jeft  of  fever. 

The  method  of  cure  is  in  both  the  fame. 


OF  OPHTHALMIA. 

This  is  an  Inflammation  of  the  membranes  of  the  eye, 
more  efpeclally  the  tunica  conjundiva,  or  adnata. 

It  differs  much  in  Its  degree  of  violence  being  fome- 
times  more  deeply  feated,  affeding  the  interior  mem- 
branes, extending  itfelf  to  the  inner  furface  of  the  palpe* 
bra,  and  is  attended  with  more  or  lefs  pain  and  fever. 

In  forae  there  is  much  heat  and  drynefs.  In  others  an 
Increafe  in  the  fecretion  of  tears,  which  are  of  an  acrid 
nature. 

In  fome  It  Is  epidemical,  in  others  intermittent. 

It  is  frequently  complicated  with  fcrophulous  or  vene- 
real complaints. 

Its  more  remote  caufes  are, 

1.  External  ftimulants,  acrid  and  volatile  efiivia. 

2.  Expofure  to  cold  obftru<5ling  habitual  evacuations. 

3.  Scrophulous  and  venereal  caufes  determining  to  the 
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It  it  accompanied  with  a fenfe  of  heat  and  pain,  red- 
nefs,  and  fome  degree  of  tumour  ; in  general  an  increafed 
difcharge  of  an  acrid,  ferous  fluid,  together  with  a forcles, 
which  glues  up  the  eyes,  efpecially  in  the  morning.  The 
eye-fight  is  imperfedl,  and  the  pain  is  much  increafed  by 
light.  In  fome,  fuppuration  comes  on,  in  others,  an 
opacity  of  the  cornea. 

The  difeafe  is  frequently  Independent  of  general  in- 
flammatory diathefis,  in  others  it  is  preceded  and  accom- 
panied with  the  ufual  fymptoms  of  inflammatory  fever. 

The  cure  confifts  in  reducing  the  inflammatory  dia- 
thefis, by  bleeding  and  purging,  and  in  diminifliing  the 
pain  and  irritability  by  local  applications.  In  relaxed 
and  fcrophulous  habits,  deobftruent  and  tonic  remedies 
are  the  befl: ; and  in  the  venereal  opthalmia,  the  cure  can 
only  be  eflFedled  by  mercurial  and  alterative  medicines. 

If  there  be  no  general  fever,  topical  bleedings  either 
by  leeches,  cupping-glalTes,  or  by  opening  the  temporal 
artery,  anfwer  beft. 

Blifters,  applied  to  the  head  or  behind  the  ears,  often 
relieve.  Setons,  efpecially  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
head,  do  good. 

In  fome  cafes  the  inflammation  has  been  diminifhed  by 
flight  fcarifications  of  the  turgid  veflels  of  the  eye. — Vide 
Formul.  SeteB.  No.  15",  199,  200. 

In  fome  cafes  of  ophthalmia  without  fever,  advantage 
is  derived  from  the  Ample  application  of  brandy  and 
water. 

In  general,  warm  applications  are  improper.— Vide 
Formul.  SeleB.  No.  148. 

In  cafes  of  fcrophulous  ophthalmia,  a decodion  of 
bark  in  lime  water  may  be  recommended. 
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In  the  yenereal  ophthalmia  the  Hydrarg,  Muriat,  Is 
the  beft  preparation  of  mercury. 


OF  THE  INFLAMMATORY.ANGINA. 

In  general  it  is  preceded  by  chillinefs,  and  a fenfe  of 
languor,  fucceeded  by  heat ; during  the  hot  fit,  inflamma- 
tion is  formed  on  the  pharynx,  tonfils,  uvula,  and  velum 
pendulum  palati ; a difficulty  and  pain  in  deglutition a 
fulnefs  in  the  countenance  ; head-acli ; white  tongue  ; 
coftivenefs  ; full  hard  pulfe,  and  inflamed  blood.  As 
the  inflammation  advances,  there  is  more  tumor  j {hoot- 
ing pains  through  the  ear  ; fome  appearance  of  external 
tumor  in  the  neck ; a fenfe  of  throbbing  in  the  arteries 
of  the  head ; matter  is  formed ; an  abfeefs  breaks,  and 
affords  relief. 

There  is  generally  a great  fecretion  of  mucus  from 
the  parts,  the  adhefion  of  which  on  their  furface  has  been 
confounded  with  the  ulcerated  ffate  of  the  organ. 

The  remote  and  proximate  caufes  of  this  difeafe  are 
fuch  as  have  been  enumerated  on  the  general  fubjeft  of 
inflammation. 

There  is  feidom  danger,  except  where  the  head,  by 
any  hidden  tranflation  of  the  diforder,  is  much  affefted, 
or  fymptems  of  peripneumony  may  have  come  on.  The 
cure  confifts  in  reducing  the  inflammatory  diath(JiSy  by 
bleeding,  either  general,  or  topical,  accoiding  to  circum- 
ftances,  and  by  the  ufe  of  faline  purgatives. — Vide  For^ 
muL  Scled.  No.  173,  174* 

In  cafes  of  external  tumour,  fomentations,  poultices, 
*Tand  bliffers  may  be  applied  to  the  parts. 
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The  iteam  of  warm  water  received  into  the  throat  will 
promote  the  refolution  of  the  difeafe. 

Nitre,  and  the  neutral  falls,  are  the  beft  cooling  me- 
dicines. 

Care  Ihould  be  taken  that  the  inflamed  parts  are  not 
put  into  too  violent  an  action,  by  the  frec^uent  ufe  of 
gargles, — Vide  Fonnul.  SdeiJ.  No.  i. 


OF  THE  MALIGNANT  ANGINA. 

It  begins  with  chillinefs,  preceded  by  an  intenfe  burn- 
ing heat,  vertigOf  pain  in  the  head,  and  ftlffnefs  of  the 
neck;  there  comes  on  a fenfe  of  uneafinefs  in  the  throat, 
naufea,  vomiting,  and  fometimes  diarrhoea,  anxiety,  reft« 
leflhefs,  watery  inflamed  eyes,  great  debility,  fainting  on 
fitting  in  an  ere<fl;  pofture,  a foul  tongue,  an  eryfipelatous 
rednefs  on  the  fl<in,  a low  quick  pulfe,  early  delirium,  a 
difeharge  of  an  excoriating,  foetid,  and  ichorous  fluid 
from  the  tonfils  and  nofe,  fometimes  deftroying  and  erod- 
ing the  neighbouring  parts.  There  is  always  an  ex- 
acerbation of  fever  towards  night. 

This  difeafe  feizes  the  weak  and  relaxed  more  gene- 
rally ; children  and  women  therefore  are  the  mofl;  fre- 
quent fubjedls  of  it. 

It  is  communicated  by  contagion,  and  rages  with 
much  violence  at  all  feafons  of  the  year. 

It  fliould  be  diflingulflied  both  from  the  Inflammatory 
angina,  and  from  a particular  fpecies  of  epidemic  fore 
throat,  which  has  lately  appeared  in  this  country,  at- 
tended with  much  pain  and  difficulty  of  deglutition,  vio- 
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lent  head-ach,  with  inflamed  eyes,  fonietimes  an  univeiTal 
rednefs  and  eruption  on  the  flcin  relembling  the  meafles  ; 
it  has  been  falfely  confounded  with  the  malignant  and 
gangrenous  fore  throat ; it  has  fome  flight  excoriation 
on  the  tonflls  and  velum  pendulum  palati,  and  has  only 
given  way  to  bleeding  and  purging  with  tartarifed  anti- 
mony and  infuflon  of  fcnna. — Vide  Formul.  Seled,  No. 
173- 

In  the  cure  orihe  malignant  angina,  all  violent  evacu- 
tions  fhould  be  avoided.  The  patient  generally  finks 
under  bleeding. 

An  emetic  of  Ipecacuanha  in  the  beginning  affords 
relief. 

Diarrhoea  may  be  moderated  hyFoi-muL  SeleB.  No.  1 24. 

A diaphorefis  may  be  brought  on  by  Formul.  SeleB, 
No.  19. 

In  cafes  of  evident  remifllon  of  the  difeafe,  the  bark 
fhould  be  employed  with  freedom. 

The  following  antifeptic  gargles  are  well  adapted  to 
promote  the  feparation  of  the  gangrenous  parts  in  the 
throat,  and  the  fubfequent  healing  of  the  ulcers.' — Vide 
Formul.  SeleS.  No.  71*  81. 

If  the  tonfils  are  much  fwelled,  blifters,  applied  be- 
hind the  ears,  or  round  the  throat,  give  relief. 


ANGINA  TRACHEALIS. 

The  inflammation  in  this  difeafe  is  not  obvious  on 
looking  into  the  throat ; it  affc<5ls  the  larynx,  and  upper 
part  of  the  trachea;  it  is  accompanied  with  an  acute 
fever  and  confiderable  pain  j the  breathing  is  very  diffi- 
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cult  and  laborious  ; the  deglutition  is  but  little  impaired; 
there  is  a Tinging  noife  as  if  the  found  ilTued  through 
metallic  pipes  ; great  anxiety  and  opprelHon,  and  the  pa- 
tient is  carried  off  by  fuffocation. 

This  difeafe  rages  among  children,  and  has  been 
called  the  croup,  DilTeftion  has  afcertained  its  feat,  and 
proves  that  it  is  an  inflammation  of  the  trachea,  fre- 
quently produ6Hve  of  an  effufion  of  coagulable  lymph, 
exhibiting  the  appearance  of  an  adventitious  membrane. 
It  has  been  often  miftaken  for  a fpafmodic  difeafe,  and 
treated,  though  unfuccefsfully,  by  antifpafmodics.  This 
difeafe  is  very  rapid  in  its  progrefs,  and  frequently  fatal. 
It  fliould  be  treated,  as  the  inflammatory  angina,  clpe- 
cially,  in  the  beginning  In  which  ftage  only  it  is  curable. 


OF  INFLAMMATION  IN  THE  CAVITY  OF 
THE  THORAX. 

I.  Of  Perlpneumony  and  Pleurlfy. 

There  is  little  foundation  for  diftinguifliing  between 
the  peripneumony  and  pleurlfy,  being  affeiftions  of  the 
fame  parts,  arifing  from  the  fame  caufes,  and  requiring 
the  fame  method  -of  cure,  therefore  they  are  both  con- 
fidered  in  this  place.  , 

They  may  be  defined  an  acute  fever,  accompanied' 
with  difficult  and  painful  refpiratlon  ; frequent  cough, 
and  a fenfe  of  weight  or  pain  in  the  cavity  of  the  cheft,. 
efpeclally  during  infpiration.  It  generally  begins  with  a 
fenfe  of  coldnefs,  fucceeded  by  heat ; a quick  pulfe,, 
fometimes  foft,  particularly  if  the  parenchymatous  fub- 
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fiance  of  the  lungs  be  affe^led,  at  other  times  hard  and 
flrong,  wlien  the  pleura  is  more  efpecially  the  feat  of 
the  difeafe  ; anxiety  ; reflleflhefs  ; inflamed  blood  ; high 
coloured  urine ; flufhed  countenance ; a difficulty  in 
lying  on  either  fide ; a dry  cough,  attended  with  an 
increafe  of  pain  ; fliooting  lancinating  pains  through  the 
chefl,  as  high  as  the  fcapulas  and  between  the  fhoulders. 
In  the  advanced  and  dangerous  flate  of  the  difeafe  the 
pulfe  becomes  irregular  ; the  breathing  is  more  difficult ; 
cold  extremeties  and  partial  fweats  come  on,  with  deli- 
rium and  death. 

This  difeafe  terminates  by  refolution  ; in  which  cafe 
an  eafy  expedloration  comes  on,  fometimes  a whitifh 
mucus  flreaked  with  blood;  in  fome  cafes  the  refolution 
is  effedled  by  haemorrhage  from  the  nofe  ; by  gentle 
fweating,  or  a copious  fcdiment  in  the  urine. 

Nature  fometimes,  by  exciting  externally,  phlegmonic 
or  eryfipelatous  inflammation,  relieves  the  internal  parts. 

The  moll  fatal  termination  is  by  the  effufion  of  blood 
' into  the  cells  of  the  lungs,  producing  immediate  fuffo- 
catlon. 

It  terminates-  alfo  In  the  effufion  of  matter,  fometimes 
producing  inflammatory  adhefion,  fometimes  abfcefles, 
laying  the  foundation  of  phthifis  pulmonalls  and  he6lic 
fever. 

The  danger  is  derived  from  the  degree  of  difficulty  in 
breathing,  of  fever,  and  cough,  efpecially  continuing 
beyond  the  fourteenth  day  without  fymptoms  of  expec- 
toration and  refolution. 

This  difeafe  generally  felzes  the  vigorous  and  pletho- 
ric, or  fuch  as  have  weak  lungs ; the  mofl  frequent 
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occafional  caures  are  cold  and  nipifturej  or  violent  exer- 
tions of  the  organs  of  voice.  ‘ 

Symptoms  of  fuppXiration,  bloody  effufi^n  or  gangrene, 
fiiould  be  attended  to.  V' 

The  indications  of  cure  are  bell:  promoted  by  early  and 
large  bleedings,  either  general  or  topical,  in  fome  cafes 

even  to  fyncope  ; by  afcefcent  and  cooling  diluents,  fuch 
as  nitre  and  the  neutral  falts;  by  gentle  expedorants,  at 
fird  the  more  relaxing  ones,  afterwards  the  more  power- 
ful and  (Hmulating  ones ; by  the  application  of  bliflers, 
and  by  moderating  the  cough  by  fedatives  and  opiates.* 
\ ide  FormuL  Sele£l.  No.  19,  23,  126,  138,  139,  146, 
147,  172,  181. 

In  fome  cafes  expec5loration  is  promoted  by  inhaling 
the  fteam  of  warm  water  and  vinegar. 

The  antiphlogilHc  regimen,  a milk  and  vegetable  diet, 
with  good  air,  fliould  be  recommended. 

The  fymptoms  may  vary  according  to  the  feat  of  in- 
flammation in  the  cavity  of  the  thorax,  as  affe<5Hng 
either  the  mediaftinum,  the  heart,  or  diaphragm,  but 
the  method  of  cure  is  the  fame  as  in  peripneumony  and 
pleurify. 

OF  PHTHISIS  PULMONALIS. 

It  is  attended  with  a cough,  quick  pulfe,  difficult 
and  painful  refpiration,  and  terminates  in  a purulent  fpit- 
ting  from  ulcers  in  the  lungs,  with  colliquative  evacua- 
tions. 

It  is  llrft  introduced  by  a dry  obllinate  cough  ; weight 
and  oppreffion  on  the  chell: ; and  a tendency  to  an  en- 
creafed  feeretion  of  mucus  in  the  morning. 
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OF  PHTHISIS  PULMOKALIS. 
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The  fever  is  irregular,  always  encreafed  by  eating, 
rfpecially  animal  food,  accompanied  with  flufliings  in 
ihe  face,  an  increafed  fenfe  of  heat  in  the  hands  and 
feet,  watchfalnefs,  profufe  fweating  towards  the  morn- 
ing, which  often  alternates  with  diarrhoea.  I’he  tongue 
is  often  morbidly  clean  ; there  is  a pale  whitenefs  in  the 
tunica  conjundiva  of  the  eye  ; a gradual  decay  of 
flrength  and  flelh  ; a difficulty  of  lying  fometimes  on  the 
, affeded  fide,  at  other  times  on  the  oppofite  fide.  In 
fonie  cafes  there  is  but  little  expedoration  in  the 
^enrfe  of  the  difeafe  ; in  others  there  is  little  or  no  pain 
to  be  perceived  ; the  appetite  frequently  continues  good 
ro  the  laft  ftage. 

The  violence  of  coughing,  and  a fenfe  of  irritation  in 
the  larynx,  produces  vomiting,  efpecially  after  eating. 

This  is  one  of  the  moft  frequent  diforders  in  this 
♦ Gantry,  and  fhould  be  early  attended  to,  otherwife  fup- 
puration  will  take  place  and  cenfume  the  fubflance  of 
dte  lunos.  Suppuration  is  to  be  fufpeded  when  the  pa- 
tient complains  of  irregular  chilly  paioxyfms,  fucceeded 
bv  heat,  and  attended  with  a flulhing  in  the  face,  with  a 
difpofiiion  to  night  fweats.  Such  cold  fits  have  often 
been  miftaken  for  Intermittent  fever,  and  fatally 
treated  by  bark  and  other  means  calculated  for  the  cure 
of  agues. 

This  difeafe  is  often  hereditary,  conneded  with  a 
fangulneous  and  fcrophulous  temperament;  it  depends 
likewife  on  the  mal- conformation  of  the  cheft ; it  fre- 
quently arifes  from  an  imprudent  expofure  to  cold- air, 
efpecially  when  applied  to  a heated  body,  and  in  a dream 
to  the  neck  and  cheft. 
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f)F  PHTHISIS  PULMONALIS. 


Violent  exertions  of  the  organs  of  voice,  or  the  in- 
trodudion  of  ftimulants  and  acrid  fubftances  by  the  air 
in  breathing,  may  bring  on  inflammation. 

Perfons  are  more  particularly  fubjedl  to  confumptive 
complaints  from  the  age  of  eighteen  to  thirty. 

This  difeafe  is  more  rapid  in  fome  conftitutions  than  in 
others;  the  fcrophulous  phthifis  is  generally  more  gradual 
in  its  efFc<5l3,  its  fymptoms  abate  in  the  winter,  returri 
with  more  violence  in  the  fpring,  and  it  does  not  in 
general  carry  off  the  patient  in  lefs  than  three  or  four 
years. 

In  cafes  of  hsemoptce,  with  much  fever,  the  progrefs 
is  more  rapid. 

The  danger  is  to  be  eflimated  from  the  degree  of 
fever,  and  difpofltion  to  colliquative  difeharges. 

In  the  lafl:  ftage  the  feet  and  legs  become  oedema- 
tous,  fome  degree  of  ftupor  and  delirium  comes  on  ; but 
in  general  the  fenfes  remain  entire  to  the  end  of  the 
difeafe,  and  the  mind  is  confident  of  recovery. 

Phthifs  arifing  from  tubercles  is  more  dangerous  than 
that  from  hasmoptoe,  and  is  drongly  marked  by  an 
hereditary  temperament. 

Perfons  frequently  recover  from  a vomica  formed 
during  peripneumony  ; and  confumptive  complaints  have 
been  lometimes  removed  by  mania. 

Pregnancy  frequently  retards  the  progrefs  of  con- 
fumption,  which,  however,  often> returns  witli  additional 
violence  after  delivery. 

Phthifis  pulnionalis  is  to  be  confidered  as  proving 
fatal,  from  a fymptomatic  hedtic  iaduced  by  ulcerated 
lungs.

OF  THE  CURE  OF  PHTHISIS 
PULMONALIS. 

In  general  this  will  depend  on  the  proper  ufe  of  the 
antiphlogilHc  regimen,  as  the  moft  effectual  means  of 
obviating  fuppuration  ; but  it  will  vary  foipewhat  as  the 
dlfeafe  has  been  preceded, 

1.  By  haemoptoe. 

2.  By  peripneumony, 

3.  By  catarrh. 

4.  By  adhma. 

5.  By  fcrophulous  tubercles. 

6.  By  the  determination  of  eruptive  diforders  on  the 
lungs, 

7.  By  a venereal  or  fcorbutlc  habit. 

8.  By  extraneous  matter  introduced,  to  which  fomc 
artificers  are  fubjefl. 

The  cure  of  this  dlfeafe  is  extremely  difficult,  there* 
fore  the  approach  of  it  Ihould  be  carefully  watched,  be- 
fore it  proceeds  to  a ftate  of  fuppuration,  efpecially  in 
hereditary  habits. 

In  all  cafes  of  haemoptoe,  more  efpecially  when  de- 
pending on  a powerful  predifpofition,  a fuppuration 
is  to  be  dieaded,  and  is  beft  prevented  by  large  and  re- 
peated bleedings,  the  coolell  and  molt  afcelcent  regimen, 
avoiding  exercife  of  body,  and  the  keeping  the  belly  foluble 
by  the  gentleft  laxatives. — Vide  Fonnul.  Selc8.  No.  1 74. 

The  dangerous  effeds  of  a catarrhous  cough  are  belt 
prevented  by  attending  to  the  degree  of  inflammatory 
diathefis  which  accompanies  it,  by  the  ufe  of  Mudge’s 
Inhaler,  and  by  moderating  the  cough  by  mild  opiates. 
Vide  Formul.  Sele&.  No.  14U  14^* 
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In  phthlfis  fubfequent  on  peripneumony,  the  antlphlo- 
gilHc  regimen,  a fea  voyage,  and  a temperate  atmofphere, 
with  moderate  exercife,  fliould  be  recommended. 

In  all  confumptive  complaints,  fmall  and  repeated 
bleedings,  fuited  to  the  ftrength  of  the  patient,  and  the 
degree  of  inilammatijon,  fliould  be  attended  to. 

Suppuration  is  often  prevented  by  fetons,  ilfues,  or 
open  blifters  on  the  cheft. 

The  external  parts  ihouid  be  well  defended  from  the 
cold  air,  by  wearing  flannel  next  the  fltin. 

Vegetable  acids,  and  fruits  of  all  kinds,  Ihould  be  ufed 
with  freedom  j they  feldom  increafe  any  colliquative 
diarrhoea. 

In  the  Inflammatory  flage  of  tubercles,  their  fuppura- 
tion  fliould  be  avoided  by  the  means  employed  above  ; 
yet  they  are  fometimes  in  a mere  indolent  Hate,  w’hen 
their  refolution  has  been  etfeifled  by  fmall  dofes  of 
mercury  and  cicuta  i in  the  tabes  mcfenterka  of  children, 
which  is  a fimilar  difeafe,  though  the  afl'edlion  of  a diffe* 
rent  organ,  I have  experienced  good  eiTeits  from  fuck  a 
combination. — Vide  Forrrnd.  Select.  No.  105. 

In  cafes  of  hedic,  accompanied  with  early  debifitjs 
and  little  apparent  inflammation,  1 have  experienced  good 
effedls  from  myrrh,  particularly  as  recommended  by  Dr. 
Griffith.. — Vide  Fonvul.  Sdeit.  No.  i'\2. 

In  no  cafes  have  I fecn  any  good  effefis  from  the  ufe 
©f  bark. 

A Hrong  decoction  of  ntHaparilia,  or  the  powder  in 
fubflance,  will  fiequently  diiniuiih  the  exaceibation  of 
hedic  fever. 

The  cormnon  drink  may  be  either.  Sekztr  or  Biifioll 
water,  or  common  whey. 
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INFLAMMATION  OF  THE  STOMACH. 


Oily  and  demulcent  remedies  feldom  affoid  any  per- 
manent relief,  the  former  clog  the  flomach,  and  encreafe 
the  fever. — Vide  Formul.  Stk£f.  No.  126,  18 1. 

In  general  it  is  proper  to  quiet  the  cough  by  opiates. 

Colliquative  fweats  may  be  moderated  by  the  Vitriolic 
Acid. — Vide  Formul.  SeleB.  No.  3,4.  And  the  dirrahcea 
by  No.  58,  124. 


OF  INFLAMMATION  OF  TFIE  STOMACH. 

The  fyinptoms  are,  an  acute  pain  in  the  region  of  the 
(lomach  ; a fcnTe  of  internal  heat  in  the  part ; quick, 
hard  contrafted  pulfe  ; great  anxiety  and  watchfulnefs  ; 
violent  vomiting,  efpecially  after  taking  any  thing  into 
the  ftomach ; much  third:,  with  great  prodration  of 
drength;  hiccup;  delirium;  cold  extremities,  and  death* 

This  difeafe  may  be  brought  on  by  the  fudden  applica- 
tion of  cold,  the  repulfion  of  eruptions,  the  tranflation 
of  gout  and  other  dlforders,  the  operation  of  caudic  and 
metallic  poifons;  by  taking  In  cold  drink  while  the  body 
Is  w'arm,  and  by  a large  quantity  of  indigedible  food. 

Its  fatal  termination  is. in  gangrene. 

It  is  to  be  treated  in  the  fame  manner  as  inflamniation 
of  other  parts, 

1.  By  large  and  repeated  bleedings. 

2.  By  bliders  and  fomentations. 

3.  By  mild  and  demulcent  laxatives. 

4.  By  mucilaginous  and  oily  diluents. 

5.  By  remedies  which  may  decompofe  tlic  acrid  and 
caudic  preparations  of  metals. 
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In  the  inflammation  of  the  flomach,  little  or  no  medi- 
cine can  be  taken,  till  by  bleeding  the  irritability  of  the 
organ  is  diminifhed. 

It  appears  from  dilTeflion,  that  the  ftomach  and  intef- 
tines  have  been  inflamed  without  any  remarkable  degree 
of  pain  being  perceived  by  the  patient : this  has  fuggefled 
the  idea  of  different  kinds  of  inflammation  of  the  ftomach, 
as  phlegmonic  and  eryfipelatous. 


OF  INFLAMMATION  OF  THE 
INTESTINES. 

In  the  inflammation  of  the  bowels  there  is  a fixed' 
pain  in  the  abdomen,  attended  with  fever,  coflivenefs, 
and  vomiting  ; the  pain  is  chiefly  felt  in  the  region  of 
the  umbilicus.  . 

This  difeafe  arifes  from  the  fame  caufes  as  produce 
inflammation  of  the  ftomach. 

It  may  be  induced  by  cholic,  volvulus,  or  incarcerated 
hernia. 

It  terminates  either  by  refolution,  effufion  of  pus,  or 
gangrene. 

To  the  plan  of  cure  recommended  in  inflammation  of 
the  ftomach  may  be  added  the  ufe  of  mild  purgatives,  in 
preference  to  the  more  draftic  and  lefs  bulky  ones. 
Vide  Formul.  Sele&.  No.  122. 

During  the  ufe  of  purgatives,  it  may  be  proper  to  give 
an  opiate  occafionally,  which  diminifltes  irritation,  and 
often  promotes  the  operation  of  the  purgative, 

Tlie  warm  bath,  with  glyfters,  fliould  be  frequently 
employed, 
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or  INFLAI^IMATION  OF  THE  LIVEft. 


In  cafes  of  volvulus  and  hernia,  gl^/ders  of  lobacco 
have  been  frecj^uently  had  recourfe  to.  ♦ 


OF  INFLAMMATION  OF  THE  LIVER. 

It  may  be  didinguifhe.d,  either  as  affecling  the  fubdancc- 
of  the  liver,  or  the  peritoneum  which  covers  it. 

The  fymptoms  likewife  vary  according  to  the  feat  of 
the  inflammation,  either  as  affeding  the  concave  and  in- 
fer !or  part,  or  the  more  convex  and  fuperior. 

The  inflammation  of  the  concave  part  of  the  liver  is- 
diflinguiflied  by  the  following^  fymptoms  : ^ 

An  obtufe  fenfe  of  pain  and  weight  in  the  right  hyj^o^ 
chondriiim  ; much,  heat,  and,  anxiety  at  the  pracordia  ; 
the  pulfe  at  frit  flow,  afterwards  more  quick  ; a fenfe  of, 
fulnefs  and  tenflon  in  the  region,  of  the  liver  ; a loathing^ 
of  food  ficknefs  and  vomiting  ; third ; dry  rough, 
tongue,  becoming  black  ; a pale  funk  countenance,  fre- 
quently of  a yellow  colour  ; troublefome  hiccup. 

In  the  inflammation  of  the  fuperior  and  convex  part, 
of  the  liver,  the  pain  is  more  acute,  attended  with  difli- 
cult  and  painful  refpiration  the  pain  extends  high  m 
the  cavity  of  the  thorax,  alfeding  the  clavicle,  and  re- 
fembling  pleurify  ; there  is  generally  fomc  degree  of 
cough,  and  the  patient  cannot  lie  on  the  left  flde. 

In  both  cafes  there  is  great  debility,  and  in  general 
the  difeale  is  preceded  by  rigor. 

This  clifeafe  tenninatos  on  the  fourth,  feventh,  or. 
eleventh  day,  and  the  refolutipn  is  accompanied  either 
with  a critical  diarrhaa,  f\Veat,.or  a copious  fedimcot,in 
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the  urine.  If  the  inflammation  does  not  abate,  it  termi- 
nates in  fuppuration. 

The  liver  is  fabjed  to  a more  chronic  inflammation, 
which  terminates  in  fcirihus. 

I’he  remote  caufes  of  this  inflammation  are  fometimes 
a prxternatural  enlargement  of  the  omentum  ; the  violent 
operation  of  emetics ; fudden  application  of  cold  after 
the  body  has  been  heated  j the  irritation  of  acrid  bile,  or 
biliary  concretions. 

It  Is  a very  common  difeafe  In  w'arm  climates,  particu- 
larly in  the  Eaft-Indies,  and  it  frec^uently  terminates 
■cither  In  fuppuration  or  fclnhus. 

An  early  and  judicious  treatment  renders  It  a lefs  dan- 
^^erous  difeafe,  than  the  inflammation  of  other  Internal 
organs. 

A violent  and  continued  hiccup,  much  fever,  great 
third,  a palenefs  and  coldnefs  of  the  extremities,  whik 
the  other  parts  of  the  body  are  intenfely  hot,  are  the 
moft  fatal  fymptoms. 

The  liver  frequently  fuppurates,  the  abfeefs  fometimes 
pointing  outwards ; at  other  times  pus  is  difeharged  by 
llool ; in  general  the  body  gradually  wades  under  the 
common  fymptoms  of  he<dic,  with  frequent  rigors  and 
eolliquative  fweats. 

The  liver  may  remain  In  a feirrhous  date  for  a long 
time  without  much  Inconvenience,  efpecially  if  atten- 
tion be  paid  to  regimen  ; it  however  ultimately  brings 
on  fymptoms  of  jaundice  and  dropfy,  which  feldom  give 
w^ay  to  medicine. 

The  cure  of  this  difeafe  confids, 

1.  In  early  and  liberal  bleeding. 

2.  In  faline  and  antiphlogidic  purgatives- 
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OF  INFLAMMATION  OF  THE  KIDNEY. 


3.  Fomentations  and  cl5'fters  frequently  repeated. 

4.  Application  of  bliflers  to  the  region  of  the  liver. 

5.  In  the  i>fe  of  attenuating  and  deobfhuent  remedies, 
particularly  mercury,  after  evacuations  have  been  em- 
ployed. 

The  body  fhould  be  kept  in  an  eafy  pofture  ; every 
thing  which  may  heat,  find  excite  fever  fhould  be  avoided. 

In  the  feirrhous  flatc  of  the  organ,  mercury  with 
cicuta  has  been  found  ferviceable. — Vide  Fonnul,  Sele^, 
No.  105. 

OF  INFLAMMATION  OF  THE  KIDNEY. 

The  fymptoms  are,  a fenfe  of  heat,  pain,  and  fome- 
tlmes  tumour  and  rednefs  in  the  region  of  the  kidney ; 
• a numbnefs  of  the  leg  and  thigh  of  the  affefted  fide ; the 
urine  high  coloured,  and  in  fmall  quantity,  accompanied 
with  pain,  difficulty  in  difeharging  it.  'Ihe  patient‘ia 
general  can  lie  more  eafily  on  the  difeafed  than  on  the 
oppofite  fide. 

There  is  generally  naufea  and  vomiting,  with  much 
febrile  heat  and  anxiety. 

The  difeafe  is  frequently  preceded  by  a cold  fit,  ter- 
minating, as  in  other  cafes  of  inflammation,  in  intenfe 

heat.  4.  ^ 

The  kidney  is  fubje^I^to  fuppuration  and  gangrene. 

Delirium,  with  pale  urine,  or  an  obflrndtion  to  it^ 
fccrctlon,  are  fiital  fymptoms.  The  piles  frequently  re* 
iieve  the  patient.  Pus  is  frequently  difeharged  by  urine, 
and  is  the  moft  natural  outlet  in  cafes  of  fuppuration  ; at 
other  times  it  is  effufed  into  the  cavity  of  the  abdomen, 
and  is  produdive  of  hedic  fymptoms.  . 
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The  caufes  of  this  difeafe  are  wounds,  contufions,  or 
calculi  in  the  organ  ; violent  exertions  in  attempting  to 
carry  great  weights;  concuflions  of  the  body,  by  violent 
exercife  either  on  horfeback,  or  in  rough  carriages  ; the 
fuppreffion  of  hremorrhoids,  menl'es,  or  other  habitual 
evacuations. 

The  cure  is  bed  effected  by, 

1.  Bleeding,  and  the  application  of  leeches  to  the 
haemorrhoidal  veffels. 

2.  Emollient  clyders  and  fomentations. 

3.  Mucilaginous  and  ac^ueous  diluents,  whey.  See. 

4.  By  avoiding  diuretics,  and  every  medicine  which 
has  any  direcfl  tendency  to  ftimulate  and  inflame  the 
urinary  paflages  ; hence  blifters  are  riot  admlflible  in  this 
difeafe. — Vide  FormuL  Scle6I.  No.  127,  128. 


OF  STRANGURY. 

A flrangury  is  a difficult  and  painful  dlfcharge  of 
urine,  with  a condant  tenefmus. 

It  rmy  be  dldinguiffied  into  the  acute,  as  depending 
CO  inflammation  ; or  chronic,  as  Independent  of  it. 

In  drangury,  the  urine  is  dlfcharged  by  drops,  with 
a continual  defire  to  empty  the  bladder ; the  diniulus 
<juickly  returns,  and  becomes  intolerable.  * 

With  Inflammation  there  is  frequently  fever,  with 
much  heat,  and  a great  tendon  in  the  abdomen,  pain  in 
the  region  of  the  bladder,  anxiety  at  the  prxcordia,  and 
vomiting. 

The  caufes  of  drangury  arc  many ; 
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OF  STRANGURV. 

1.  The  internal  ufe  of  canthaiidesj  camphor,  turpen- 
tines, or  other  ftimulating  diuretics. 

2.  Inflammation  of  the  bladder,  fometimes,  though 
feldom,  terminating  in  fuppuration. 

3.  Hsemorrhoidal  tumours. 

4.  Polypi  in  the  bladder. 

5.  Gouty  irritation. 

6.  Calculous  concretions. 

7.  Obftruftlons  in  the  urethra. 

In  the  cafe  of  ftrangury  from  the  prefence  of  calcuhiSy 
tliere  is  little  or  no  fever,  great  pain  in  the  extremity  of 
the  penis,  with  an  incieafed  fecretion  of  mucus  in  the 
urine  ; the  only  infallible  tell:,  however,  is  its  dlfcovery 
by  the  proper  inllrument  introduced  for  that  purpofe. 

When  it  arifes  from  oblhu6llons  in  the  courfe  of  the 
urethra,  from  the  fenfatlon  which  fuch  ftrlftures  pro- 
duce, the  patient  frequently  fuppofes  the  difeafe  to  feated 
in  the  neck  of  the  bladder. 

In  the  cafe  of  inflammation,  the  cure  is  to  be  effe(5ted 
By  bleeding,  gentle  laxatives,  oily  clyders  and  fomenta- 
tions, mucilaginous  and  aqueous  diluents. 

The  paralyfis  of  the  fubftance  of  the  bladder  occa- 
iions  a difficulty  of  making  urine,  while  a palfy  of  the 
fphin^er  of  the  bladder  occafions  an  incontinency  of 
urine. 

In  the  former  cafe,  the  urine  mud  be  frequently 
drawn  off  by  the  catheter,  and  dlmulating  clyders  be 
frequently  injeided. 

The  chalybeat  and  tonic  plan  of  cure  generally  fuc- 
ceeds. 

In  cafes  of  incontinence  of  urine,  to  which  perfons 
advanced  in  life  are  e.xtremely  fubjeft,  the  application 
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ef  blifters  to  the  os  facrum,  and  the  internal  ufe  of  can- 
Uiarides,  have  been  fuccefsfully  recommended. 


OF  RHEUMATISM. 

This  difeafe  Is  diftingulfhed  into  the  acute,  and  chro- 
nic, the  former  accompanied  with  fever  and  inflamma- 
tion, the  latter  with  little  or  none. 

^ The  fymptoms  of  the  acute  rheumatifm  are  laflitude  ; 
rigor  j a fenfe  of  weight  and  coldnefs  in  the  extremities; 
a quick  pulfe ; third  ; great  refUeffnefs,  and  obftinate 
-coftivenefs.  The  tongue  is  generally  very  foul,  and 
covered  with  a white  mucus.  In  a day  or  two  after  the 
attack,  an  acute  pain  is  felt  in  one  or  more  joints  of  the 
body,  which  is  foon  followed  by  tumour  and  inflamma- 
tion ; the  pain  and  tumour  are  very  moveable  to  other 
joints;  the  urine  is  very  high  coloured,  and  frequently 
depofits  a fediment ; the  pulfe  is  generally  very  ftrong 
and  quick,  and  there  is  fometimes  a difpofition  to  pro- 
fufe  fweating,  which  feldom  affords  the  lead  relief. 

There  are  tranfitory  and  acute  pains  in  the  ched,  and 

mufcles  .of  the  body,  with  fymptoms  of  cough  and 
cattarrh. 

The  acute  rheumatifm  Is  not  a difeafe  which  proves 
frequently  fatal,  but  it  leaves  tlie  body  extremely  weak 
veiy  irritable,  and  much  difjDofed  to  a relapfe.  * 

^ It  has  no  regular  period  of  termination  ; it  fometimes 
IS  protraded  to  feveral  weeks,  though  it  fliews  an  early 
tendency  to  remifllon.  ^ 

The  chronic  rheumatlfin  is  not  fo  much  of  the  in- 
flammatory nature,  and  is  marked  chiefly  by  irregular  and 
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OF  RHEUMAT'ISM. 


immoveable  pains  in  different  mufcles  of  the  body,  often 
affedtlng  their  tendinous  aponeurofis  and  ligaments,  with- 
out tumour  or  inflammation  ; fuch  pains  are  greatly  in- 
fluenced by  the  flate  of  the  weather. 

The  rheumatifm  feldom  occurs  in  warm  climates ; in 
this  country  it  generally  prevails  in  fpring  and  autumn. 

The  moft  frequent  occafional  caufe  is  the  fudden  ap- 
plication of  cold  to  the  heated  body,  efpecially  if  at 
reft  ; it  operates  more  powerfully  when  attended  with ' 
moifture,  and  when  applied  to  the  body  with  lefs  than 
its  ufual  covering. 

It  is  a difeafe  which  attacks  every  age,  but  more 
efpecially  'thofe  of  a plethoric  habit,  who  indulge  much 
in  animal  food,  and  lead  an  inaaive  life. 

The  inflammation  is  chiefly  feated  in  'the  veffels  run- 
ning on  ligaments  and  the  aponeurofis  of  mufcles,  and 
extending  afterwards  to  the  cutaneous  veffels. 

It  feldom  fuppurates,  but  often  terminates  in  a gelati- 
nous effufion  in  ligamentous  and  tendinous  parts,  which 
produces  a ftiffnefs,  and  fometimes  an  anchylofis  of  the 

A fenfible  and  gradual  diminution  of  the  fever  and 
inflammatory  fymptoms  is  preceded  either  by  a moderate 
increafe  of  perfpiration,  a copious  fediment  in  the  urme, 


or  a diarrhoea.  r r u 

Sometimes  a fatal  tranflatlon  of  the  difeafe  from  the 

external  parts  to  the  head,  with  delirium  and  pale  urine, 
kills  the  patient. 

In  the  acute  rheumatifm,  the  cure  is  to  be  attempted 


by: 


1.  Bleeding,  either  general  or  topical. 

2.  By  diluents,  nitre,  and  the  other  neutral  lalts. 
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3.  By  uniting  antimonial  with  purgative  remedies. 

4.  By  the  ufe  of  bark  in  cafes  of  remiffion. 

5.  By  Guaiacum,  and  volatile  medicines  after  evacua- 
tions have  been  employed. — Vide  Formtil.  Selc8.  No.  1 7, 
29>  97»  98,  137- 

In  the  chronic  rheumatifm,  the  cure  fliould  be  con- 
duced, 

1 . By  warm  and  volatile  remedies,  either  taken  inter- 
nally, or  applied  externally. 

2.  By  external  warmth,  dry  friClon,  and  eleCrIcity. 

3.  By  mercurial  alteratives,  joined  to  antimonial  pre- 
parations. 

4.  By  the  temperate  and  warm  bath,  fuch  as  thofe  of 
Buxton  and  Bath,  preparatory  to,  the  ufe  of  fea  bathing- 
and  the  cold  bath. 

' 5.  In  many  eafes,  blifters,  ftimulating  plaifters,  and 

even  the  aCual  cautery,  or  moxa,  has  been  fuccefsfully 
employed. — Yidt  Formul.  Sele&.  No.  165. 

There  are  many  inftances,  as  in  the  lumbago  and  fcla- 
tica,  which  are  generally  confidered  as  chronic  rheuma- 
tifm, as  not  being  attended  with  external  appearance  of 
inflammation,  which  give  way  chiefly  to  bleeding  and 
purging,  in  preference  to  the  warm  and  ftimulating  prac- 
tice generally  employed. 


OF  THE  GOUT. 

This  difeafe  Is  difficult  to  deferibe,  though  it  chiefly 
(hews  itfelf  by  an  affeCion  of  the  joints,  yet  it  often 
attacks  internal  parts,  and  alTumes  the  moft  irregular  and 
anomalous  appearances. 
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It  may  be  confidered  either  as  hereditary  or  acqaired; 
or  as  being  regular  or  irregular : it  has  likewife  been  dil- 
tinguifhed  as  feated  in  different  parts  of  the  body,  giving 
rife  to  the  terms  podagra^  chlragray  gonagra^ 

A paroxyfm  of  the  gout  is  generally  preceded  by  lafli- 
tude,  torpor,  and  dejedion  of  fpirrts  j iofs  of  appetite, 
naufea,  acidity,  eruftatlons,  flatulency,  coftivenefs,  and 
other  diforders  of  the  prima  via. 

The  paroxyfm  begins  with  a fevere  pain  In  the  foot, 
generally  in  the  great  toe ; a fenfe  of  coldnefs  in  the 
legs  ; fome  degree  of  horripilatio  and  fever. 

The  pain  becomes  more  fevere,  affe<5ling  the  tarfal 
and  metatarfal  bones ; towards  the  morning  the  parts 
begin  to  fwell  and  inflame ; a gentle  moilture  on  the 
foot  comes  on,  and  the  fever  and  pain  abate  ; the  fymp- 
toms  return  again  towards  the  evening  ; the  mind  is  very 
irritable;  the  urine  is  high  coloured,  and  depofits  a 
fediment ; the  tongue  is  foul,  and  the  body  is  coftive. 
The  more  acute  the  paroxyfm,  the  fliorter  in  general  its 
duration  ; it  terminates  ufually  with  an  itching  of  the 
parts,  and  a defquamation  of  the  cuticle. 

Though  in  young  habits,  and  on  the  firft  attack  of 
the  difeafe,  it  is  generally  confined  to  the  feet ; yet  in 
more  violent  and  unfavourable  cafes  it  attacks  the  other 
joints  of  the  body,  leaving  them  extremely  weak,  with  a 
difpofition  to  the  fecretion  of  a chalky  matter.  In  thefe 
cafes  the  difeafe  is  protra<5led  almofl:  the  whole  year, 
and  feldom  leaves  the  patient  entirely;  the  paroxyfm  i$ 
rarely  critical  and  fufficient  for  relieving  the  fyffem  ; 
the  flrength  is  gradually  impaired,  and  the  difeafe  fafis 
on  Internal  organs,  producing  apoplexy,  lethargy,  palfy, 
aflhma,  and  inflammatory  affections  of  the  ftomaeh  and 
other  vifeera,  naufea,  vomiting,  diarrhoea,  5cc, 
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This  difeafe  generally  attacks  men,  feldom  women, 
▼Irgins  or  eunuchs ; chiefly  thofe  of  a fedentary  and  ftu- 
dious  life,  of  a full  and  pletlroric  habit,  and  who  have 
indulged  much  in  the  ufe  of  animal  food,  fermented 
liquors,  and  venery. 

It  is  frequently  hereditary,  in  which  cafes  It  occurs  • 
independently  of  any  abufes  In  eatlng-and  drinking. 

In  conftitutions  naturally  predifpofed  to  it,  it  is  Invited  ’ 
by  the  application  of  cold  to  the  feet ; by  fatigue  or 
anxiety  of  mind ; by  repeated  bleeding,  as  tending  to 
weaken  the  body  ; by^ violent  fprains ; by  oily  and  in- 
digeftible  food.- 

From  the  fullefl:  attention  to  the  fymptoms  and  remote 
caufes  of  this  difeafe,  it  would  appear  that  plethora  and 
debility  joined,  conftitute  Its  proximate  caufe,  and  to  the 
removal  of  which,  inflammatory  adion,  efpecially  in  th* 
extremities,  are  excited.’ 

The  more  fevere  and  painful  the  paroxyfm  Is,  the 
Ihorter  Is  its  duration,  and  the  Intermiflion  is  the 'longer.' 

A- regular  paroxyfm  of  this  difeafe  contributes  much 
to  the  cure  of  other  diforders,  and  the  reftoration  of  the 
body  to  perfe£l  health. 

The  difeafe  is  more  eafily  cured  In  young  perfons  thas 
in  old. . 

There  is  no  effedlual  cure  for  hereditary  gout,  or  In 
cafes  where  the  difeafe  continues  to  attack  indifcriminately  • 
every  joint  of  the  body,  and  to  produce  chalky  concre^ 
tions. 

In  conducting  the  cure  of  this  difeafe^  we  fliould  coa-* 
fider  the  means  proper  to  be  employed  either  in  the  in> 
termiffion,  or  in  the  paroxyfm ; we  fliould  likewife  attend 
to  the  remedies  necelfary  to  palliate  fymptoms, 
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In  the  ifttermiflion  the  digeftive  powers  fhould'^e  rc- 
(lored  by  the  occafional  ufe  of  tonic  and  chalybeate 
remedies,  fuch  as  Bath  water,  &c.  By  keeping  the 
body  foluble ; by  ufing  exercife ; by  the  flefh-brufh ; 
by  going  to  bed  early,  and  rifing  foon  in  the  morn- 
ing ; but  above  all,  the  moderate  ufe  of  animal  food 
and  fermented  liquors ; and  in  fome  cafes  of  inflamma- 
tory and  hereditary  gout,  by  a total  abflinence  fronu 
animal  food  and  fpirituous  liquors,  confining  the  diet  to 
milk  and  vegetables. 

During  the  paroxyfm  of  a regular  gout,  little  more 
is  neceflary  than  to  moderate  the  fever  and  keep  the 
belly  foluble. 

In  the  cafe  of  lnefFe(fl:ual  efforts  On  the  extremities, 
and  where  the  internal  parts  are  affedled,  the  applicatioi> 
of  bliflers,  and  warm  opiates  taken  internally,  will  anfwer 
the  defired  purpofe. — Vide  Formul.  SeleB.  No.  143. 

In  violent  cholic  or  diarrhoea,  opiates  and  clyfferg 
anfwer  beff:.* 

In  naufea  and  vomiting,  a gentle  emetic  of  ipecacu- 
anha, and  afterwards  an  anodyne ; warm  cataplafms 
and  plaifters  to  the  region  of  the  ftomach,  often  do 
good. 

In  all  cafes  of  gout  it  is  neceflary  to  keep  the  fur- 
face  of  the  body  warm,  but  more  elpecially  the  lower 
extremities,  fo  as  to  keep  up  the  cuticular  difcharge. 

OF  ERYSIPELAS. 

It  is  an  Inflammation  of  the  fldn,  much  dlfpofed  to 
fpread  over  a large  furface,  accompanied  with  pain,  heat, 
tumour,  and  rednefs. 
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OF  ERYSIPELAS. 


It  Is  generally  preceded  by  a confiderable  degree  of 
rigor,  terminating  in  the  hot  fit  of  a fever,  third,  reft- 
leffnefs,  frequent  pulfe,  inflamed  blood,  prodration  of 
drength,  pain  in  the  head,  vomiting,  delirium,  and' 
coma. 

On  the  fecond,  third,  or  fourth  day,  the  fldn  becomes 
tcnfe  and  tumid  with  rednefs  and  pain,  and  is  frequently 
covered  with  pudules,  containing  a thin  fluid,  confider-- 
ably  elevated  above  the  Ikin,  after  which  the  fever  gene- 
rally abates. 

The  tumour  continues  to  fpread,  and  often  attacks  the 
lower  extremities,  abdomen,  and  glandular  parts  of  the 
body,  but  more  frequently  the  face  : there  is  often  a 
general  enlargement  of  the  head,  with  dupor  and  de- 
lirium. 

If  the  dlfeafe  terminates  favourably  by  refolution,  the 
tumour  gradually  fubfides,  tlie  pain  and  fever  abate,  the 
Ikin  becomes  of  a yellow  colour,  and  there  is  a difquara- 
ation  of  the  cuticle. 

If  the  difeafe  terminates  In  fuppuration,  It  Is  of  a 
phagaedenic  and  gangrenous  kind,  and  feldom  proves 
favourable. 

The  difeafe  Is  fometimes  contagious,  and  a morbid 
and  malignant  acrimony  feems  to  be  introduced  into  the. 
habit. 

The  eiyfipelas  Is  eafily  didingulfhed  from  phlegmon, 
by  the  effe<d  of  predure,  the  difpofition  to  cover  a large _ 
furface,  and  the  termination  of  fuppuration  not  produdive 
of  healthy  pus. 

In  more  gentle  attacks  of  this  difeafe  .there  Is  feldom 
danger,  but  In  violent  attacks,  efpecially  on  the  head, 
with  delirium  and  coma,  the  danger  is  confiderable  ; the 
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degree  of  dinger  in  this  difeafe  may  be  in  fome  meafure 
afcci  tained  from  the  (late  of  the  puife,  and  the  degree 
of  the  vis  vita. 

Eryfipelas,  repelled  from  the  furface  of  the  body,  fre* 
quently  Induces  internal  inflammation,  afthma,  convuU 
fions,..and  proves  generally  fatal. 

The  indications  of  cure  are  to  moderate  the  fever,' 
and  to  promote  the  neceffary  fecrctions ; in  many  cafes 
of  malignant  eryfipelas,  the  wV  w/t?  muft  be  fupported, 
and  every  means  employed  to  keep  up  the  inflammation 
on  the  external  parts. 

The  fever  may  be  moderated  by  bleeding,  according* 
to  the  degree  of  ftrength  in  the  patient,  by  diluents  of 
the  aqueous  and  demulcent  kind,  by  gentle  laxatives, 
and  mild  diaphoretics. — Vide  Formul.  Sele8.  No.  19,' 
27,  122,  139* 

The  vis  vita  is  fupported  by  bllfters  applied  to  the- 
extremities,  or  fometimes  to  the  neighbourhood  of  the* 
difeafed  part,  and  by  warm  and  cordial  medicines. 

In  cafes  of  grangrene,  with  a funk  low  puife,  the 
bark  and  ferpentaria  fliould  be  glven'fceely. 

In  general,  however,  the  difeafe,  being  of  the  lnflam-‘ 
matory  kind,  may  be  greatly  aggravated  by  a fiimulating  , 
and  cordial  regimen. 

The  beft  application  to  the  inflamed  parts  is  the  farina-' 
of  oatmeal,  and  perhaps  other  farinaceous  matter  ; all  re- 
pelling and  oily  applications  fliould  be  avoided. 

In  the  cure  of  gangrene,  the  fame  means  are  recom--- 
Otcnded  as  mentioned  in  page  40. 
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OF  TFIE  SMALL-POX. 

This  difeafe  may  be  divided  Into  four  flages ; 

1 . The  primary  fever. 

2.  The  eruption. 

3.  The  fuppuratlon. 

4.  The  fecondary  fever. 

It  generally  commences  with  horrlpilatlo,  fucceeded 
by  heat  and  univerfal  pain,  more  efpecially  of  the  head, 
loins  and  throat ; third ; heat ; reftleffnefs  ; a quick  hard 
pulfe ; naufea ; vomiting  j rednefs  of  the  eyes,  and 
drowfinefs. 

The  patient  frequently  complains  of  a pain  in  the 
flomach,  fometimes  in  the  fide,  or  the  region  of  the 
kidney. 

Adults  have  profufe  fweating,  and  infants  epileptic 
and  convulfive  fits. 

This  fever  generally  lads  for  a few  days  before  the 
eruption  appears,  and  is  ufually  of  an  inflammatory 
nature. 

In  the  confluent  fmall-pox  the  eruptions  begin  on  the 
fecond  or  third  day;  in  the  didlndl  kind,  on  the  third, 
fourth,  or  fifth  day  from  the  attack  of  the  fever  ; it  ap- 
pears like  flea-bites,  fird  on  the  face  and  upper  extremities, 
and  afterwards  on  the  trunk  of  the  body  and  lower  ex- 
tremities ; becoming  inflamed,  elevated  above  the  fldn, 
and  painful.  In  the  confluent  fmall-pox  the  fever  abates 
but  little,  on  the  appearance  of  the  eruption  ; in  the  more 
dldlndt  kind  it  frequently  altogether  difappears.  About 
the  fixth  day  after  the  eruption  is  compleated,  in  the 
confluent  fmall-pox,  and  fometimes  even  in  the  more 
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diftinifl,  a falivation  comes  on;  In  infants  there  Is  fre- 
quently a diarrhoea. 

The  fauces  become  Inflamed,  painful,  and  attended 
with  a difficult  deglutition.  About  the  feventh  day  the 
eye-lids  fwell,  and  are  glued  together,  fo  that  the  patient 
is  generally  blind  for  a few  days.  The  face  generally 
fwells,  the  balls  of  the  puftules  become  red  and  inflamed; 
about  the  eighth  day  they  tend  to  fuppuration,  which 
finiffies  the  procefs  of  eruption.  ^ 

The  puftules  are  dirtended  with  pus  ; fir  ft  on  the  face, 
afterwards  cn  other  parts  of  the  body,  in  ;the  order  in 
which  they  appeared ; the  fallva  becomes  very  tough  and 
thick,  the  fauces  become  more  inflamed,  the  fldn  is  very 
painful,  and  the  patient  cannot  fleep  ; the  procefs  of 
fuppuration  is  generally  finiffied  about  the  tenth  j^ay. 

The  puftules  then  begin  to  dry,  to  turn  yellow,  firft  on 
the  face  and  upper  extremities,  afterwards  in  the  lower 
extremities.  A fecondary  fever  frequently  comes  on, 
efpecially  in  tlie  confluent  fmall-pox,  with  a hard  full 
pulfe,  much  thirft  and  anxiety,  and  fymptoms  6ften  of 
peripneumony,  or  pleurify  ; the  inflamiptition  on  the 
face  gradually  fubfldes,  the  fpitting  Is  greatly  diminifhed, 
> the  arms  and  h^nds  are  generally  much  fwelled,  which 
continues  to  increafe  until  the  tum<ki^p|^he  face,  and 
the?  falivation  entirely  fubfide,  \ 

In  \he  fecondary  fever,  delirium,  wraa,  and  fnflamma- 
tion  of  fome  of  the  internal  vlfcera  often  kill  the  patient 
fometimes  the  vifcldity  of  the  faliva,  the  tumour  of  the; 
fauces,  and  infardlion  of  the  nofe  threaten  fuffocatlon. 

In  general,  the  fate  of  the  patient  is  determinable 
from  the  eleventh  to  the  feventeenth  day.  The  fkin  is 
covered  over  v/ith  a dry  cruft,  whidi  afterwards  feparatea. 
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and  leaves  frequently  a mark  behind.  The  ends  of  the 
fecondary  fever  is  either  accompanied  with  a diarrhoea 
or  fediment  in  the  urine. 

It  is  difficult  to  dlftinguifh  the  febrile  attack  in  this 
dlfeafe  from  many  others,  the  pain  in  the  ftomach  and 
drowfinefs  are  the  chief  pathognomonic  fymptoms. 

After  the  eruption  appears,  the  regular  fuccelTion  of 
fymptoms  in  the  various  ftages  of  the  puftule,  renders  the 
difHn<5Hon  eafy. 

In  the  chicken-pox  there  is  little  fever,  either  preced- 
ing or  accompanying  the  eruption  ; the  puftule  does  not 
always  begin  in  the  face  or  upper  extremities ; it  matu- 
rates fooner,  and  difqrp^rs  more  early  and  fuddenly. 
Like  the  natural  fmall-pox  it  may  be  communicated  by 
inoculation,  which  fliould  be  carefully  attended  to  in  the 
choice  of  variolous  matter. 

The  fmall-pox  are  mod  favourable  when  the  eruption 
is  late  and  flow  in  its  progrefs  ; the  mod  malignant  fmall- 
qrox  rage  chiefly  in  the  autumnal  months,  or  beginning  of 
winter. 

The  difeafe  is  generally  milder  in  children  than  adults. 

If  the  pain  in  the  domach  or  fide  be  fevere,  it  gene- 
rally precedes  the  confluent  fmall-pox. 

The  more  confluent  the  difeafe, ‘efpecially  on  the  face, 
the  more  danger  there  is,  particularly  if  the  fever  remains 
during  and  after  the  eruption  is  completed.  Delirium 
after  -the  eruption  is  bad ; a hidden  deprefliori  of  the 
pudule,  or  fwelling  of  the  face",  with  a fuppreflion-  of 
faliva,  is  unfavourable. 

Much  rednds  and  inflammation  about  the  bafis  of  the 
pudule,  is  more  favourable  than  palenefs  and  flatnefs.* 

A whitiih  vifeid  pus  didending  the  pudule  is  favour- 
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able  as  oppofed  to  a brownifh,  thin,  ichorous,  and  fre- 
quently bloody  fluid. 

Livid,  flat  puftules,  with  hcemorrhagy,  prove  immedi- 
ately fatal. 

Before  the  practice  of  inoculation,  this  difeafe  ufed 
chiefly  to  appear  in  the  fpring  and  fummer,  more  rarely 
in  autumn,  and  generally  fubfided  in  winter. 

Youth  are  the  moft  fufceptible  of  infedlon  ; fear  and 
grief,  by  weakening  the  body,  fubjedl  a perfon  more 
readily  to  infedtlon. 

. It  only  felzes  a perfon  once  during  life. 

The  occafional  caufe  of  the  difeafe,  is  the  Introduction 
into  the  body  of  a polfonous  ferment,  which  aCts  by  alli- 
milatlng  the  animal  fluids  into  its  own  nature. 

The  variety  in  the  difeafe  already  deferibed,  depends 
on  the  temperament  and  ftate  of  the  body  at  the  time  of 
its  application,  and  not  on  the  nature  of  the  variolous 
fluid.  ’ ? 

The  violence  of  the  fmall-pox  is  greatly  diminiflied  by 
Inoculation. 

The  advantages  of  this  praCticu  are  chiefly  the  fol- 
lowing: ' 

1 . The  choice  of  the  fubjeCl,  the  time  of  life,  and  fea- 
fon  of  the  year. 

2.  The  preparation  by  -regimen  and  medicine. 

3.  The  avoiding  the  ufual  occaflonal-caufes  which  ag- 
gravate the  difeafe. 

4.  By  the  choice  of  the  matter,  and  manner  of  apply- 
ing It,  and  probably  from  its  being  then  in  the  early 
period  of  infeCtion.  , 

5.  The  introduction  of  a very  fmall  quantity  of  the 
matter. 
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6.  The  occafional  ufe  of  purging  after  the  inoculation. 

7.  Free  expofure  to  cool  air. 

The  practice  of  all  thefe  meafures  have  tended  greatly 
to  moderate  the  difeafe. 

The  indications  of  cure  in  the  fmall-pox  are, 

To  moderate  the  primary  fever,  fo  as  to  produce  a 
diftindf,  inftead  of  a confluent  eruption. 

This  is  done  by  bleeding,  in  cafes  of  violent  adlon  in 
a full  and  plethoric  habit ; by  vomiting  and  purging, 
which  fliould  be  attended  to  in  almoft  every  cafe  on  the 
acceflion  of  the  difeafe  ; by  the  ufe  of  acids,  and  cooliiig 
diluents  ; and  by  keeping  the  body  in  cool  air. 

In  every  ftage  of  the  fmall-pox,  animal  food  fliould  be 
avoided. 

In  the  convulflons  of  children  which  precede  the  erup- 
tion, an  opiate  is  of  great  fervice. 

If  the  fever  fliould  continue  after  the  eruption,  it  may 
fometimes  be  ncceflary  to  bleed,  but  more  generally 
proper  to  promote  purging,  and  to  encourage  the  appli- 
cation of  cold  air. 

If  lofs  of  flrength  fliould  fupervene,  with  fyniptoms  of 
putrefa<ftion,  a petechial  appearance  on  the’puflule,  and 
other  fyniptoms  of  debility,  interrupting  the  procefs  of 
fuppuration,  Peruvian  bark  with  acids  may  be  given  with 
great  advantage. — Vide  FormuL  SekB.  No.  67,  68. 

Dr.  Sydenham  has  recommended  to  give  fmall  beer, 
and  the  fpirit.  alher,  vliriul,  freely  in  cafes  of  great  malig- 
nancy, and  in  fuppreflion  of  urine  to  take  the  patient  out 
of  bed  and  expofe  him  to  cold  air. 

In  cafes  of  pain,  reftlefsiiefs,  and  anxiety  after  the 
eruption,  and  through  the  whole  coui  fe  of  the  difeafe,  an 
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opiate  may  be  given  with  advantage,  taking  care  to  avoid 
its  cofHve  efFefts  by  foluble  medicines. 

In  cafes  of  great  danger,  either  from-  debility,  or 
the  fudden  tranflation  of  the  external  fwelling,  it  is 
proper  to  apply  blifters  to  different  parts  of  the  body; 
if  the  throat  and  fauces  are  particularly  affefted  with 
a tough  faliva  or  mucus,  blifters  to  the  throat  may 
be  ufed  with  advantage. 

In  the  fecondary  fever,  fymptoms  of  inflammation 
frequently  and  fuddenly  come  on,  which  require  bleed- 
ing and  purging. 

In  fome  cafes  fymptoms  of  putrefcency  come  on, 
which  may  require  gentle  purging,  but  more  particularly 
give  way  to  bark  and  acids* 

In  fome  cafes,  efpecially  in  infants,  fymptoms  of  fuffo- 
cation  and  difficult  breathing  occur,  which  give  way 
to  naufeating  and  even  emetic  dofes  of  antimonial  re- 
medies. 

There  is  no  difeafe  in  which  artificially  prepared  pure 
air,  (Oxygen  Gas  of  the  modern  chemift)  feems  more 
applicable  than  this. 

All  anomalous  appearances  of  fmall-pox  are  bad,  un- 
der which  are  included  the  cryftaline,  flliquofe,  and 
verrucofe,  which  are  to  be  treated  as  the  violent  kinds 
above  mentioned. 

Infection  is  beff  prevented  by  attention  to  cleanlinefs, 
and  avoiding  every  communication  with  the  infecffed 
perfon,  or  thofe  who  have  frequented  the  houfe,  or 
come  into  contact  with  his  clothes. 
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OF  THE  MEASLES. 

This  difeafe  has  three  flages  ; 

1.  Of  contagion. 

2.  Of  eruption. 

3.  Their  change  into  a farinaceous  ftate. 

It  begins  with  rigor,  fucceeded  by  heat,  third:,  white 
tongue,  head-ach,  drowfinefs,  fneezing,  cough,  with 
fymptoms  of  catarrh,  watery  inflamed  eyes,  fometimes 
flcknefs  and  vomiting. 

About  the  fourth  day  there  are  feen  fmall  red  fpots,. 
running  together,  and  fomewhat  elevated  above  the 
fltin  ; they  appear  lirfl:  on  the  face  and  upper  extreme- 
ties,  and  afterwards  on  the  trunk  of  the  body  and  lower 
extremities. 

The  flcknefs  or  vomiting  generally  abates,  but  the 
cough  and  fever  often  continue,  with  dlflicult  refpiration 
and  fymptoms  of  peripneumony. 

The  patient  frequently  fweats  profufely,  and  is  felzed 
with  diarrheea. 

About  the  fixth  day  the  puflules  dry  on  the  face,  and 
afterwards  on  other  parts  of  the  body,  and  there  is  a 
difquamation  of  the  cuticle. 

About  the  ninth  day  they  are  not  to  be  perceived, 
but  the  body  is  covered  over  with  a kind  of  farina.  The 
fever  fhould  abate  about  this  time,  but  very  often  is  ac- 
companied with  fymptoms  of  peripneumony ; a diarrheea 
fometimes  continues  obftinate  after  the  difeafe  is  over. 

The  fymptoms  are  relieved  either  by  haemorrhagy^ 
fweating,  dicirrhcea,  or  a fediment  in  the  urine., 
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T he  dlfcafe  arifes  from  the  application  of  a peculiar 
poifon,  which  is  more  volatile  and  diffufive  in  air  than 
that  of  the  fmall-pox  ; it  principally  affedls  the  mucous 
membrane  of  the  body. 

1 he  diagnofis  is  determined  by  a knowledge  of  the 
prevailing  epidemic,  fneezing,  coughing,  and  the  watery 
inflamed  eyes,  together  with  the  eruption. 

The  difeafe  is  moft  dangerous  when  the  eruption  is 
flow : a gentle  diarrheea  and  a foft  flcin  moderates  the 
lever.  The  hidden  difappearance  of  the  eruption,  with 
delirium  and  any  livid  appearance,  threatens  immediate 
death. 

Much  rednefs  or  palenefs,  proflration  of  flrength,  vo- 
miting, reflleflTnefs,  diiTicult  breathing,  or  petechial  fpots 
announce  much  danger. 

It  generally  rages  from  about  the  month  of  January, 
until  the  vernal  equinox,  and  difappears  in  July. 

It  generally  attacks  children,  and  perfons  of  weak  and 
delicate  habits. 

The  difeafe  is  mofl:  fuccefsfully  treated,  firfl,  by 
bleeding,  which  relieves  the  cough,  and  peripneumonic 
fymptoms  ; a light  vegetable  diet,  cooling  and  acidulated 
liquors. 

In  order  to  mitigate  the  cough,  pedoral  medicines 
and  anodynes  are  to  be  employed. 

Perfons  in  the  meafles  do  not  bear  cold  air,  as  in  the 
fmall-pox. 

Any  tendency  to  hedic  and  confumptive  diforders 
fliould  be  obviated  by  moderate  exercife,  country  air, 
a milk  and  afeefeent  regimen  ; ilTues  and  open  blifters 
frequently  relieve  the  internal  parts,  and  make  a fuccefs’^ 
fill  effort  towards  the  external  parts  of  the  body. 
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In  fome  cafes,  though  rarely,  the  meafles  have  aflumed 
a malignant  form,  and  required  bark  and  antifceptic 
medecines. 


OF  THE  DYSENTERY. 

This  difeafe  is  accompanied  with  fever,  tenefmus,  and 
frequent  ftools,  with  pain  in  the  bowels ; in  general 
the  ftools  are  extremely  putrid,  and  tinged  v;ith  blood. 

It  may  be  dilHnguifhed  into  the  fporadic  or  epidemic, 
into  the  more  mild  and  malignant,  into  fuch  as  is  at- 
tended with  blood,  or  only  the  abraded  mucus  of  the 
bowels. 

The  hiftory  of  the  difeafe  is  as  follows  : 

The  patient  for  fome  days  complains  of  a lofs  of  ap- 
petite ; diftenfion  of  the  abdomen,  with  lallitude  ; a hor- 
ripilatio,  which  is  fucceeded  by  a quick  pulfe,  great  heat, 
reftleffnefs,  naufea,  vomiting,  pain  in  the  ftomach,  anxiety 
of  the  priEcordia,  violent  griping,  frequent  fmall  ftools, 
which  are  bloody,  fanious,  and  mucous,  often  in  a putrid 
date,  and  mixed  with  flefhy,  flcinny,  fibrous  matter  ; 
much  borhorygmtj  and  flatulency,  tenefmus,  flrangury, 
zx\d.  prolapfus  ; great  debility,  a fenfe  of  burning  heat 
in  the  internal  parts,  with  cold  extremities,  hiccup, 
and  cold  fweats ; in  the  lafl:  ftage  the  pain  difappears^. 
and  the  faeces  are  difcharged  involuntatily;  *the  pulfe 
finks  and  intermits  before  death. 

It  appears  from  the  diifedtion  of  morbid  bodies, 
that  the  colon  and  redlum  are  chiefly  the  feat  of  the 
difeafe  ; they  are  preternaturally  thickened,  exulcerated, 
and  the  villous  coat  abraded,  and  there  are  ichorous 
puflules  on  the  internal  furface  of  the  great  inteflines,

7^  ‘of  the  dysentery. 

It  is  dlftlnguiflied  from  dlarrhcea  by  its  being  accom- 
panied with  more  pain  and  tenefmus,  as  well  as  bloody 
ftools ; the  fever,  however,  which  is  mofi:  generally  of 
the  putrid  kind,  is  the  chief  diftindion. 

This  difeafe  is  very  uncertain  in  its  event ; it  is  mofl; 
dangerous  when  it  attacks  weak  and  Icorbutic  habits, 
perfons  advanced  in  age,  or  gravid  women. 

Vomiting  with  hiccup  are  dangerous  fymptoms. 

An  univerfal  and  gentle  moidure  on  the  fldn,  together 
with  a fediment  in  the  urine,  are  favourable  fymptoms. 
Convulfions  with  delirium,  a very  quick  and  weak  pulfe, 
are  bad  fymptoms.  Aphtha  in  the  throat,  with  dry 
fauces  and  difficult  deglutition,  threaten  immediate 
danger. 

The  dyfentery  attacks  thofe  who  have  been  formerly 
fubjeft  to  it,  and  fuch  as  have  any  conftitutional  debility 
of  the  ftomach  or  inteftines,  who  have  been  fubje£l  to 
bilious  complaints,  and  who  have  fuffered  from  improper 
end  corrupted  food.  An  improper  expofure  to  cold 
and  moidurc,  efpecially  in  hot  countries,  readily  in- 
duce it. 

The  epidemic  dyfentery  rages  chiefly  in  the  autumnal 
months,  when  the  evenings  are  cold  after  very  hot  days. 

It  is  a contagious  difeafe,  and  generally  arifes  from 
putrid  matter  introduced  into  the  body. 

It  is  greatly  favoured  by  that  flate  of  atmofphere 
which  promotes  putrefadion. 

The  cure  of  dyfentery  is  bell  conduced  by  evacuating 
the  prima  via  early. 

For  this  purpofe  the  combined  aflion  of  emetics  and 
purgatives  proves  the  molt  fuccefsful.— Vide  Formuh 
SeUa,  No.  173.

It  is  chiefly  after  large  evacuations,  that  ipecacuanha  ia 
fniall  dofes,  or  opiates  to  palliate  tenefmus,  do  good. 

The  operation  of  rhubarb  is  too  inconfiderable  here, 
and  the  more  active  ftimulating  cathartics,  as  calomel  and 
the  refinous  purgatives,  frequently  irritate  and  indame. 

The  neutral  falts  anfwer  bed,  nor  are  we  to  be  dif- 
Couraged  from  their  ufe  by  the  frequency  of  dools, 
which  ;ire  generally  little  more  than  mucus  evacuated 
from  the  re<5lum  by  tenefmus,  while  hardened  fasces  are 
often  lodged  in  die  colon. 

In  fome  cafes  where  the  patient  Is  of  a very  plethoric 
habit,  and  fymptoms  threatening  inflammation  come  on, 
bleeding  may  be  proper. 

The  acrimony  of  the  contents  of  the  Inteftines  fhould 
be  dilated  by  mucilaginous  and  demulcent  fluids,  emollient 
clyflers,  and  fometimes  with  opium,  which  takes  off  the 
irritation,  and  quiets  the  tenefmus. 

The  occaflonal  ufe  of  opiates  does  good,  mixed 
occafionally  with  Ipecacuanha,  as  in  Dover*s  powder. — 
Puh,  Ipecac,  comp.  (Ph.  Lond.) 

Aflringents  are  only  fafe  and  proper  after  evacuations 
have  been  employed,  and  when  the  difeafe  is  kept  up  by 
the  weakened  and  Irritable  date  of  the  bowels. 

In  fome  cafes  it  may  be  neceffary  to  employ  fomenta- 
tions and  even  bliders  to  the  abdomen. 

Great  care  fhould  be  taken  to  avoid  expofure  to  the 
effluvia  of  dyfenteric  ftools,  and  the  other  occaflonal 
caufes  of  this  difeafe. 

In  cafes  of  diarrhoea,  adringents  and  opiates  may  be 
ufed  with  more  freedom ; rhubarb  anfwers  bed  in  fuch 
cafes  ; domachic  and  tonic  medicines,  with  bitters,  are 
very  proper,  and  neceflary  to  prevent  a rdapfe.— Vide 
Formal.  Seka.  No.  95,  153,  154. 
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OF  CHOLERA, 
s 

In  this  difeafe  there  is  a conftant  and  violent  dlfchargc 
of  bile  by  vomiting  and  purging. 

The  difeafe  is  preceded  by  nidorous  eruflatlons,  heart- 
burn, pain  of  the  ftomach  and  intelHnes ; afterwards 
exceffive  vomiting  and  purging  of  a bilious  matter  of 
different  colours;  diftention  of  the  abdomen;  quick,- 
weak,  and  unequal  pulfe  ; pain,  and  fpafm  of  the  extre- 
mities ; violent  pain  in  the  region  of  the  umbilicus ; re- 
tention of  urine;  cold  fweats;  hiccup;  palpitation  of  the 
heart,  and  univerfal  convulfions. 

The  remote  caufes  are,  food  of  difficult  digeftion,  as 
rancid  butter ; the  colder  fruits,  fuch  as  cucumber  and 
melon,  and  perhaps  molt  fruits  ufed  in  excefs ; aftive 
and  violent  purgatives  ; poifons  ; violent  paffions  of  the* 
mind,  and  very  acrid  bile. 

This  difeafe  prevails  in  the  autumnal  months,  from- 
cxpofure  to  cold  evenings,  after  very  hot  days. 

A gradual  diminution  of  fymptoms,  efpecially  of  the 
vomiting,  fucceeded  by  fleep  and  a gentle  moifture  on  the- 
flcin,  affords  a favourable  prognofis  ; while  fpafm  of  the- 
extremities,  with  great  debility  and  intermittent  pulfe, 
with  fcEtid  vomiting,  is  unfavourable. 

The  cure  depends  upon  early  dilution,  and  promoting 
the  vomiting  by  chicken  broth,  warm  water,  and  the 
like  ; frequent  emollient  clyffers  are  iikewife  proper. 

In  cafe  of  fpafm  and  convulfions,  opiates  fhould  be, 
given  with  freedom. 

Anodyne  and  warm  plaiflers  may  be  applied  with- 
advantage  to  the  abdomen. 
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The  diarrhoea  fliould  not  be'  fuddenly  or  totally 
checked. 

The  tonic  plan  by  bark  and  chalybeates  may  be  em- 
ployed towards  the  lad  to  remove  the  predifpohtion  to  a 
rdaprc. 


OF  ILEMORRHAGY. 

- By  hoemorrhagy  we  mean  an'efFufion  of  blood  from 
the  veflels  of  a living  body. 

It  may  be  diftinguiflied  into  active  or  paflive  ; by  the 
former  we  mean  hasmorrhagy  depending  on  an  increafed 
aidion  of  tlie  veifels,  either  of  a particular  part  or  of  the 
whole  body,  generally  preceded  by  a febrile  paroxyfm, 
and  attended  with  inflamed  blood  ; by  the  latter  w'e  mean 
fuch  as  either  depends  on  fome  local  injury,  or  on  the 
difeafed  date  of  the  animal  fluids,  and  which  is  not  ne- 
ceflarily  accompanied  with  inflammation  or  fever. 

It  is  more  particularly  the  former,  or  aidive  hasmorr- 
hagy,  which  we  fhall  treat  of  in  this  place. 

A(5tive  hsmorrhagies  generally  occur  in  plethoric  ha- 
bits, and  thofe  of  a fanguine  temperament ; they  appear 
in  the  fpring  or  beginning  of  fummer. 

A fenfe  of  weight,  oppreflion,  tenfion,  or  heat,  are 
generally  felt  in  the  region  of  the  part,  before  the  blood 
appears.  There  is  frequently  a cold  and  hot  flage  of 
fever,  which  precedes  the  haemorrhagy. 

^ The  pulfe  is  generally  full,  frequent,  and  hard,  and 
becomes  fofter  as  the  hoemorrhagy  advances. 

When  hsemorrhagy  depends  on  internal  caufes,  it  is 
r6ry  apt  to  recur,  and  fomctimes  at  dated  peri'ods. 


OF  H/EMORRHAGY. 


Ha;morrhagy,  from  an  internal  caufe,  is  owing  to  an 
encreafed  determination  of  blood  to  a particular  part, 
producing  a greater  adtion  of  veflels  in  that  part,  by 
which  the  blood  is  poured  into  veflels  whofe  capacities 
do  not  naturally  receive  it,'  fo  that  their  extremities  are 
dilfended,  and  an  efFuflon  takes  place. 

As  the  growth  of  the  human  body  does  not  proceed 
equally  in  every  part  of  it,  the  caufes  of  didenflon  are 
unequally  applied  ; fome  parts  of  the  body  are  neceflarily 
fil'd  evolved,  therefore  they  acquire  their  utmod  bulk 
fooner  than  others. 

This  appears  to  be  particularly  the  cafe  with  regard 
to  the  head,  the  parts  of  wdiich  are  fird  evolved,  and 
therefore  fooned  acquire  their  full  fize. 

Hsemorrhagy  of  the  nofe  is  that  which  occurs 
fird,  from  any  increafed  determination  of  blood  to  the 
head. 

This  hasmorrhagy  takes  place  before  the  period  of 
puberty. 

An  haemoptoe  is  the  haemorrhagy  which  takes  place 
after  the  age  of  puberty,  from  a defeat  in  the  balance 
between  the  fydem  of  the  aorta  and  the  pulmonary  vef- 
fels,  or  from  an  inequality  of  growth,  giving  rife  to  a 
narrow  ched,  and  a confequent  impediment  to  the  free 
afrion  of  the  lungs. 

From  the  period  of  puberty,  to  thirty-five  years  of 
age,  haemoptoe  mod  generally  takes  place. 

In  the  latter  periods  of  life,  haemorrhagies  occur 
chiefly  from  the  venous  fydem,  as  from  the  extremities 
of  the  haemorrhoidal  veins. 

Venous  blood  effufed  017  the  internal  furface  of  the 
bowels,  produces  hosmorrhagy  of  a bkek  coloured  blood,. 
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OF  MiEMORRHAGY. 
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Venous  blood,  effufed  into  the  cavity  of  the  cranium, 
produces  apoplexy. 

So  that  the  dlfpofitlon  to  arterial  hcemorrhagy  is  in 
the  early  periods  of  life ; to  venous  haemorrhagy  in  the 
more  advanced  periods  of  life. 

The  remote  caufes  of  haemorrhagy  are, 

1.  External  heat. 

2.  The  fudden  diminution  of  the  weight  of  the  at- 
mofphere. 

3.  Whatever  encreafes  the  force  of  the  circulation, 
particularly  violent  efforts,  and  the  violent  aftion  of  fuch 
parts,  as  are  more  efpecially  fufceptible  of  haemorrhagy 
at  particular  periods  of  growth  ; thus,  violent  fpeaking, 
or  any  other  violent  exercife  of  the  refpiratory  organs, 
may  produce  haemoptoe. 

4.  Particular  poftures  of  the  body,  and  ligatures,  pro- 
ducing great  prefTure,  and  therefore  favouring  local  con- 
geftion. 

5.  External  violence. 

6.  Cold  externally  applied,  and  thereby  determining 
blood  more  forcibly  on  the  internal  parts. 

Though  haemorrhagy-  may  fometimes  be  fuppofed  to 
produce  its  own  cure,  and  that  a neceffity  for  it,  from 
plethora,  prevails  in  the  body,  fo  as  to  render  it  danger- 
ous to  check  it,  yet  in  general  it  ought  to  be  avoided, 
and  the  recurrence  of  it  always  rendered  unnecefTary  by 
means  the  moft  effedfual  for  reducing  plethora. 

All  haemorrhagies  but  the  menflrual  are  preternatural, 
and  fuch  as  ought  to  be  checked,  and  their  return 
guarded  againft  by  every  poffible  means. 

The  plethoric  ftate  of  the  fyftem  which  favours  active 
haemorrhagy,  may  be  moderated. 
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1.  By  avoiding  animal  food,  by  the  ufeof  a vegetable, 
'and  afcefcent  regimen. 

2.  By  moderate  exercife,  fo  that  the  egejla  lhall  be  in 
a due  proportion  to  the  mgejla.  In  the  ufe  of  exercife, 
regard  is  to  be  had  to  the  feat  of  the  hremorrhagy  ; per- 
haps riding  on  horfeback  is  fafer  than  walking. 

3.  By  proper  evacuations,  fuch  as  blood  letting  and 
purging,  elpecially  the  latter,  as  the  former  frequently 
encourages  the  return  of  plethora. 

4.  By  acids  and  neutral  falts,  fuch  as  nitre. — Vide 
For  mill.  SnIeB.  No.  3,  139. 

Hoemorrhagy  itfelf  may  be  fuccefsfully  moderated  by 
avoiding  any  irritation  ; by  the  antiphlogiftic  regimen, 
and  cool  air  ; by  the  ufe  of  nitre  and  acids  ; by  blood 
letting,  efpecially  when  the  lofs  of  blood  is  attended 
with  any  confiderable  degree  of  fever,  or  been  preceded 
by  a cold  fit. 

Emetics  by  fome  have  been  recommended  in  hasmor- 
rhsegles,  efpecially  in  hsemoptoe;  they  have  been  found 
ufeful  In  uterine  haemorrhagy. 

In  fome  cafes  of  very  profufe  haemorrhagy,  aftringents 
may  be  fafely  applied  ; they  always  adl  with  moft  power 
w'hen  they  can  be  applied  to  the  feat  of  the  difeafe. 

The  vegetable  allringents  are  very  weak,  except  in 
haemorrhagies  of  the  primae  vlae. — Vide  FormuL  SeleB, 
No.  57,  58,  59. 

The  preparations  of  iron  increafe  adlive  haemorrhagy 
by  their  flimulus  on  the  heart  and  arterial  fyftem  ; they 
ought  not  to  be  employed  in  haemorrhagy,  but  fuch  as  is 
of  the  primae  viae,  to  which  parts  they  are  locally  appli- 
cable. 

The  preparations  of  lead  arc  more  powerful;  but  we 
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OF  THE  SCURVY. 

are  rcftralned  in  the  ufe  of  them,  from  their  deleterious 
effedls. 

Alum  is  probably  the  bed  foflil  adringent,  and  liable 
to  the  fewed  objedlions. — Vide  Fonnul.  Seled.  No.  11,12. 

Cold  water  direded  on  the  part,  and  even  fometimes 
when  applied  to  the  furface  of  the  body,  ads  as  an  adrin- 
gent. 

Opiates  may  be  employed  with  advantage  W'hen  the 
fullnefs  of  the  habit  has  been  reduced  by  bleeding. 

Fainting  or  deltquium  anirni  frequently  check  adive 
hasmorrhagy. 

The  general  dodrine  of  hxmorrhagy  being  explained, 
the  application  of  it  to  cafes  of  particular  hxmorrhagy 
is  eafily  made. 

OF  THE  SCURVY. 

It  is  difficult  to  define  this  difeafe,  its  fymptoms  being 
fo  various  and  anomalous  ; though  differing  eflentially 
from  all  other  difeafes. 

Its  remote  caufes  are,  cold  and  moidure,  accompanied 
with  corrupted  aninial  food,  a deficiency  of  vegetable 
food,  and  bad  water. 

It  is  a difeafe  which  rages  chiefly  at  fea,  and  In 
northern  latitudes. 

It  more  efpecially  attacks  thofe  who  have  been  ex- 
hauded  by  preceding  diforders,  who  are  of  an  indoleat 
difpofitlon,  and  who  are  lefs  attentive  to  cleanllnefs. 

The  blood,  and  other  animal  fluids  in  this  difeafe, 
point  out  a procefs  of  decompofition  having  begun  in  the 
body. 

The  fymptoms  are  the  following  ; 
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Weaknefs,  laflitude,  unufual  fatigue  on  motion  ; diffi- 
cult refpiration  j rednefs,  tumour,  itching,  and  ulcers  of 
the  gums  ; carious  teeth,  and  foetid  breath  ; weak,  hard 
pulfe,  eallly  quickened  on  motion  ; high  coloured  foetid 
urine  ; pains  and  tumours  of  the  tibia ; mufcular  and 
tranfitory  pains  through  the  cavities  of  the  thorax  and 
abdomen ; falivation  ; watchfulnefs  ; palfy  of  the  extre- 
mities ; haemorrhagies  from  different  parts  of  the  body 
of  feemlngly  diffolved  blood  ; dry  fcabs  ; livid  fpots  be- 
coming phagedenic  ulcers,  terminating  in  gangrene  ; a 
livid  countenance  ; irregular  and  remitting  fever  ; palpi- 
tation of  the  heart ; ffiidture  of  the  oefophagus ; rigidity 
of  the  tendons  and  mufcles  ; dejedlion  of  mind ; the  break- 
ing out  of  old  ulcers ; obllruded  vifceia ; gangrene  ; 
dropfy,  and  death. 

The  cure  confifts  in  correding  tlie  feemingly  difeafed 
ftate  of  the  fluids,  and  in  reftoring  the  ftrength  of  the 
patient. 

Thefe  indications  are  chiefly  anfwered, 

1 . By  gentle  laxatives  of  rhubarb,  tamarinds,  or  cream 
©f  tartar. 

2.  By  a diet  of  frefli  vegetables,  or  vegetables  pre- 
ferved  in  fuch  a manner  as  to  be  capable  of  undergoing 
a procefs  of  fermentation,  as  malt,  four-crout,  fruits  pre- 
feiwed  by  drying,  or  fugar. 

3.  By  the  ufe  of  wine,  and  other  antlfceptics. 

4.  By  frelh  water,  and  frequent  change  of  clothes, 
dryncfs  and  cleanlinefs. 

5.  By  moderate  exercife. 

6.  By  the  ufe  of  bark  and  the  folHl  acids. 

7.  Particular  fymptoms  may  be  palliated  by  opiates, 
Ipirituous  and  aromatic  fomentations. 
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OF  THE  DROPSY. 

4 

This  Is  an  extravafation  of  a ferous  fluid,  cither  into 
the  cellular  membrane  or  other  cavities  of  the  body. 

It  has  been  difllnguiflied,  according  to, its  feat,  into 
Anafarca,  Af cites y Hydrops  PeBorisy  Hydrops  Uteri, 
Hydrocehy  Hydrocephalus,  and  other  fpecles. 

The  remote  caufes  of  dropfy  are,  a crude  farinaceous 
diet ; the  abufe  of  fpirituous  and  vinous  liquors ; cold 
water  taken  largely  when  the  body  Is  heated;  a fuppreflioo 
of  the  menfes;  hsemorrholds,  and  other  evacuations;  irre- 
gular gout  determined  on  internal  parts  ; violent  ha:mor- 
rhagies  or  other  evacuations,  which  have  reduced  the 
ftrength  of  the  patient ; preceding  afthma,  diarrhcea, 
phthifis  pulmonalis,  jaundice,  intermittent  and  other 
fevers,  feirrhous  vifeera,  polypi  in  the  heart,  and  other 
caufes  which  may  impede  the  return  of  venous  blood  to 
the  heart. 

In  all  cafes  of  dropfy,  the  powers  of  abforption  are 
infufficlent  for  refuming  into  the  habit  the  fluid  which  is 
effufed  into  the  different  cavities  of  the  body. 

From  the  enumeration  of  caufes  already  given,  it  will 
be  eafy  to  apply  them  to  particular  cafes,  which  may  be 
neceffary  for  the  purpofe  of  more  fuccefsfully  treating  the 
difeafe. 

% In  anafarca  the  body  is  pale,  the  animal  fibres  foft 
and  yielding,  the  feet  and  legs  become,  oedematous  to- 
wards night,  while  the  cellular  membrane,  of  the  upper 
extremities  appears  diflrended  with  water  in  the  morning. 

In  fome,  the  accumulation  and  diflufion  of  water  in 
the  cellular  membrane  is  univerfal,  the  urine  is  fecreted 
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in  fmall  quantity,  and  there  is  in  general  a confiderabk 
degree  of  dyfpnoea. 

In  afdtes,  there  is  a confiderabk  tumour  of  the  ab- 
domen from  the  diflenfion  of  water  between  tlie  peri- 
toneum and  abdominal  vifeera.  T'here  is  frequently  a 
great  dilEculty  of  breathing  from  its  prdllire  on  the  dia- 
pnragm  ; a fenfe  of  fluctuation  may  be  perceived  ; the 
upper  extremities  are  wafted ; there  is  generally  much 
third: ; the  urine  high  coloured  and  in  fmall  quantities ; 
a dilpofition  to  piles  ; a pale  emaciated  countenance.  The 
anafarca  andafeites  are  frequently  complicated. 

In  a dropfy  of  the  ovarium,  the  progrefs  of  the  tumour 
is  very  flow  and  gradual,  there  is  lefs  fenfe  of  fluctuation, 
there  is  little  or  no  third,  and  the  health  of  the  patient 
is  very  little  affeCled. 

In  hydrops  peElorts  the  difficulty  of  breathing  is  meft 
confiderabk  ; it  often  returns  fuddenly  in  tlie  form 
of  paroxyfm,  with  a dry  cough,  fluttering  irregular  pulfe, 
and  very  often  anafarcous  appearances  in  other  parts  of 
the  body. 

Dropfy  is  fometimes  removed  by  a diarrhoea,  an 
increafe  in  the  fecretion  of  urine,  or  a rupture  of  the  fkin. 

Afeites  is  diftinguifhed  from  the  tumour  of  preg- 
nancy, by  the  countenance  of  the  patient,  the  fenfe  of 
fluctuation,  third,  and  general  debility  : the  dlftinClion  is 
more  difficult  in  cafes  of  eneyfted  dropfy. 

The  prognofis  is  very  uncertain  ; if  the  appetite  be 
preferved,  if  the  urine  be  encreafed,  and  no  appearance 
of  difeafed  vifeera,  the  patient  may  be  redored. 

If  again  on  the  other  hand  the  vifeera  be  obdruCted 
and  difeafed,  with  much  third,  cough,  v/eaknefs,  and 
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wafting  of  the  body,  and  more  efpeclally  a fallow  or 
jaundiced  complexion,  then  the  cure  is  more  uncertain. 

The  cure  of  dropfy  chiefly  depends  on  the  proper  ufe 
of  evacuations. 

The  moft  effectual  means  of  dlfcharging  water  from 
the  different  cavities  of  the  body,  but  more  efpecially  in 
the  al'cites  are, 

1.  By  purging  and  vomiting. — Vide  FonnuL  SeleB, 
No.  78,  94,  1 15,  1 18. 

2.  By  diuretics — Vide  FonnuL  SeleB,  No.  120,  169, 
170,  171. 

In  dropfical  patients  there  is  generally  much  drynefs 
of  the  flein,  and  therefore  fudorific  remedies  fhould  be 
fometimes  employed. 

Does  an  abftlnence  from  liquids  contribute  to  the  cure 
of  dropfy  ? 

After  evacuations  have  been  employed,  the  tone  of 
the  fibres  fhould  be  reftored  by  the  ufe  of  bitters  and 
chalybeate  remedies. — Formul.  Sele&.  No.  87,  88,  89,  95. 

By  external  applications,  gentle  fupport  by  bandages, 
fridtion,  cold  bathing,  a dry  and  pure  atmofphere,  mode- 
rate exercife.  In  fome  cafes  mercury,  as  an  alterative, 
has  been  found  fuccefsful.  In  cafes  of  fuppreffed  eva- 
cuations, an  attention  fhould  be  dire(5ted  in  order  to 
reftore  them. 

- In  recent  cafes  of  afcites,  the  paracentefis  has  been 
moft  fuccefsfuly  employed  ; and  in  anafarcous  cafes, 
where  tliere  is  a great  diftenfion  of  the  cellular  mem- 
brane, pundfury  in  the  extremities,  or  blifters,  will 
often  relieve,  while  proper  means  arc  employed  to 
obviate  the  gangrene  of  the  parts, 
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The  treatment  of  the  hydrocele,  and  other  cafes  of 
encyfted  dropfy,  will  be  underftood  from  what  we  hav® 
already  obferved ; and  the  propriety  of  preferring  the 
radical  cure  by  inducing  inflammation  and  confequent 
adhefion,  when  it  can  be  done  with  fafety,  to  the  more 
palliative  cure. 

There  are  fome  fymptoms  very  peculiar  to  the  Hydra- 
cephalusy  which  fhall  be  taken  notice  of  in  another 
place. 


OF  THE  ASTHMA. 

Aflhma  is  an  impeded  and  difficult  refpiratlon,  at- 
tended with  a fenfe  of  fuffocation. 

It  is  diftingulfhed  into  the  periodical  or  continued, 
into  the  humid  or  dry  afthma,  into  the  idiopathic  or 
fymptomatic. 

It  arifes  from  various  caufes,  among  which  may  be 
reckoned  the  following: 

A vitiated  flate  of  the  atmofphere  j violent  paflions 
of  the  mind ; the  repulfion  of  eruptions  and  cutaneous 
inflammation  ; the  drying  of  old  ulcers ; the  receding  of 
gout ; water  in  the  cavity  of  the  thorax  or  cells  of  the 
lungs ; obfirudlions  of  the  bronchial  tube  ; and  a certain 
irritable  date  of  the  organs  of  refpiration,  more  efpecialJy 
the  diaphragm. 

In  the  periodical  aflhma,  the  following  fymptoms 
occur  in  the  paroxyfm  : 

Flatulency  and  diftenfion  of  the  flomach,  with  a 
fenfe  of  flrl<flure,  heat,  fever,  drowfinefs,  head-ach, 
naufea,  and  pale  urine. 
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'I^ie  lungs  feel  rigid ; the  breathing  Is  difturbed  ; 
general  torpor,  efpecldly  of  the  extremities,  and  in  the 
night-time  all  the  fymptoms  are  encreafed  ; bilious  vo- 
miting frequently  comes  on  ; an  involuntary  flow  of 
tears ; a fmall,  weak,  intermitting  pulfe ; palpitation  of 
the  heart ; a livid  countenance  ; with  a fenfe  of  imme- 
diate fuffocation.  The  difficulty  of  breathing  gradually 
abates,  fome  degree  of  expectoration  comes  on,  the  urine 
depofits*  a fediment,  and  the  paroxyfm  ceafes. 

In  the  more  violent  attack  of  the  difeafe,  oedematous 
tumours  of  the  hands  and  feet  come  on,  and  the  patient 
becomes  dropfical  or  confumptive ; fometimes  the  dif- 
eafe terminates  in  apoplexy  and  palfy. 

The  prognofis  is  more  favourable  in  young  than  In  old 
habits,  and  in  cafes  from  reprefled  evacuations)  than 
from  other  caufes ; the  more  frequent  and  violent  the 
paroxyfm,  the  worfe. 

It  generally  proves  fatal  when  it  terminates  in  perlp- 
neumony.  It  is  more  efpecially  dangerous  when  the 
pulfe  is  irregular  and  Intermittent,  with  fyncope,  palfy 
of  the  lungs,  palpitation  of  the  heart,  and  the  urine  fe- 
creted  in  fmall  quantity. 

Towards  the  end,  the  extremities  become  cold,  the 
pulfe  is  fmall  and  obfcure,  the  breathing  becomes  more 
difficult,  and  the  patient  dies. 

In  the  continued  afthma,  there  are  fymptoms  which 
refemble  catarrh,  the  difeafe  does  not  return  by  fevere 
paroxyfms,  the  difpnoea  is  relieved  by  expectoration, 
and  the  patient  becomes  very  fenfible  to  the  leaft  varia- 
ation  In  the  flate  of  the  atmofphere. 

In  the  periodical  afthma,  the  ftriifture  is  removed  by 
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naufeating  dofes  cf  emetics,  by  clyfters,  by  the  pedilu- 
▼ium,  by  the  ufe  of  opiates  and  other  antlfpafmodics. 
In  cafes  of  great  feverity,  bleeding  may  afford  a palliative 
relief. — Vide  Formul.  ScleB.  No.  22,  130-,  131,  141. 

In  the  continued  afthma,  we  are  to  have  recourfe  to, 
attenuating  remedies,  diluent  and  tepid  liquors,  eme- 
tics ; in  fome  cafes  to  gentle  laxatives,  iffues,  or  open 
blifters,  the  occafional  ufe  of  opiates,,  moderate  exercife, 
and  a warm  climate. 

OF  INDIGESTION. 

This  Is  a difeafe  to  which  fludious  and  fedentary 
perfons  are  extremely  fubjed. 

It  is  frequently  induced,  by  grief  and  anxiety ; by 
gluttony ; by  too  flatulent  and  farinaceous  a diet ; by 
violent  and  excefllve  evacuations ; the  abufe  of  adive 
emetics  and  purgatives ; preceding  diforders,  efpecially 
of  the  liver,  and  is  fometimes  conneded  with  hyfteric 
and  hypochondriacal  complaints. 

Tlie  proximate  caufe  may  be  a weakened  and  irregular 
periflaltic  motion  of  the  Itomach,  which  may  affed  tlie 
power  of  the  menfhuum  fecreted  by  the  flomach,  on 
which  the  digcflion  and  folution  of  our  aliment  depend* 
The  patient  complains  of  anxiety  and  diflenflon,  with 
flatulent  erudations,  a difagreeable  fenfe  of  oppreflioa 
after  eating,  heart-burn  and  acidity,  efpecially  w'hen  the 
flomach  is  empty  ; the  body  is  either  cofUve,  or  there  is  ar 
diarrhoea;  the  appetite  irregular,  fometimes  good;  a 
UTak,  fmall  pulfc,  generally  flow,  but  eafdy  quickened. 
Anxiety  of  mind  ; vertigo  ; palpitation  of  the  heart 
great  watchfulnefs ; heat  and  flufhing  after  eating  j and 
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nuny  fymptoins  in  common  to  hypochondriacal  com- 
plaints. 

Such  difordcrs  of  the  ftomach  are  frequently  obflinate^ 
and  very  liable  to  return  on  the  lead  irregularity. 

They  arc  be  ft  obviated, 

1 . By  emptying  the  ftomach,  by  a few  grains  of  ipeca- 
cuanha, and  alTifUng  the  operation  of  the  vomit,  by  an 
infufion  of  camomile  flowers,  or  other  agreeable  bitters. 

2.  By  the  ufe  of  tonic  bitters  in  fmall  dofes,  together 
with  gentle  chalybeats. — V’ide  Formal.  Select.  No.  6o,  89, 
95-  153- 

3.  By  gentle  exercife  on  horfeback. 

4.  By  light  animal  food,  and  by  avoiding  the  more 
indigeflible  and  farinaceous  vegetables,  fuch  as  potatoes, 
peas,  beans,  &c. 

5.  The  common  drink  fhould  be  toad  and  water  j 
perhaps  in  fome  cafes  a little  porter,  fometimes  a little 
brandy,  or  rum  and  water,  without  either  fugar  or  lemon ; 
but  care  fhould  be  taken  to  guard  againd  the  abufe  of 
thefe. 

Violent  evacuations  fhould  be  avoided,  the  body  fhould 
be  kept  foluble  by  the  gentled  laxatives. 

In  cafes  of  prevailing  acidity,  fmall  dofes  of  rhubarb, 
and  the  abforbent  earths  fhould  be  ufed.  In  many  cafes 
great  benefit  may  be  derived  from  the  ufe  of  lime-water. 

In  fome  cafes  there  is  a great  fecretlon  in  the  domach 
of  a vifeid  pituitous  mucus  ; the  appetite  is  dedroyed ; 
the  tongue  foul ; a didenfion  after  eating;  vertigo  ; faint- 
ing ; an  irregular  fever ; naufea  and  vomiting^ 

Thefe  fymptoms  are  bed  removed  by  emetics  repeated 
occafionally,  bitter  and  chalybeat  remedies,  lime-water, 
and  fometiniQs  the  ufe  of  Natr,  Prap.  in  fmall  dofeA 
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In  all  diforders  of  the  ftomach,  the  clothing  fhould  be.. 
warm,  eipecially  of  the  feet  and  legs. 


OF  THE  PILES  OR  HEMORRHOIDS. 

They  are  diftinguiflted  into  the  open  or  blind,  into 
the  external  or  internal. 

The  proximate  caufe  is,  a diftenfion  of  the  hemorr- 
hoidal veins,  or  an  effufion  of  venous  blood  into  fur- 
rounding cellular  membrane. 

The  remote  caufes  are,  an  obfliaiftion  or  refiftance 
from  preffure,  from  an  enlargement  of  the  abdominal 
vifcera,  to  the  returning  venous  blood  ; they  frequently 
arife  from  the  irritation  and  prefTure  of  indurated 
fxces ; they  are  generally  the  falutary  cfRds  of  the 
habit  in  the  advanced  ftagcs  ^f  life,  when  a venous 
plethora  is  liable  to  come  on  } they  are  therefore  fre- 
quently rather  to  be  promoted  than  fupprefled. 

They  are  particularly  ufeful  in  relieving  diforders  of 
the  head. 

The  inflammatory  fymptoms  are  to  be  moderated  ei- 
ther by  general  or  topical  bleeding,  and  an  attention  to 
the  antiphlogiftic  regimen. 

Gentle  and  cooling  laxatives  are  to  be  occafionally 
employed. 

Much  exercife  mufl;  be  avoided,  and  fometimes  fo- 
mentations are  proper. 

They  fometimes  fuppurate  and  degenerate  into  fiftu- 
lous  ulcers. — Vide  Formula  Sek£l,  No.  138,  187,  199.. 
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OF  JAUNDICE. 

This  difeafe  may  be  defined  a yellow  colour  of  the 
Ikin,  and  tunica  albuginea  of  the  eye,  from  the  prefence 
of  bile  in  the  blood  veflels. 

It  is  didinguiflicd  into  the  yellow  and  black  jaundice, 
into  the  continued  and  periodical,  into  the  idiopathic 
and  fymptomatic,  into  the  critical  or  fymptomatic,  into 
that  accompanied  with  or  being  without  fever, 

. The  remote  caufes  are  various, 

1.  Hyfterical  or  fpafmodic  cholic. 

2.  The  active  operation  of  fome  poifons,  and  fome- 
times  of  the  more  acrid  purgatives. 

3.  Anger,  grief,  and  other  violent  affedions  of  the 
mind. 

4.  Preffure  on  the  biliary  du<5ls,  from  tumours,  preg- 
nancy, &c. 

5.  Difeafes  of  the  liver,  inflammation,  fcirrhus,  &c. 

6.  Biliary  calculi. 

The  proximate  caufe  is  the  regurgitation  of  bile,  and 
the  confequent  abforption  of  it  into  the  habit. 

The  fymptoms  are  the  following  ; 

. 1.  A great  degree  of  torpor  and  lalTitude  ; a yellow 
colour  on  the  eye  and  fkin  ; a colHvc  habit ; an  Impaired 
appetite ; the  faeces  of  a light  clayey  appearance  ; the 
urine  thick,  and  tinging  linen  of  a yellow  colour  ; the 
other  fecretions  likewife  atfeifled. 

A fenfe  of  weight,  fullnefs,  and  pain  often  in  the 
right  hypochondrium  ; the  breathing  affeded ; naufea 
and  vomiting  ; an  itching  of  the  Ikin,  with  fmail  red 
eruptions  on  it;  pulfe  fometimes  very  flow,  at  other 
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times  quick,  with  a dry  heat  on  the  fkin,  which  termi- 
nates often  in  colliquative  fweats  ; diarrhoea,  and  other 
fymptoms  of  he<51ic  fever. 

The  prognofis  is  more  favourable  In  young  perfons 
than  old,  in  ftrong  than  weak  habits;  the  lighter  the  colour 
of  the  fkin  the  better  ; it  is  always  bad  when  complicated 
with  other  difeafes.  When  the  jaundice  comes  on  in 
the  later  periods  of  fever,  it  Is  fometimes  favourable,  un- 
lefs  accompanied  with  fymptoms  of  local  pain  and  inflam- 
mation, in  which  cafe  the  danger  Is  greater. 

It  is  favourable  when  attended  with  a natural  molflurc 
on  the  fkin,  and  a freedom  of  the  other  fecretlons. 

It  is  very  bad  when  attended  with  dropfy. 

The  cure  mull  vary  according  to  the  caufe  producing 
the  difeafe. 

In  cafes  of  inflammation  and  fever,  bleeding  may  be 
neceffaiy. 

The  fecretion  of  bile  may  be  reflored  by  vomits, 
efpecialiy  by  tartarifed  antimony  given  In  fmall  and 
divided  dofes. 

The  body  fliould  be  kept  foluble  by  fmall  dofes  of 
rhubarb,  gum  ammoniac,  and  foap. — Vide  Formul.  Seleff. 
No.  22,  74,  95,  155,  156. 

In  cafes  of  acute  pain  without  fever,  opiates  given 
largely,  frequently  promote  the  paffage  of  biliary  cal- 
culi, and  remove  fpafm  of  the  duffs. 

Great  advantage  has  been  found  from  the  u£e  of 
orange  and  lemon  juice,  taken  in  the  quantity  of  four 
or  fix  ounces  In  the  day. 

Many  fpccifics  have  been  recommended  in  this  dif> 
cafe,  the  operation  of  which  muft  be  very  fallacious,  from 
the  nature  of  the  diforder. 
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OF  THE  DIABETES. 

It  is  dlftinguiflied  by  the  great  fecretion  of  urlne^  which 
is  manIfefUy  fweet ; there  is  llkewife  a confiderable  de- 
gree of  third,  and  other  fymptoms  of  hedlic  fever  ; the 
faliva  is  extfehiely  vifcid  ; there  is  pain  in  the  loins, 
coftivenefs,  debility  and  marafmus,  a dry  fldn,  oedematous 
fwellings  of  the  lower  extremeties,  colliquative  evacua- 
tions, and  death. 

This  difeafe  feems  originally  feated  in  the  prinue  w, 
though  the  fymptoms  ultimately  appear  in  the  kidney. 

The  urine  retains  fo  much  of  vegetable  and  faccharine 
matter,  as  to  be  capable  of  undergoing  the  vinous  fer- 
mentation. 

The  difeafe  has  been  fuccefsfully  treated  by  bitters, 
tonic  and  chalybeate  remedies,  and  by  the  ufe  of  Bridol 
water. 

Moderate  exercife,  cold  bathing,  and  food  of  eafy  di- 
geftion,  more  efpecially  animal  food,  are  found  to  be  of 
great  importance. Vide  FormuL  Seka,  No.  68,  i?2, 

153- 


OF  CALCULOUS  CONCRETIONS  IN  THE 
KIDNEY  AND  BLADDER. 

The  fymptoms  of  calculi,  in  the  kidney  are,  acute 
pain,  or  fenfe  of  weight  and  uneafinefs  in  the  region  of 
the  kidney ; encreafed  heat ; naufea ; vomiting ; cof- 
tivenefs ; an  exacerbation  of  fymptoms  after  eating ; 
an  appearance  of  fand  in  the  urine  ; in  fome  cafes  there 
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is  bloody  and  purulent  urine,  and  in  others,  ifchurla, 
coma,  inflammation  and  death. 

The  left  kidney  is  more  frequently  affeded  than  the 
ri^ht. 

If  the  calculus  defcends  into  the  ureter,  it  occafions 
very  violent  pain  along  its  courfe  towards  the  bladder ; 
a numbnefs  of  the  leg  and  thigh  of  the  affeded  fide  j a 
retradion  of  the  teflicle,  and  fometimes  a fuppreflion  of 
urine. 

A calculus  In  the  bladder  Is  attended  with  difficulty 
and  pain  in  making  water  ; a conftant  tenejmus  urina  ; a 
painful  irritation  towards  the  extremity  of  the  glans ; 
the  urine  much  loaded  with  mucus ; the  pain  more 
violent  in  the  difcharge  of  the  few  laft  drops  of  urine 
which  is  frequently  tinged  with  blood,  efpecially  after 
violent  exercife. 

The  remote  caufes  of  this  difeafe  are, 

1.  An  hereditary  predil]x)fition,  probably  conneded 
with  gouty  diathefis." 

2.  A fedentary  life. 

3.  The  long  retention  of  urine. 

Is  the  produdion  of  calculi  influenced  by  regimen, 
fuch  as  the  ufe  of  particular  liquids,  fuppofed  to  contain 
more  or  lefs  of  earthy  matter  ; or  is  it  more  probable  that 
the  irregularities  produdive  of  gout,  may  contribute  to 
the  formation  of  calculous  matter  ? 

The  remedies  employed  either  to  dllTolve  calculous 
matter  and  promote  its  evacuation,  or  to  leflen  the  dlf- 
pofition  to  its  produdion,  are  called  Liihontriptics,  which 
?id, 

I.  By  diflblving  the  calculus  In  the  urinary  palTages. 
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OF  CALCULOUS  CONCRETIONS,  SCC.  59 

2.  By  removing  the  dlfpofition  in  the  body  to  its 
formation. 

3.  By  difTolving  the  glutinous  matter  which  keeps 
united  the  earthy  part. 

Chemical  experiments  prove,  that  the  component  or 
elementary  parts  of  human  calculi  are  not  the  fame  in 
all  perfons,  therefore  there  can  be  no  univerfal  meri- 
ftruum. 

Before  the  ufe  of  any  folvent,  it  would  be  proper  to 
examine  the  patient’s  urine,  and  the  matter  which  it 
is  found  to  depofit. 

The  principal  variety  of  folvents  may  be  reduced  to 
alkali  or  acid. 

Of  the  firft  is  the  Aq.  Kal.pur.  Ph.  Land. 

Of  the  fecond.  Carbonic  Acid  Gas.  or  Fixed  Air,  in- 
troduced in  a great  variety  of  forms,  as  impregnating 
water,  as  efcaping  from  effervefeing  draughts,  or  in  the  ' 
more  agreeable  form  of  brifx  and  fermented  liquors. 

To  thefe  may  be  added  lime  water,  and  the  folutions 
of  the  fixed  alkalis  fuper-faturated  with  carbonic  acid. 

Alkaline  folvents  appear  to  acfl  chiefly  by  dlflblving 
the  animal  gluten,  and  deftroying  thereby  the  texture 
of  the  ftone. 

Painful  fymptoms  from  the  irritation  of  calculi  have 
abated  on  the  ufe  of  the  uva  urfi,  and  fometimes  on  the 
ufe  of  other  bitters  and  aftringents. 

On  this  fubjed  much  mull  be  referred  to  our  Chemical 
Ledures. 
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OF  THE  CliOLIC. 

It  may  be  defined  an  acute  pain  of  the  inteftines,  at- 
tended with  coftivenefs. 

It  may  be  difiinguifiied  into  the  flatulent  and  fpafmo- 
dic,  into  the  acute  and  chronic,  into  that  which  is 
accompanied  with  fever,  or  in  which  there  is  no  fever. 

The  remote  caufes  of  cholic  are  various : 

1 . A conftitutional  Irritability  of  the  bowels. 

2.  An  encreafed  fecretion  of  acrid  bile,  with  an  ob- 
ftruclion  to  its  free  paffage  by  the  inteftines. 

3.  Any  thing  extraneous  in  the  bowels,  whether 
arifing  from  indigefted  aliment,  infoluble  concretions,  or 
other  caufes. 

4.  A determination  of  gouty  matter,  or  the  tranfla- 
tion  of  any  acrid  fluids,  from  external  cold  or  other 
caufes. 

5.  The  addon  of  lead,  to  which  artificers  in  that 
metal  are  fubjedl,  and  likewife  thofe  who  drink  fermented 
liquors  adulterated  with  it. 

6.  The  addon  of  other  metallic  and  adllve  poifons. 

7.  The  imprudent  ufe  of  aftringents  in  dlarhoea  and 
dyfentery. 

Tlie  danger  in  this  dlfeafe  arlfes  from  inflammation 
coming  on,  as  appears  from  the  difleddon  of  morbid 
bodies. 

The  fymptoms  in  general  are  the  following : 

An  acute  pain  in  the  regimen  of  the  abdomen  ; heart- 
burn and  bilious  vomiting  ; coldvencfs  ; frequent  erudta- 
tions  ; tenfion  in  the  abdomen;  third;  hiccup;  fyncope ; 
an  irregular  low  pulfe,  with  c ;ld  fweats  and  other  fymp- 
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toms  which  occur  in  the  fphacelated  (late  of  the  intef- 
tines. 

The  cholic  fometimes,  but  more  efpecially  that  arifing 
from  lead,  terminates  in  palfy,  and  is  attended  with  rheu- 
matic pains  in  different  parts  of  the  body. 

The  prognofis  is  more  particularly  favourable  when  the 
pain  remits  and  changes  its  pofition,  and  when  it  is  dif- 
fufed,  from  being  fixed  to  a point,  over  a large  furface. 
Watchfulnefs,  hiccup,  delirium,  a dry  tongue,  fyncope, 
and  cold  fweats,  are  to  be  confidered  as  the  mofl  fatal 
fymptoms. 

In  the  cure  the  Indications  are, 

I-.  To  relax  the  fpafm. 

2.  To  procure  evacuations. 

The  fpafm  and  tenfion  is  beft  removed  by  bleeding, 
fomentations,  the  external  applications  of  warm  plaifters, 
and  in  fome  cafes  even  of  blifters,  clyfters,  and  opiates 
joined  to  purgatives. 

Evacuations  are  beft  procured  by  the  ufe  of  falts  in 
peppermint-water,  01.  Ricini,  and  in  fome  cafes,  Extrad. 
Colocynth.  comp,  and  purgative  clyfters  of  the  neutral  falts, 
Tobacco^  and  the  like. — Vide  Formul.  Seled.  No.  36,* 74, 
122,  159. 

In  cafes  of  metallic  polfons,  oil  with  the  neutral  fiilts, 
given  in  a bulky  form,  anfwer  beft. 

It  frequently  happens,  that  the  cholic,  in  hyfterical 
cafes,  depends  fo  rauch  on' fpafm  and  fimple  irritation, 
that  opiates  alone,  or  united  with  warmer  aromatics,  as 
the  Confcd,  Opiat*  do  beft. 
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OF  APOPLEXY. 

Apoplexy  is  the  abolition  of  all  fenfation,  both  inter- 
nal and  external,  in  which,  however,  the  motion  of  the 
heart  and  lungs  are  preferved. 

It  is  diftinguidied  from  its  degree  of  violence,  and 
likewife  into  the  fanguineous  or  ferous  apoplexy. 

There  have  been  many  inilances  of  fudden  death,  fup- 
pofed  to  arife  from  apoplexy,  which  diffeftion  has  proved 
to  depend  on  polypus,  and  frequently  a rupture  of  the 
cavities  of  the  heart. 

Apoplexy  more  efpecially  feizes  the  fedentary  and 
plethoric  ; thofe  who  have  Ihort  necks  ; who  have  been 
addicted  to  the  luxuries  of  the  table  ; and  are  from  fifty 
to  fixty  years  of  age. 

The  remote  caufes  are,  whatever  tends  to  determine 
too  large  a quantity  of  blood  to  the  head  ; the  fupprefiion 
of  former  evacuations  ; excelTes  in  eating  and  drinking  ; 
violent  injuries  of  the  head  from  external  means;  tumours 
comprefling  the  brain  ; the  extravafation  or  effufion  of 
blood  in  the  fubdance  of  the  brain. 

The  fit  is  generally  preceded  by  a torpor  of  the  fcnfes, 
an  impediment  of  fpeech,  vertigo,  head-ach,  a tremor 
and  numbnefs  of  the  extremities,  Jlridor  dentlum^  a noife 
in  the  ears,  hyfterical  and  hypochondriacal  affeftions, 
a fenfe  of  fulnefs  and  diftenfion  of  the  abdominal  region, 
the  breathing  remarkably  flow  and  difficult. 

It  fometimes  happens  that  the  patient  is  feized  fuddenly 
with  the  lofs  of  all  the  animal  fundions,  difficult  refpira- 
tion,  cold  extremities,  rednefs  of  the  countenance,  great 
pulfation  of  the  arteries^  drowfinefs,  noify  refpiration, 
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faliva  foaming  from  the  mouth,  a rcfolution  of  the 
fphinfters  of  the  anus  and  bladder^  the  patient  is  fcizcd 
with  vomiting,  and  recovers  after  a profule  fweat. 

A palfy,  or  hemiplegia,  is  frequently  the  confequence 
of  an  apoplectic  fit. 

The  prognofis  is  more  ef}iecially  favourable  when  the 
fenfes  have  been  little  impaired,  and  the  function  of 
refpiration  not  much  affeCted. 

The  fanguineous  apoplexy  is  mofl  dangerous,  but  of 
more  eafy  cure  than  the  ferous  apoplexy. 

An  impeded  deglutition  and  refpiration,  with  cold 
fweats,  terminate  fatally  t apoplexy  from  external  injury, 
unlefs  remedied  by  the  furgeon,  proves  immediately  fatal. 

The  ferous  apoplexy  is  often  removed  by  a fever  and 
h$morrhagy,  efpecially  from  the  IiEemorrhoidal  vefiels. 

In  the  fanguineous  apoplexy  the  indications  of  cure 
are, 

1.  To  bleed  freely,  either  by  the  lancet,  or  cupping- 
glafles. 

2.  To  apply  bllfters  to  the  head,  between  the  fhoulders, 
or,  in  cafe  of  palfy,  to  the  extremities. 

3.  To  fiimulate  by  purgatives  or  clylber. 

In  general,  the  error  of  praClice  is  in  the  too  free  and 
early  ufe  of  volatile  and  heating  remedies. 

If  the  apoplexy  is  of  the  ferous  kind,  bleeding  flrould 
be  ufed  with  more  caution. 

. An  active  vomit  is  frequently  of  ufe ; purgatives  may 
be  employed  freely  ; blifters,  and  even  volatile  remedies, 
may  be  afterwards  ufed  with  more  advantage. 

In  both  kinds  of  apoplexy,  an  ereCl  pofture,  and  mo- 
derate heat,  are  bed. 
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The  mofl:  effectual  means  of  ob%'iating  the  return  of 
apoplexy  is  by  moderate  evacuations,  diet  of  eafy  folubh 
lity,  and  fetons  or  iffues,  which  produce  a difcharge  of 
pus  from  the  neighbourhood  of  the  head. — Vide  FormuL. 
Sclea.  No.  33,  74,  75,  119. 


OF  PALSY. 

Palfy  Is  the  abolition  or  diminution  of  motion  or  fen- 
fatlon,  or  both.  In  one  or  more  parts  of  the  body. 

It  may  be  diftinguiflied  into  that  in  which  the  feeling- 
of  the  part  is  only  affefted,  or  where  the  power  of 
motion,  either  with  or  without  fenfatlon,  is  defhoyed. 

It  is  likewife  diftinguifhed  into  paraplegia.,  hemiplegia^ 
or  more  local  ^affedlions,  as  of  the  tongue,  cye-lids, 
fphindters  of  the  anus  or  bladder,  and  the  like. 

The  remote  caufes  of  palfy  are, 

I.  Excels  of  eating  or  drinking;  a fcorbutic  habit  of 
body  ; the  col'tca  piclotnm ; a cold  moift  air ; water  or 
pus  effufed  on  the  brain  ; wounds  of  the  brain,  or  medulla- 
fpinalis  ; external  prefiure  ; fuppreflion  of  former  evacua- 
tions f apoplexy ; convulfions ; fudden  fear,  and  other 
caufes  operating  on  the  nerves ; in  children,  depending 
on  acrimony  and  irritation  of  the  bowels. 

The  proximate  caufe  is,  the  interruption  to  the  influx 
of  nervous  fluid  Into  the  parts,  from  the  brain,  medulla 
oblongata,  and  fpinalis,  or  from  the  nerves  themfelves. 

Before  the  attack  of  palfy,  there  is  frequently  a de- 
gree of  torpor  of  the  fenfes,  palencfs,  a fenfe  of  weight 
and  unealinefs  in  the  head,  with  occafional  vertigo  j 
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there  is  a fenfe  of  pricking  or  fcnfatio  formicationis  in  the 
aftefted  parts  ; the  dlfeafed  parts  become  cold  and  foft, 
they  wade,  and  are  frequently  cedematous  ; the  pulfe  is 
generally  fmall,  foft,  and  flow,  though  fometimes  quick 
and  unequal  ; fometimes  the  memory  and  other  faculties 
of  the  mind  are  impaired. 

A palfy  preceded  by  apoplexy,  frequently  terminates 
In  apoplexy. 

It  is  feldom  cured  when  depending  on  any  external 
injury  of  the  head,  pretfure  or  luxation  of  the  fpine, 
efpecially  if  the  parts  wafte. 

A pain  in  the  affeeded  parts,  returning  fenfation,  heat, 
fenfatio formicationis ^ or  tremor  in  the  parts,  prognofticate 
a recovery:  a fever  or  diarrhoea  often  cures  a palfy. 

Paralytic  affedtions  of  parts  near  the  head,  and  of  the 
upper  extremities,  are  more  difficultly  removed  than  of 
the  lower  extremities. 

The  cure  is  heft  efFe£l:ed  by  the  following  means : 

1.  By  bleeding  in  plethoric  and  infiammatoiy  habits, 
in  cafes  where  the  attack  has  been  fudden,  and  where 
the  head  is  much  affedled ; in  other  cafes  it  is  to  be 
avoided. 

2. ’  By  active  purgatives  and  ftimulating  clyflers,  ex- 
cept in  very  old  habits. 

3.  By  the  ufe  of  volatile  and  diffufive  fHmuIants  taken 
internally,  or  applied  externally. — Vide  Formul.  Sele&» 
No.  14,  75,  165,  179. 

4.  In  fome  cafes,  where  the  head  has  not  been  much 
affedled,  vomits  have  been  ufeful. 

5.  External  warmth,  but  more  particularly  bathing  in 
tiie  hot  bath,  or  Bath  water. 
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CF  EPlLEPSr, 


6.  The  external  applications  are  various ; bliflers, 
warm  plaifters,  volatile  and  acrid  liniments,  fridtion,  and 
cledtricity,  a diet  of  a light  and  nourlfhing  kind. 

The  patient  fhould  avoid  venery. 


OF  EPILEPSY. 

Epllepfy  Is  the  privation  of  external  and  internal  fen- 
fatlon,  accompanied  with  violent  convulfive  motions  of 
the  whole  body. 

It  may  diftinguifhed  Into  idiopathic  and  fymptomatic. 

The  mod  frequent  fubjedls  of  it  are,  delicate  children, 
and  fuch  as  have  been  accuftomed  to  ferous  defluxions 
on  the  head,  and  other  parts  of  the  body. 

The  remote  caufes  are  various ; external  injuries  on 
the  head,  the  obftrudtion  of  ufual  evacuations,  too  great 
repletion  or  inanition,  violent  paflions  of  the  mind,  efpe- 
cially  fudden  fear  ; it  fometimes  feems  to  be  hereditary. 

A kno-wledge  of  its  proximate  caufe  is  obfcure  and 
difficult,  being  involved  in  the  general  inveftigation  of 
the  principles  of  irritability  and  mufcular  motion. 

The  paroxyfm  is  frequently  preceded  by  latitude, 
Jlupovy  giddinefs,  pain  of  the  head,  tinnitus  auriuniy  fright- 
ful dreams,  palpitation  of  the  heart,  difHcult  breathing, 
dlffenfion  of  the  abdomen,  the  urine  pale  and  in  large 
quantity,  a trembling  of  the  tongue,  and  coldnefs  of  the 
extremities. 

In  the  paroxjLm  the  patient  is  greatly  convulfed,  there 
is  a contortion  of  the  eyes  and  countenance,  contra6lIon 
of  the  fingers,  and  foaming  at  the  mouth  j all  fenfation* 
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and  the  faculties  of  the  mind,  are  afleep  ; femen,  urlnct 
and  faces  are  dlfcharged  involuatarlly  ; on  the  remiflion 
of  fymptoms  the  fenfes  are  gradually  reltored,  but  there 
generally  remain  head-ach,  laflitude,  and  torpor  of  the 
whole  body. 

The  paroxyfm  is  frequently  produced  by  Intemperance, 
intenfe  ftudy,  or  difagreeable  and  violent  impreilions  on 
the  mind.  ' 

The  difeafe  frequently  difappears  fpontaneoufly  at  the 
age  of  puberty. 

Intermittent  fevers,  and  eruptions  on  the  fldn,  fome- 
tlmes  remove  it.  It  is  In  general  very,  obftinate,  efpe- 
olally  if  it  attacks  the  adult,  and  has  arlfen  from  a fright, 
or  if  it  be  hereditary ; it  is  always  unfavourable,  in  cafes 
where  the  memory  and  judgment  have  been  impaired. 

In  fome  inftances  it  terminates  in  apoplexy. 

In  the  paroxyfm  we  Ihould  endeavour  to  moderate 
the  violence  of  the  convulfive  fymptoms, 

1.  By  bleeding  from  the  jugular  vein,  or  temporal 
artery,  provided  there  are  fymptoms  of  plethora  and  local 
congelHon  in  the  head. 

2.  By  applying  ftimuli  to  the  lower  extremities,  fuch 
as  blifters,  or  warm  cataplafms. 

3.  By  anodyne  and  antifpafmodic  clyfters,  or  by  lini- 
ments of  the  fame  kind  rubbed  along  the  fpine. 

The  effedls  of  external  injuries,  fuch  as  depreflions, 
fractures,  or  extraneous  bodies,  Ihould  be  removed. 

In  the  interval  of  the  paroxyfm,  our  attention  fliould 
be  directed  to  obviate  its  return ; 

, I.  By  proper  evacuations. 

a.  By  fetons  or  open  blifters, 

3.  By  remedies  which  may  remove  the  morbid  Irri-

tability,  fuch  as  bark,  preparations  of  fteel  and  copper, 
and  other  tonics. 

4.  By  the  occafional  ufe  of  antlfpafmodlcs. 

5.  In  cafes  of  fymptomatic  epilepfy,  vomits  may  be 
ufed  with  advantage. 

6.  The  morbid  debility  is  frequently  removed  by  cold 
bathing. — Vide  Formal.  ScleB.  31,  65,  79,  194,  196, 
197.  198, 

7.  An  attention  is  to  be  paid  to  regimen  ; in  fome 
cafes  a milk  diet  has  proved  the  only  means  of  removing 
the  diforder. 


OF  CHOREA  SANCTl  VITI,  OR 
ST.  VITUS’s  DANCE. 

This  is  a convulfive  dlfeafe,  attended  with  a ludicrous 
motion  of  the  arms  and  legs ; there  is  a great  dilpofition 
to  palfy  in  this  diforder. 

It  is  frequently  a fymptomatic  dlfeafe,  originating 
from  Irritation  of  the  prima  via. 

AVomen  and  children  are  more  particularly  fubjeft  to 
it. 

It  is  feldoni  dangerous,  though  frequently  very  ob- 
ftinate. 

In  fome  cafes  of  plethora,  it  may  be  necelTary  to 
bleed  ; in  almofl  all  cafes  a brilk  purgative  or  two  ought 
to  precede  the  tonic  and  antifpafmodic  remedies  to  be 
afterwards  employed ; of  this  kind  are  bark  and  fteel, 
valerian,  preparations  of  zinc  and  copper,  and  in  fome 
cafes  the  Oleum  Succini. — Vide  Formal,  Selcd.  No.  31, 
7°»  79>  194;  i9^>  ^97>  19S. 
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OF  TETANUS,  OPISTHOTONOS,  AND 
EMPROSTHOTONOS. 


The  tetanus  is  a fixed  or  involuntary  contradlion  or 
fpafm  pf^almoft  every  mufcle  of  the  body.  In  fomc 
cafes  the  body  is  drawn  forwards,  called  emprojlhotonot^  , 
in  others  it  Is  bent  backwards,  called  opijlhotonos ; and 
when  befides  the  general  fpafmodic  affedion  there  is  an 
abolition  of  all  the  fenfes, 

Thcfe  difeafes  particularly  prevail  in  the  warmeft  cli- 
mates, and  in  rainy  feafons. 

The  difeadfe,  when  particularly  affeding  the  mufcles  of 
the  neck,  and  thofe  fubfervient  to  the  motion  of  the  jaw, 
is  called  tnfmus  or  locked-jaw. 

They  are  very  dangerous  difeafes,  and  frequently 
carry  off  the  patient  in  three  days. 

The  cure  is  to  be  attempted  in  plethoric  habits,  by 
bleeding  and  other  evacuations. 

In  other  cafes  the  cure  Is  chiefly  promoted  by  the 
liberal  ufe  of  opium  and  warm  bathing.  t 

In  fpafmodic  difeafes  from  exteinal  caufes,  an  attention 
is  to  be  direded  to  moderating  tlie  Irritation  by  removing 
the  caufe. 

Blillers,  applied  to  the  neck  and  throat,  have  bceni 
found  ufeful. 

Some  fuccefsful  trials  have  lately  been  made  of  the  ule 
of  mercurial  fridion,  fo  as  fpeedily  to  bring  on  a fali-

Tonic  remedies  and  the  cold  bath  may  be  afterwards 
^employed  for  the  recovery  of  the  patient. 

We  have  aathority  for  the  ufe  of  the  cold  bath,  even 
In  the  firft  attack  of  the  diforder. 


OF  HYSTERIA  AND  HYPOCHONDRIASIS. 

Hyjierta  chiefly  afledts  females,  the  unmarried  or 
widows ; in  fome  cafes  the  more  delicate  and  irritable 
of  the  male  fex,  and  thofe  who  have  led  a ftudious  and 
^dentary  life. 

The  remote  caufes  are  various ; among  the  principal 
are  the  following : 

j.  ExcelHve  oacuatlons,  either  by  haemorrhagies  or 
otherwife. 

2.  ^nppreflion  of  the  menfes  or  lochia,  or  the  negle»fl 
ef  ufual  evacuations. 

3.  Great  proclivity  to  venery. 

4.  Violent  cotnmotions  of  the  mind. 

5.  Flatulent  and  afcefcent  regimen. 

6.  Former  difeafes  which  have  greatly  weakened  the 
tone  of  the  prlma  vt£. 

7.  In  Fome  cafes  .aahereditary  irritability  of  the  prima 

The  fymptoms  are  the  folIo%ving  t 

Pain  in  ^e  forehead,  an  oppreflion  on  the  organs  of 
fenfe,  the  patient  feels  the  globus  hyjler'tcus^  with  a fen- 
fation  of  fuffocation,  palpitation  of  the  heart,  unequal 
pulfe,  frequent  vomiting,  either  of  a fliarp  acid  matter, 
4)r  green  bile,  difficult  xefpiratlon,  clavus  hyjlerkus,  pain

in  the  loins,  coldnefs  of  the  extremities,  In  fome  a ptya- 
lifm,  flatulency  and  dlftenlion  of  the  abdominal  region  ; 
the  patient  is  fometimes  fuddenly  deprived  of  all  fenfe 
and  recolledion  ; the  urine  is  very  limpid  and  watery, 
and  fecreted  in  large  quantities  ; the  mind  is  extremely 
irritable,  involuntary  laughing  and  crying  comes  on,  with 
violent  convullions,  erpeciaily  of  tlie  abdominal  mufcles. 

This  difeafe  is  feldom  accompanied  with  danger  ; it  is 
frequently  in  the  power  of  the  patient  either  to  obviate 
or  invite  the  acceflion  of  the  paroxyfm,  though  the  fymp- 
toms  after  fuch  acceflion  become  involuntary. 

In  the  paroxyfm  we  fliould?  attempt  to  quiet  the 
Ipafms  and  convullions. 

1.  In  cjifes  of  plethora,  where  the  head  is  much- 
affefted,  by  bleeding. 

2.  By  the  ufe  of  antifpafmodics. 

3.  By  the  fridtion  of  the  lower  extremities. 

4.  By  the  pediluviunr. 

5.  By  antifpafmodic  and  anodyne  clyfters. 

In  the  interval  of  the  paroxyfm. 

By  llrengthening  the  neiwous  fyflem,  and  thereby 
removing  the  morbid  irritability  of  it. 

1 . By  gentle  evacuations  from  the  prtma 

2.  By  bitter  and  tonic  remedies, 

3.  By  exercife,  efpecially  riding  on  horfeback. 

4.  By  chalybeates. 

5.  By  a milk  diet  in  fome  cafes,  where  other  remedies 
are  found  ineffedlual : fupprclTed  evacuations  are  to  be 
reflored. 

In  cafes  of  great,  uterine  irritation,  matrimony,  and 
the  antqrhlogiftic  regimen,  anfwer  bell,

In  Hypochondr'iajts  the  more  remarkable  fymptoms  are, 
dyfpepjiat  with  languor  and  dejedion  of  fpirits,  liead-ach, 
drowfinefs,  a languid  pulfe,  cold  extremities,  coftivenefs, 
fallownefs  of  the  countenance,  and  often  high-coloured 
urine. 

This  dlfeafe  belongs  to  the  more  advanced  periods 
of  life,  and  is  for  the  mofi;  part  conneded  with  fedentary 
habits,  and  deprefling  affedlons  of  the  mind. 

Its  cure  confifts  in  a fteady  attention  to  regimen,  exer- 
cife,  and  clothing ; in  obviating  coftivenefs,  by  the  more 
warm  and  (Hmulating  cathartics ; in  the  ufe  of  bitters 
and  chalybeates,  aflifted  l>y  the  cold  bath. 


OF  INSANITY. 

It  is  diftinguidied  into  melancholia  and  mania ; the 
firft  Is  infanity  with  fadnefs,  the  mind  generally  refting 
on  one  objed  : the  fecond  accompanied  with  ungovern- 
able fury  ; in  fome  infanity  is  continued,  in  others  it  is 
periodical. 

Melancholia  is  mofl  frequent  In  the  dull  and  ftudlous, 
and  tliofe  who  have  fuffered  by  repeated  misfortunes  and 
difappointments. 

Mania  is  more  frequent  with  thofe  who  are  irafcible, 
cheerful,  young,  {anguineous,  plethoiic,  and  in  forac  who 
have  a dry  tenfe  animal  fibre. 

The  remote  caufes  may  be  referred  to  the  following  t 

1.  The  mind  too  Intenfely  direded  to  one  objed, 
paiTions  of  the  mind,  fuch  as  grief,  fadnefs,  fear,  joy, 
hope,  and  more  cfpecially  love,  falfe  terrors  of  the  deity, 
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immoderate  venery,  preceding  febrile  difordefs,  violent 
evacuations,  or  the  fuppreflion  of  natural  ones. 

A fedentary  life,  and  frequently  an  hereditary  con- 
formation of  parts.  ' ' 

In  cafes  of  melancholia  the  alimentary  canal  is  chiefly 
affedled,  and  the  predifpofing  caufes  are  frequently  the 
fame  with  thofe  taken  notice  of  in  the  fubje<51:s  of  h;^eria 
hypochondr'iajts . 

In  melancholia  the  patient  is  timid,  watchful,  dejefledi 
addided  without  a caufe  to  anger,  variable  in  his  temper, 
folicitous  about  trifles,  fometimes  avaricious,  at  other 
times  profufe ; the  body  is  coftive,  urine  pale,  and  in^ 
fmall  quantity,  opprellion  on  the  prtecordia,  with  flatu- 
lency, frequent  vomiting  of  acrid  bile,  pale  countenance,, 
flow  pulfe,  a keen  appetite,  a credulous  and  perverted 
imagiiiatlon,  anticipating  evils,  followed  by  fulcide. 

In  mania  there  is  a wildnefs  of  the  countenance,  with- 
rednefs  of  the  eyes,  the  habits  and  manners  much, 
changed,  pride  and  hatred,  watchfulnefs  day  and  night,, 
head-ach,  tinnitus  aurium,  immoderate  laughing,  violent.' 
anger,  producing  the  moll  ungovernable  rage  either  di- 
redled  again  ft  another  or  himfelf,  an  immoderate  appetite 
for  venery,  an  expofure  with  impunity  to  the  extremes 
of  cold  and  hunger  ; the  paroxyfm  terminates  In  ftupor' 
an^  melancholy. 

■ In  the  paroxyfm  the  animal  and  vital  fundlous  arc 
remarkably  vigorous. 

The  prognofls  is  more  favourable  when  the  difeafe 
arifes  from  fupprefled  evacuations,  than  from  long  habits- 
of  intemperance  ; or  from  any  indifpofition  of  the  bod}^,, 
than  in  cafes  where  the  health  is  good,  while  the  mind; 
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is  only  affe£led.  It  is  better  to  have  the  cxcefs  of  joy 
than  fadnefs. 

In  many  cafes  the  dileafe  Is  moderated,  and  in  feme 
removed  by  hsemorrhagy,  diarrhoea,  fcabby  eruptions, 
haemorrhoidal  evacuations,  and  the  menftrual  difeharge. 

There  is  no  confidence  to  be  placed  in  remilHona, 
efpecially  of  hereditary  mania. 

The  intention  of  the  phyfician  is  to  dimlnifh  the  im* 
petus,  and  quantity  of  fluids  fent  to  the  head,  and  to 
keep  up  the  other  feeretions. 

The  following  are  the  rules  of  cure  j 

1.  In  cafes  of  mania  with  plethora,  efpecially  to  bleed 
freely. 

2.  To  empty  iht  prlma  via  by  the  united  operation  oi 
emetics  and  purgatives. 

3.  To  relieve  the  head  by  a feton  on  the  neck. 

4.  To  reflore  obflrudled  evacuations,  or  to  fubfHtute 
artificial  ones. 

5. '  In  many  cafes  to  ufe  the  fea  bath,  and  in  fome, 
cold  bathing., 

The  diet  fliould  be  diluting,  vegetable,  and  afeefeent, 
efpecially  in  mania  ; but  in  this  a reference  mufi  be  had 
to  the  former  habits  of  the  patient. 

The  mind  fhould  be  kept  ferene  and  cheerful,  and 
moderate  excrcifc ; perhaps  a change  of  climate  will  be 
found  advifeable. 

In  fome  cafes  fleep  fnould  be  procured  by  anodynes, 
fuch  as  opium,  camphor,  Hoflman’s  anodyne  liquor,  and 
the  like.

The  mind  is  to  be  governed  according  to  the  ftate 
of  it. 

In  fome  cafes,  efpecially  after  acute  dlfeafes,  a degree 
of  idiotifm  comes  on,  which  is  removed  by  means  which 
ftrengthen  tlie  Irabit. 

OF  THE  VENEREAL  DISEASE. 

This  dlfeafe  arifes  from  the  immediate  contaft  of  a 
poifon  of  a peculiar  nature,  efpecially  with  the  mucous 
membranes,  or  an  ulcerated  furface. 

It  generally  firft  ads  on  tlie  part  to  whicdi  it  is  ap- 
plied j it  is  fometimes,  however,  abfbrbed  into  the  habit, 
and  depoSted  by  fecretion  on  parts  of  the  body  which 
were  not  primarily  or  originally  expofed  to  the  Infecw 
tion,  as  the  throat,  the  uofe,  the  perioheum,  the  fkln, 
&c. 

The  fymptoras  which  arife  from  the  adlon  of  this 
poifon  are  various. 

They  differ  frequently  In  their  degree  of  violence, 
depending  probably  on  the  quantity  or  quality  of  the 
virusy  the  length  of  time  which,  the  parts  have  remained 
in  contad  with  it,  and  the  conftitutlon  of  the  patient. 

There  is  no  peculiar  prophyladic  which  can  be  alto- 
gether depended-  on  ; the  waOting  the  parts  Immediately 
after  coition  with  a little  foap  and.  w^ater,  or  a diluted 
folution  of  the  cauftic  alkali,  by  brandy  or  other  Simu- 
lating fluid,  will  encreafe  the  fecretion  of  mucus  from 
the  parts,  and  thereby  prevent  the  difeafe. 

It  may  be  diftinguiflied  into  two  heads, 

I.  Asa  local  difeafe  not  yet  abforbed  into  the  fyfleiru 
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2.  As  a confirmed  lues,  in  confequence  of  being  ab- 
fbrbed  by  the  lymphatic  vefTels,  and  conveyed  to  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  body. 

Gonnorhoea  may  be  confidered  and  treated  fuccefsr 
fully  as  a local  difeafe ; while  the  flightefl  ulcer,  or 
fymptoms  of  the  difeafe  occurring  in  remote  parts  of  the 
body,  fiiould  be  treated  as  a confirmed  fyphilis. 

In  the  gononkcea,  a gentle,  pleafing  titillation  is  felt 
at  the  extremity  of  the  ghms  penis,  generally  about  the 
fourth  day  after  coition  with  an  infedled  perfon,  a tranf- 
parent  lymph  or  mucus  is  difeharged  from  the  orifice  of 
the  urethra  ; there  is  a degree  of  rednefs  furrounding  the 
orifice,  with  fulnefs  and  tenflon  of  the  g/ans  penis  ; there 
is  pain'  with  a fenfe  of  heat  in  making  urine,  more  ef- 
pecially  felt  about  half  an  inch  from  the  orifice  of  the 
urethra. 

In  a day  or  two  there  is  a purulent  fluid  difeharged 
and  fecreted  from  the  inflamed  furface  of  the  lacuna  of 
the  urethra,  the  inflammatory  fymptoms  fometimes  ex^ 
tend  along  the  whole  furface  of  this  membrane,  even 
to  the  neck  of  the  bladder  ; there  is  fometimes  blood, 
difeharged  with  pus  ; there  is  frequently  a chorde,  of 
an  involuntary  and  painful  ereflion,  with  an  incurvature, 
of  the  penis. 

Thefe  fymptoms  become  milder  ; there  is  lefs  pain  in 
evacuating  tlie  urine;  the  purulent  difeharge,  which  was 
yellow  and  thin  in  the  inflammatory  ftage,  becomes 
whiter  and  thicker  ; the  eredtions  are  not  fo  frequent, 
or  painful ; there  is  lefs  tumor  of  the  parts  ; the  urethra 
becomes  foft  and  flexible,  and  at  laft  the  difeharge  difi- 
appears,  and  the  difeafe  is  removed.

The  fame  fymptoms  occur  in  women,  with  fomc  little 
variation,  arifing  from  the  diverlity  in  the  ftruilure  of 
their  organs. 

It  begins  with  an  unufual  Increafe  of  fecretlon,  and  a 
fcnfe  of  irritation  in  the  vagina  ; there  are  appearances  of 
tumour  and  rednefs  In  the  parts,  which  render  coition 
painful  ; there  Is  lefs  difficulty  in  making  watei  ; the 
difcharge  appears  equally  purulent  as  in  men,  and  it 
gradually  difappears  by  an  abatement  of  the  difcharge, 
and  a diminution  of  the  inflammatoi'y  fymptoms. 

The  venereal  virus  a<5ts  by  inflaming  parts  to  which 
it  is  applied,  and  likewife  polTeffes  a power  of  affimilating 
with  the  animal  muass,  and  converting  it  into  its  own 
kind,  as  by  a fermentable  procefs. 

The  pus  is  fecreted  from  an  inflamed  furface,  very  fel- 
dom  ulcerated. 

The  inflammatory  fymptoms  arc  generally  propor- 
tioned to  the  degree  of  virulence  and  infe(5tion  ; fymp- 
toms flmilar  to  a gonnorhoea  may  be  induced  by  other 
means  which  inflame  the  urethra,  but  the  purulent  dif» 
charge  is  not  infe<5tious. 

The  difeafe  is  milder  in  women,  but  often  of  more 
difficult  cure  than  in  men  ; the  fooner  the  difeafe  ap- 
pears after  infe<5tion,  the  more  violent  the  fymptoms  of 
inflammation  are ; the  more  extenfjve  it  is,  the  more 
difficult  is  the  cure. 

The  difeafe  admits  of  a natural  cure,  favoured  by  di- 
lution, an  antlphlogiftic  regimen,  and  reft  ; this  is,  how- 
ever, tedious  and  uncertain,  therefore  it  may  be  equally 
and  cffc’tftually  cured  by  art. 
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I he  cure  confiiLs  in  diminifliing  the  Inflammatory 
fymptoms,  and  fometimes  exciting  a greater  action  in 
the  difeafed  parts. 

'I  he  body  fhould  be  kept  foluble  by  cooling  and  laxa- 
tive medicines,  as  fulphur,  cryftals  of  cream  of  tartar,  the 
Bcutral  falts,  and  the  like. 

1 he  urine  fliould  be  diluted  by  drinking  plentifully 
of  watery  fluids,  with  gum  arable  or  oUier  vegetable 
mucilages. 

1 he  irritation  on  the  inflamed  furface  fhould  be  mo- 
derated by  the  ufe  of  inje<5tions,  fo  mild  as  to  produce 
Jitue  or  no  pain  in  the  urethra  j their  firlt  operation  is 
often  follov/ed  by  an  incre.de  In  the  dilcharge,  which 
ifterwards  abates  and  becomes  thicker. 

All  the  injeft’cns  in  common  ufe  are  either  of  lead, 
copper,  zinc,  or  mercury.  I’lie  following  formulae  arc 
well  adapted  to  the  purpofe. — Vide  Fonuul.  Seka.  No\ 
8o,  8i,  104,  105,  &c.  199. 

The  prejudices  againfl:  the  ufe  of  injections,  diluted  to- 
the  degree  of  giving  no  pain,  are  ill  founded,  nor  do  tiiey 
ever  tend  to  convert  a gonnorrhoea  into  a confirmed  Lues, 

It  frequently  happens  that  after  the  virulent  and  in- 
flammatory fymptoms  are  gone,  a conflderable  difeharge 
takes  place  from  the  relaxation  and  debility  of  the  parts ; 
this  is  generally  called  a gleet ; it  gives  way  to  the  in- 
ternal ufe  of  heating  balfams ; the  ufe  of  bark,  tonics 
and  cold  bathing,  either  topical  or  general.  Many  in- 
flances  have  occurred  of  its  being  removed  by  inducing 
inflammation  in  the  ]>arts,  by  bougies,  cantharldcs,  and 
iomc  of  the  former  injetflions  lefs  diluted,  fo  as  to  excite 
much  pain  and  fymptoms  of  fhangury.

The  inflammation  of  the  urethra,  from  its  violence 
extending  along  the  courfe  of  the  njafa  cleferentia,  from 
too  much  exercife,  tlie  ufe  of  fUmulating  injeftions,  and 
other  means  increaflng  inflammation,  induce  an  inflam- 
mation of  the  tefticle,  accompanied  with  much  pain  and 
tumour.  This  is  to  be  removed  by  bleeding,  purging, 
fomentations,  and  the  antiphlogiflic  regimen  ; it  is  to  be 
confidered  only  as  a cafe  of  local  difeafe. 

As  the  inflammation  abates  in  the  teflicle,  the  running 
appears  again  from  the  urethra. 

Vitriolated  quickfilver,  and  other  adive  -emetics,  fre- 
or.ently  do  much  good  In  this  difeafe.  The  venereal 
•virus,  either  by  irritating  the  extremity  of  the  lymphatics 
going  to  the  groin,  or  being  conveyed  to  the  glands, 
inflames  and  produces  fuppuration. 

In  this  cafe,  eveiy  poffible  means  in  the  beginning 
(hould  be  employed  to  prevent  fuppuration,  by  promoting 
the  refolution  of  the  tumour,  and  when  pus  is  formed  it 
fhould  be  evacuated  either  by  the  cauflic  or  the  knife ; 
this  may  fometimes  be  a local  complaint,  but  it  it  always 
fafer  to  treat  it  as  a confirmed  difeafe. 

It  is  to  be  treated  like  any  other  inflammation  which 
threatens  fuppuration. 

'I’he  venereal  inrus  is  fometimes  fo  acrid  as  to  erode 
the  tender  veflels,  and  produce  ulceration ; fuch  ulcers 
when  occurring,  more  efpecially  in  the  penis,  or  female 
.j>arts  of  generation,  are  called  chancres. 

There  fird  appears  a red  fpot,  fomewhat  elevated,  like 
a miliary  puftule,  whicii  is  attended  with  a fenfe  of  heat 
and  itching ; it  has  a white  head,  and  becomes  a deep 
ulcer  with  a v/hite  callous  edge,  frequently  fpreading  over 
a large  furfacc,  and  becoming  phagedenic-

This,  In  the  flightefl:  degree,  Hiould  be  confidercd  as 
a confimed  lues,  fo  that  while  we  endeavour  to  heal  it  by 
topical  applications,  internal  remedies  Ihould  be  em- 
ployed. 

A more  favourable  fuppuration  is  frequently  Induced 
by  the  application  of  a folution  of  Formul.  SeleB.  No. 
8o,  I lo,  1 13. 

Tumours  of  the  praepuce  and  glans,  diflinguiflicd  into 
the  phymq/ts  and paraphym^Sy  are  to  be  treated  as  inflam- 
matory, ftill  having  in  view  the  propriety  of  confidering 
them  as  poflibly  complicated  with  the  abforption  of 
venereal  v'u'usy  and  thet  efore  treating  them  as  a confirmed 
difeafe. 

In  confidering  the  Inet  venereay  we  arc  to  have  a view’ 
to  the  feat  of  it,  and  the  means  of  difiinguiftiing  it  from 
other  difeafes. 

It  arifes  from  the  abforption  of  the  poifonous  matter 
into  the  circulating  fyftem,  infe6iing  the  animal  fluids, 
more  efpecially  auaching  itfelf  to  the  mucous  and  glan- 
dular parts  of  the  body. 

Its  fource  is  chiefly  from  a chancre  or  ulcerated 
furfiice. 

Does  the  matter  oi gmorrh/za  and  lues  eflentially  differ 
from  -each  other  ? 

The  fymptoms  of  lues  venerea  are  fo  various,  that  It  is 
difficult  to  deferibe  them. 

It  attacks  the  palate,  fauces,  fnelderean  membrane, 
with  inflammation,  and  ulcers  fpreading,  and  deeply 
feated,  with  white  callous  edges ; deglutition  is  painful, 
the  bones  become  carious,  and  4he  matter  difeharged  is 
fa-tid  and  offcnfivc.

The  patient  complains  of  univerfal  pain  in  the  bones, 
cfpecially  about  the  middle  of  the  tibia,  increafed  by  the 
heat  of  the  bed ; they  abate  towards  the  morning. — 
Sometimes  tumour  and  fuppuration  take  place  on  the 
affeded  parts. 

The  llcin  is  frequently  covered  with  broad  round  dry 
fpots,  of  a brown  or  copper  colour,  eafily  diftinguifhable 
from  other  eruptions ; they  are  frequently  diffufed  over 
the  whole  furface  of  the  body,  but  more  efpecially  in 
the  forehead,  and  about  the  roots  of  the  hair.  There 
are  filTures  in  the  palms  of  the  hands,  or  foies  of  the 
feet,  feparatlng  an  acrid  and  ichorous  fluid. 

Sometimes  the  Ikin  is  inflamed,  and  ulcers  arife,  which 
Ipread  quickly  over  all  the  body.  The  glands  of  the'  “ 
body  are  indurated  and  obitrudted,  painful  exoftofis  arife, 
which  fometimes  fuppurate,  and  prefent  underneath  a 
a carious  bone.  The  bones  are  in  fome  brittle,  in  others 
foft  and  flexible. 

The  eye-lids  are  inflamed  and  ulcerate,  and  a chronic 
ophthalmia  comes  on ; the  organ  of  hearing  is  fometimes 
affected,  and  the  bones  of  the  ear  have  been  rendered 
carious. 

The  animal  and  vital  fun(5tions  have  been  much 
impaired. 

It  fliould  be  diftinguiflied  from  other  difeafes. 

The  cure  of  this  difeafe  can  only  be  eflecfled  by  the 
life  of  mercury,  other  means  only  proving  ufeful  by 
favouring  its  operation. 

It  may  be  employed  either  as  an  alterative,  or  as  an 
evacuant. 

It  may  be  ufed  in  diflerent  forms, 

I.  By  fumigation. 
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2.  By  triture  externally,  in  the  form  of  undlon,  or 
internally,  as  divided  by  mucilaginous  or  powdery  bodies. 

3.  As  calcined  by  lire,  in  the  form  of  Hydrarg» 
calclnat. 

4.  As  united  with  acids,  as  in  the  form  of  Hydrarg, 
viuriat.  calomel^  lydc. 

The  molt  elfeitual  practice  is  that  by  which  the  greatell 
quantity  of  mercury  can  be  introduced  into  the  habit,  and 
kept  in  circulation  for  the  longed:  time;  this  is  bed:  done 
by  having  recourfe  to  undtion,  fo  graduated  in  its  quan- 
tity and  mode  of  application,  as  to  prove  an  alterative 

Other  preparations  have  their  particular  advantages, 
as  calculated  to  adl  forcibly  on  particular  parts  of  the 
body,  and  remove  particular  and  urgent  fymptoms. 

Salivation  is  not  necedary  to  cure  venereal  complaints ; 
it  more  frequently  impedes  than  promotes  the  cure. 

The  pradlical  rules  for  managing  and  conduding  that 
procefs  are  to  be  explained. 

A moderate  degree  of  external  wrath,  the  occafional 
life  of  the  warm  bath,  and  a mucilaginous,  diluent,  and 
antiphlogilHc  regimen  diould  accompany  fallvation. 

Mercury  fometimes  produces  high  fymptoms  of  inflam- 
mation in  the  fyltem,  which  are  to  be  properly  mode- 
rated. 

The  adion  of  mercury  may  be  promoted  by  the  reli- 
nous  woods,  of  guaiacum  and  laflafras ; farfaparilla  and 
China  root  are  likewife  employed  for  the  fame  purpofe. 

They  are  always  found  moll  ferviceable  when  mercury 
has?  preceded  their  ufe. 

The  mezereon  has  been  found  to  aflUl  in  removing 
exoftolis. 
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The  Peruvian  bark  is  given  with  great  fuccefs  In  pha- 
gedenic and  venereal  fores,  even  where  mercury  has  been 
found  to  Injure  the  conftitution  of  the  patient. 

A milk  diet,  and  a change  of  air,  are  found  beneficial 
In  reftoring  the  ftrength  of  a patient,  reduced  by  the 
operation  of  mercury, — Vide  Formul,  Sele^.  No.  104,
